[Text] Beijing, 16 Apr (XINHUA)--Democratic Kampuchea will continue to 
safeguard the non-aligned movement and its principles together with 
other non-aligned countries and oppose Viet Nam, the USSR and Cuba in 
their attempt to reverse the orientation of the movement to serve their 
strategy of aggression and expansion. 





This statement is contained in an editorial broadcast over Radio Demo- 
cratic Kampuchea today on the 5th anniversary of the founding of Demo- 
cratic Kampuchea.

(Text] Beijing, 20 Apr (XINHUA)--Kampuchean people and armymen cele- 
brated the 5th anniversary of the founding of Democratic Kampuchea in 
all parts of the country from April 15 to 17, reported Radio Democratic 
Kampuchea. 


They listened to the national day message delivered by Khieu Samphan, 
president of the Presidium of the state and prime minister of the 
government. They all agreed on the analysis of the internal and externai 
situation made in the message and hailed the victory in the struggle 
against the Vietnamese aggressors in the dry season.

THAI PRIME MINISTER ENDS VISITS TO MALAYSIA, SINGAPORE 
Malaysia Visit

[Text] Beijing, 19 Apr (XINHUA)--The visiting Thai Prime Minister Prem 
Tinsulanon told reporters in Kuala Lumpur today; ‘Up to now we adhere 
strictly to the United Nations resolution on Kampuchea," according to 
reports from that city. 


Prem said this at a press conference after his talks with Malaysian 
Prime Minister Datuk Hussein Bin Onn. The U.N. resolution on the 
Kampuchea issue called for the withdrawal of all foreign troops from 
Kampuchea. 


In their talks the two prime ministers discussed the tense situation in 
Southeast Asia since the Vietnamese invasion of Kampuchea and the 
Kampuchean refugee problem as well as the strengthening of bilateral 
cooperation between Thailand and Malaysia. 


Malaysian official sources said Malaysia expressed sympathy for Thailand 
on the refugee problem and assured its full support for Thailand's call 
for the holding of another international conference on refugees. 


An agreement on bilateral economic cooperation was signed yesterday. 
Under the agreement, Thailand gives permission to the two-way movement 
of goods in transit from the east coast to the west coast of Malay 
Peninsula through the territory of southern Thailand free from duties, 
taxes, fees or other charges. 


Malaysia has agreed to provide Thailand with some 70,000 barrels of 
diesel oil per month at special price, announced Malaysian Prime Minis- 
ter Datuk Hussein Bin Onn to newsmen after he saw off Thai prime minister. 
The supply of diesel oil will start from June. 


Prem Tinsulanon accompanied by Foreign Minister Sitthi Sawetsila left 
Kuala Lumpur for Singapore this afternoon after a two-day visit to 











Malaysia, his first trip abroad since he became prime minister last 
month. 


Singapore Visit

[Text] Beijing, 20 Apr (XINHUA)--Thailand and Singapore agreed that 
any political settlement to the Kampuchean conflict should be based on 
the withdrawal of Vietnamese troops from Kampuchea and the establish- 
ment of an independent and neutral government in that country, said 
Thai Prime Minister Prem Tinsulanon in Singapore today, according to 
reports rece!ved here. 


Speaking at a press conference after his two-day talks with Singapore 
Prime Minister Lee Kuan Yew, Prem said both sides reaffirmed their 
observance of the U.N. resolution on Kampuchea. ''The main thrust of 
the resolution and the ASEAN-EEC statement is total Vietnamese troop 
withdrawal and self-determination for the Kampucheans so that a truly 
independent and neutral government can energe,'’ he pointed out. 


He said he and his host are aware that it takes time to solve the 
Kampuchean problem. 


"It is imperative that efforts must be sustained to reserve the legiti- 
macy of the government of Democratic Kampuchea and their right for 
representation in the United Nations," he stressed. 


Prem said Singapore had given its full support to Thailand's call for 
another international conference on Indochina refugees. 


He said the two sides agr.ed to strengthen their cooperation in the 
defence industry. 


Prem arrived in Singapore yesterday after his visit to Malaysia. He 
left Singapore for home tonight.

INDIA'S ASSAMESE STAGE PROTEST--Beijing, 20 Apr (XINHUA)--More than 
300,000 Indian Assamese in Gauhati and some other cities held demon- 
Strations yesterday to protest against the arrest of leaders of the 
agitation for the eviction of non-Assamese, according to reports 

received here. The Indian Government dispatched troops to take control 
of the northeastern state of Assam from the civil administration and a 
curfew was imposed in the state capital of Dispur and the neighbouring 
city of Gauhati. Hundreds of persons were arrested. Hospital sources 
confirmed that about 700 persons with injuries had been admitted. 

Indian Assamese want the migrants from neighbouring Bangladesh and Nepal 
who numbered five million to leave their state, arguing that they were 
becoming a minority in their own homeland. They held strikes and hartals 
in recent months and have blockaded oil supply from the state to the rest 
of India since last December. The state of Assam provides the country 
with 5.5 million tonnes of oil a year, more than 30 percent of India's 
total annual output.

HONG KONG JOURNAL NOTES CHANGE IN POWER STRUCTURE

[Excerpts] It seems to be the TUNGHSIANG editor's habit that after the 
publication of an issue of TUNGHSIANG, the editor will ask me to visit 
the interior of China to find out about the developments in the CCP 
political scene and to gain personal experience in feeling the pulse of 
the people on the mainland. 


The Abolition of the "Four Bigs''--A Tolerable Restriction 


After engaging in small talk on the abolition of the "four bigs" with 
all types of travelers (including cadres, teachers and workers), my 
general impression is that they think the abolition is a "tolerable 
restriction.” After probing into the state of mind of old and middle- 
aged peopie, I discovered that the great majority hope that the state 
will no longer be unstable, that there will be order and stability and 
that living standards will be improved continuously. In view of this 
hope, they are willing to accept certain restrictions and to make cer- 
tain sacrifices. 


On his way back to Beijing after visiting his relatives in Guangzhou, 

a middle-aged teacher said with deep feeling: "China is different from 
Western society. It has no tradition of democracy. If the ‘four bigs' 
spread unchecked, I am afraid they will upset matters. In a country 
where there is no tradition of democracy, democracy can only be realized 
gradually. It is impossible to immediately and comprehensively realize 
democracy in such a country.'"' This is a representative point of view. 


Beijing's SIWU LUNTAN [5 APRIL FORUM] Has Experienced Many Vicissitudes 
of Human Affairs 


However, quite a few young people dissented from the view, thinking that 
it is a "compromise." Perhaps this dissent was caused by a generation 











gap! After all, they are young, lack experience and do not have family 
and social burdens, thus having radical views. 


It just so happened that SIWU LUNTAN, a journal established by the local 
people, issued an announcement on stopping publication during my stay in 
Beijing. SIWU LUNTAN was established in November 1978 when the Beijing 
big-character poster movement was on the upsurge. The journal was estab- 
lished in commemoration of the "5 April" Tiananmen Incident to reflect 
the demands of the masses. The journal's chief editor Xu Wenli is an 
electrician of the Beijing Railway Bureau. Just after the establishment 
of the journal, BEIJING ZHICHUN [BEIJING SPRING] lifted up its voice to 
the fullest extent. At that time, personnel of the Beijing Public 
Security Buraau visited the editorial staff of SIWU LUNTAN and held 
friendly discussions with them on the publication of their journal. Ti.ey 
were also protected in their own factories. The post office also accepted 
their mail and delivered copies of their journal on schedule. They once 
sold 1,000 copies of each issue. However, with the development of the 
political situation in Beijing, SIWU LUNTAN, like other journals estab- 
lished by the local people which went through a flourishing period and 
suffered setbacks, f‘»!ly announced that they were stopping publication. 


This announcement ««s contained in a SIWU LUNTAN letter on returning 
money to its subscr:>ers. However, the letter did not disclose the rea- 
son for stopping pubiication. It is said that after heated discussions 
which lasted a long time, the journal's 20 editorial staff finally 
decided by a vote to stop publication. 


In fact, following the arrest of Wei Jingsheng last March, the golden 
period of those journals established by the local people had already 
passed. The Beijing authorities have changed their attitude of showing 
loving care for the journals into an attitude of discriminating against 
them. Since the replacem.t of Democracy Wall by Yuetan Wall last 
December, all those journals established by the local people were already 
at the point of death. Judging from the SIWU LUNTAN big-character post- 
ers on Yuetan Wall which were nothing but excerpts of quotations from 
Marx, Engels, Lenin and Stalin, people could feel that the journal was 
under the pressure of circumstances and having difficulty striving for 
existence. However, after doing some hard thinking for 3 months, the 
journal's editorial staff probably discovered that the journal had lost 
its raison d'etre. 


The closing down of SIWU LUNTAN has not produced any impact on Beijing 
society. This was to be expected and was only a question of time. 


Absurd Argument? if We Do Not Regard the "Four Bigs" as a Whole 


The fifth plenum of the CCP Central Committee has proposed that the "four 
bigs" be deleted. I have learned that once the NPC is convened and 
revises the constitution, all big-character posters on Yuetan Wall will 














die automatically. During my stay in Beijing, | heard of some distinc- 
tive views on this issue. A friend of mine said: The fifth plenum of 
the party Cencral Committee noted: "The ‘four bigs' (speaking out 
freely, airing views fully, holding great debates and writing big- 
character posters), tsken as a whole, never played a positive role in 
safeguarding the people's democratic righte; on the contrary, they 
hampered the people in the normal exercise of their democratic rights." 
The plenum only referred to the “four bigs" as a "whole." What kind of 
appraisal shall we make if we treat the "four bigs" separately? 


This seems to be an absurd argument buc is still worth thinking over. 


Another friend of mine said: "With the abolition of the 'four bigs,' 

the constitution will still stipulate that citizens enjoy the freedom 

of speech. How shall we treat persons who put up big-character posters 
that contain irrefutable facts and that are not aimed at framing others?" 


The Division of Labor Within the Secretariat of the Central Committee 


With the exception of the abolition of the "four bigs" which has evoked 
heated discussions, the series of measures for improving party leadership 
as adopted by the fifth plenum of the party Central Committee are popular 
on the whole. The newly established Secretariat of the Central Committee 
has already carried out its work. According to a friend of mine who is 
usually a reliable source, the following is a rough description of the 
division of labor within the Secretariat of the Central Committee: 


Hu Yaobang: In charge of the overall work. The emphasis of his work is 
placed on party affairs, organization, propaganda and other departments. 


Wan Li: In charre of agriculture. 
Fang Yi: In charge of science, technology, education and other fields. 


Wang Renzhong and Hu Qiaomu: In charge of culture and propaganda depart- 
ments. 


Yu Qiuli, Gu Mu and Yao Yilin: In charge of the national economy and the 
planning work. 


Yang Dezhi: In charge of military affairs. 


Peng Chong: In charge of civil administration, united front work and 
Overseas Chinese affairs. 


Song Rengiong: In charge of party organization and personnel affairs. 











Peng Chong Is in Charge of the Oftice of Overseas Chinese Aftairs Under 
the State Councll 


The above-mentioned division of labor was arranged according to thetr 
specialties. People are slightly surprised that Peng Chong is in charge 
of united front work and Overseas Chinese affairs. It is said that Peng 
Chong has taken over the ailing NPC Standing Committee Vice Chairman Liao 
Chengzhi's directorship of the Office of Overseas Chinese Affairs under 
the State Coun.il. Liao Chengzhi, who has a very good reputation among 
Overseas Chinese, has been in poor health in recent years. His once 
cured heart disease is tormenting him once again. According to a story 
that has spread around Beijing, the revered Mr Liao secretly left for 
the United States in mid-March by a special plane for the treatment of 
his disease with a stopover in Japan's Narita airport. He lived in a 
first-class hotel on the outskirts of Narita airport for 3 days. Prime 
Minister Ohira sent a bouquet to him. 


In fact, it is not a real surprise that Peng Chong has replaced Liao 
Chengzhi to take charge of %verseas Chinese affairs. His native place 

is Zhangzhou, Fujian. He has close relations with Overseas Chinese. 

He has been a director of the Fujian Provincial United Front Work Depart- 
ment and a deputy director of the United Front Work Department of the 
East China Bureau and a vice chairman of the National Committee of the 
CPPCC. Judging from the backgrounds of the 11] secretaries of the Secre- 
tariat of the Central Committee, we can see that he is the most suitable 
candidate for the position. 


Since the fifth plenum, in the wake of the conveyance of its spirit at 
all levels, all provinces are now launching a large-scale movement to 
rectify the cadres. This is two-aspect rectification: One is to purge 
cadres whose political qualities are not up to standard, with the empha- 
sis on cadres who run cou. ser to and boycott the Central Committee's 
policies and line, continue to erect mountain strongholds, pursue fac- 
tionalism, special privileges and bureaucratism, sabotage democratic 
centralism, practice individual dictatorship, deal blows at others in 
revenge, behave in a corrupt and decadent way, take bribes and so on. 
And Guangdong Province has added another item to this list: Severely 
punishing cadres who organize illegal emigration. 


Illegal Emigration Ringleader Extradited from Hong Kong to Guangzhou 


At the end of last month, a Guangdong court sentenced former Huiyang 
County Revolutionary Committee Vice Chairman Zheng Geng to 15 years 
imprisonment for organizing illegal emigration. This is a distinct 
example. The case of Zheng Geng who took the lead in organizing illegal 
emigration enraged Xi Zhongxun. Although Zheng Geng arrived in Hong Kong 
safely, Xi Zhongxun instructed a responsible person of the Hong Kong 
branch of the XINHUA news agency at last year's Guangdong Provincial 
People's Congress to make representations to the Hong Kong British 








Government, thus extraditing Zheng Geng from Hong Kong to Guangzhou to 
accept punishment by the law. 


In this rectification movement, apart from purging cadres with poor 
political qualities, the method of rotational training will be adopted 
for most cadres, to enhance their ideological understanding on the one 
hand and their professional standards on the other. 


Fellow passengers from various parts whom | met on the train dwelt on 
the rectification movement in their units with great relish and felt 
that the movement "finds great favor with the people." However some 
expressed disappointment because the movement was not thoroughgoing. 


The People's Congress Session Postponed 


There are quite a few important political matters scheduled in April in 
Beijing, the two most important of which are: 1) To hold a memorial 
meeting for former State Chairman Liu Shaoqi and 2) to hold the third 
session of the Fifth NPC. I have learned that the memorial meeting will 
be held as scheduled and that the third session of the Fifth NPC has 
been postponed until July or August. 


It was decided that a ceremonious memorial meeting for Liu Shaoqi will 
be held on 15 April in the Great Hall of the People. CCP Chairman Hua 
Guofeng will personally preside over the memorial meeting and Deng 
Xiaoping will read a memorial speech at the memorial meeting. A state 
funeral will be held after the memorial meeting to place the ashes of 
Liu Shaoqi in the Babaoshan Revolutionary Cemetery. 


The Old Economic Plan Failé=-A New Plan Will Be Worked Out 


According to my friend in Beijing, the third session of the Fifth NPC 
has been postponed because of the drawing up of a new 10-year economic 
plan (1981-1990). 


The State Financial and Economic Commission led by Chen Yun and the 
State Planning Commission led by Yu Qiuli are jointly responsible for 
drafting the new 10-year economic plan. 


The third session of the Fifth NPC cannot be held on schedule. According 
to a story spreading around Beijing, the following are the main changes 
in the new cabinet personnel: 


1. Senior statesmen Deng Xiaoping, Chen Yun, Li Xiannian and Xu Xiangqian 
will resign their positions as vice premiers (they will retain their party 
posts). 


2. Zhao Ziyang, Peng Chong and Wan Li will become new vice premiers. 
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However, final decisions on these personnel changes remain to be made. 
It is estimated that prior to the convocation of the third session of 
the Fifth NPC, the Politburo of the CCP Central Committee will hold a 
meeting to make final decistons on the personnel changes, 


Many people have inferred that the stipulation on abolishing the life- 
long cadre appointment system may probably be demonstrated in the 
Politburo. Nominal titles may appear in the Politburo and its Standing 
Committee such as honorary members of the Politburo and advisers to the 
Politburo Standing Committee. These titles can allow senile revolu- 
tionaries ot the older generation to put aside their day-to-day business 
while retaining their high party positions and to continue using their 
rich expericnce for playing their proper roles, 


The New Order of the Central Authorities’ Namelist Attracts People's 
Attention 


A XINHUA report on CCP leaders receiving delegates to the national 
meeting of the Chinese Scieitific and Technical Association and attend- 
ing a memorial meeting for Li Lisan and via Tuofu last month showed a 
new order of the namelist which has attracted a lot of people's atten- 
tion. The names of leaders are listed in this order: Hua Guofeng, 

Ye Jianying, Deng Xiaoping, Li Xiannian, Chen Yun, Liu Bocheng, Xu 
Xiangqian, Nie Rongzhen, Peng Zhen, Deng Yingchao, Hu Yaobang, Zhao 
Ziyang, Wang Zhen, Ulanhu, Fang Yi, Yu Qiuli, Geng Biao, Ni Zhifu, 

Peng Chong, Seypidin... 


People know that the top five on the list are the chairman and vice 
chairmen of the CCP and that Hu Yaobang and Zhao Ziyang are new members 
of the Politburo Standing Committee who were elected at the fifth plenum 
of the CCP Central Committee. However, the names of Politburo members 
Liu Bocheng, Xu Xiangqian, Nie Rongzhen, Peng Zhen and Deng Yingchao 
were listed between the top five leaders and the two newly elected men- 
bers of the Politburo Standing Committee. According to the party's 
general practice of listing leaders in order of importance and seniority, 
it seems that there is no reason for listing the names of the five 
Politburo members ahead of Hu Yaobang. Therefore, many people have 
inferred that Liu Bocheng and the other four Politburo members have 
already become members of the Politburo Standing Committee. However, 
since the fifth plenum of the party Central Committee has just ended, 

we should have heard an announcement on this important personnel change 
if there was such an important personnel change. Therefore, it is very 
likely that there has not been such an important personnel change. Some 
other people have inferred that the five Politburo members have become 
advisers to the Politburo Standing Committee. In a word, opinions vary. 


I asked my friend in a Beijing information department about this issue. 
My friend replied: "This is because Hu Yaobang and Zhao Ziyang have 
respect for the revolutionaries of the older generation. They gave 
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direct ineatructiona to list the names of the five Politburo members ahead 
of their own names.” 


However, this correspondent is not satisfied with the answer. I recalled 
that a few months ago the XINHUA news agency issued a correction to 
delete the description of Zhou Yang as deputy director of the Propaganda 
Department of the CCP Central Committee in its report. When the XINHUA 
correction was ieaued, some people then concluded that Zhou Yang was not 
concurrently a deputy director of the Propaganda Department of the CCP 
Central Committee. However, more than 10 days after the issuance of the 
XINHUA correction, a XINHUA report noted Zhou Yang attending a meeting 
of the Scientific and Technical Association in Beijing and described him 
as deputy director of the Propaganda Department of the CCP Central Com- 
mittee. 


It is estimated that the condition of Liu Bocheng and the other four 
Politburo members are similar to that of Zhou Yang. That is to say that 
the time is not yet ripe to make their new appointments known to the 
public.

"RENMIN RTPAO' CARRIES ZHOU YANG SPEECH

[Speech by Zhou Yang at Beijing meeting commemorating the 50th anniver- 
sary of the founding of the Leftwing Writers League: "Inherit and 
Carry Forward the Revolutionary Tradition of the Leftwing Cultural 
Movement" ] 


{[Text] This year is the 50th anniversary of the founding of the Left- 
wing Writers League. Half a century ago, under the leadership of the 
CCP, with the great Lu Xun as its standard bearer, the contemporaneously 
famous Chinese Leftwing Writers League (''Zuo Lian" for short) was 
founded. Following its founding, the leftwing socialist scientists, 
dramatists, artists and educationalists leagues ("She Lian," "Ju Lian," 
"Mei Lian" and "Jiao Lian" for short), "movie and music groups" and 
other bodées were founded one after another, forming a new and enormous 
cultural army. This new cultural army swept through the length and 
breadth of the literary circles for 10 years during the second revolu- 
tionary civil war. This ‘eftwing cultural movement is generally known 
as the "leftwing decade." It was a splendid development of the new 
democratic culture of the May 4th Movement and also the precursor of new 
China's socialist culture. It was a shining and everlastingly reputable 
event in our country's cultural and literary history. In those years, 
many leftwing cultural workers feared no sacrifice and fought heroically 
to spread the truth of Marxism and create revolutionary proletarian art 
and literature. They made tremendous contributions to the Chinese revo- 
lutionary cause. Only a few comrades who participated in the leftwing 
cultural movement are still alive today. We have invited these comrades 
to attend this commemoration meeting together with comrades of the art 
and literary circles concerned. Our purpose is to recall history, look 
forward to the future, sum up experiences, strengthen unity and make new 
efforts for the flourishing of art and literature in our new socialist 
period. 


The Chinese Leftwing Writers League was established in Shanghai on 
2 March 1930. Along with many other cultural bodies established later, 
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it founded the China Federation of Leftwing Cultural Leagues ("Wen Zong" 
for short) under the leadership of the Cultural Work Committee of the 
party Central Committee. Since "Zuo Lian" was founded first, it exerted 
the greatest influence and had the largest membership. Moreover, the 
leader of “Zuo Lian" was Lu Xun, the “greatest and bravest standard 
bearer of the new cultural army’ under the leadership of the party. 
Therefore we have chosen the anniversary of the founding of "Zuo Lian" 
to commemorate the whole leftwing cultural movement. Next year, we 

will hold a grand ceremony to celebrate the 100th anniversary of Lu Xun's 
birthday and the 50th anniversary of the death of the five martyrs of 
"Zuo Lian." That will also be a commemoration of the great Chinese 
revolutionary cultural movement. 


"Zuo Lian" and the leftwing cultural movements did not emerge acci- 
dentally. They emerged at the important turning point of the Chinese 
revolution and were products of the international communist ideological 
trend and the revolutionary art and literary movements. 


"Zuo Lian" and other leftwing cultural bodies emerged in the 1930's. 
Lin Biao and the "gang of four’ distorted and vilified the historical 
concept of the "1930's." This made many people who do not understand 
world and Chinese history regard the "1930's" as a disgrace. This is 
simply the largest reversal and mockery in history. Reactionaries in 
Taiwan are still cursing the revolutionary art and literature of the 
"1930's" and calling it a specter.’ This shows that the decade was 
precisely a revolutionary specter, a red specter, which the enemy 
feared. 


The 1930's were an important turning point in the revolution both inter- 
nationally and domestically. Internationally, the Soviet Union, under 
the leadership of Lenin and Stalin, assumed a new posture and declared 
to the whole world: Socialism cannot only win victory in a country, it 
can also achieve success in construction there. The general economic 
crisis hit the entire capitalist world in 1929, while the socialist 
Soviet Union achieved a vigorous development of its economy, achieved 
industrial and agricultural mechanization and took on a new look through 
the hard struggle of its people. This was a great encouragement to the 
workers movement in the capitalist countries and to the national demo- 
cratic movement in the colonial and semicolonial countries. At the 
same time, Soviet writing became the vanguard of the world's revolu- 
tionary literature, and a number of works such as the “Iron Torrent" 
and the "Debacle" had a worldwide impact. Leftwing literature surged 
forward in Japan, the United States, Germany and many other countries. 
These leftwing works and publications became our spiritual food. Lu 
Xun, Guo Moruo, Mao Dun and other Chinese leftwing writers built up a 
friendly relationship with revolutionary authors all over the world. 
They made friends with Maxim Gorky, Fadeyev and Serafimovich of the 
Soviet Union, Romain Rolland, Henri Barbusse and (Georgly) of France, 
George Bernard Shaw of Britain, Bertolt Brecht, (Luteweichiling), 
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(Keluweichi) and (Cheshi) of Germany, Agnes Smedley, Strong and Snow of 
the United States, Kobayashi Takiji, Akita Ujaku and Ozaki Hidesane of 
Japan and Rewlalley of New Zealand. These writers were friends of the 
Chinese people and writers. In the world revolutionary authors' meet- 
{ngs held in Moscow and Kharkov in 1928 and 1930, the International 
Revolutionary Writers League was established. Several languages were 
used in its organizational publications. The Chinese "Zuo Lian" became 
one of its formal members. Comrade Xiao San was the permanent ''Zuo Lian’ 
representative to the league. 


Therefore, taking the world as a whole, the 1930's was an important 
decade with a shift from bourgeois literature and art to world revolu- 
tionary proletarian literature and art, and the decade of its growth. 
"Zuo Lian" and other leftwing art and literary bodies emerged at this 
turning point in line with the international trend. It was a component 
of the international proletarian art and literary movement. 


China's leftwing cultural movement was of course rooted in the soil of 
its own nation and was a pruduct of its revolutionary movement. Similar 
groups were set up one after another during the 10-year civil war period 
when the struggle between the revolutionary and counterrevolutionary 
forces was extremely acute. As Comrade Mao Zedong said: ‘This period 
was one of the counterrevolutionary campaigns of ‘encirclement and sup- 
pression,’ on the one hand, and of the deepening of the revolution, on 
the other." During this period, "there were two kinds of counterrevo- 
lutionary campaigns of ‘encirclement and suppression'--the military and 
the cultural. The intensification of revolution was of two kinds; both 
the agrarian and the cultural revolutions were intensified.'' These two 
kinds of revolutions were closely coordinated. After the counterrevolu- 
tionary coup d'etat of "12 April’ 1927, cooperation between the 
Kuomintang and the communists broke down and the great revolution failed. 
The new KMT warlords exercised White terror and were responsible for 

the bloodshed of thousands upon thousands of revolutionaries. The revo- 
lution was then at a low ebb. The rising Chinese communists and the 
Chinese people faced a harsh test. They tried to think out and seek new 
ways of revolution and struggle. After the Nanchang, the Autumn Harvest 
and the Guangzhou uprisings, the party went to the Jinggang Mountains 
and established rural revolutionary bases. It started its armed strug- 
gles, founded the Chinese Workers and Peasants Red Army and found the 
correct road for the Chinese revolution, thus beginning a brilliant new 
page in the new democratic revolution. There has never been any great 
revolution in history that could do without the cooperation of the 
cultural front in the struggle. It was precisely during this period at 
the turning point of the revolution and after the "12 April" that a 
large number of revolutionary propaganda and cultural workers gathered 
in Shanghai. They came travelworn and weary from the fronts of the 
Northern Expedition, from battlefields of armed uprisings, from "places 
where the revolution started" and from overseas. Although they were in 
KMT areas filled with White terror, their hearts were in the 
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revolutionary bases where the red flag was fluttering. The hearts of all 
revolutionaries were attracted by the brilliant names of Comrades Mao 
Zedong, Zhu De and Zhou Enlai. They were also greatly inspired by the 
establishment of bases, the convening of the Congress of Soviets, the 
northward expedition of the Red Army to resist the Japanese and the vic- 
tory of the Long March. They issued forth the clarion call for prole- 
tarian revolutionary literature in the darkest years of old China. With 
dauntless heroism, they put forward the call for combat and summoned a 
large number of youths to join the revolution. They held high the revo- 
lutionary literary banner, started publications, opened up some bases, 
wrote revolutionary literary articles, spread Marxist-Leninist literary 
and art ideology and lit the flames of proletarian literature throughout 
the dark, old China. This was an unprecedented and great movement in the 
history of Chinese literature. It enthusiastically and courageously 
broke through the prohibitions of the KMT reactionaries. It declared 
that the Chinese proletariat would independently establish its own lit- 
erature and art and that the poor masses of China would occupy the realm 
of literature and art. The great historic merit of revolutionary lit- 
erary pioneers in advocating proletarian literature is indelible. 


The advocators of revolutionary literature also had their shortcomings 
and suffered from that “left'' infantile disorder which is unavoidable 
during the emergence of anything new. In 1928, there was a famous dis- 
pute over the issue of "revolutionary literature." Comrades Cheng 
Fangwu, Li Chuli, Aying (Qian Xingcun) and Feng Naichao of the "Creation 
Society" and the "Sun Society” and other literary bodies acted as van- 
guards of revolutionary literature. Although they were not fully equip- 
ped with theories, they rushed to the literary fields and occupied the 
fronts with the dashing spirit of beginners in Marxism. At that time, 
the revolution had failed and China was in complete darkness and silence. 
The voices of these comrades, like the sound of footsteps in empty 
valleys or a sudden clap of thunder in the quiet air, enlightened and 
roused the benighted. Regardless of their theoretical and practical 
shortcomings and weaknesses, their articles still won warm applause 

from the broad masses of educated youths who were dissatisfied with 

the reality and longed for the revolution. Lu Xun underestimated their 
revolutionary support role at first but later made an all-round and 
correct evaluation. Lu Xun's criticism of some of the shortcomings of 
these early revolutionary men of letters was penetrating and to the 
point. He pointed out that many of these so-called proletarian men of 
letters were actualiy rebellious petty bourgeoisie. They had only 
learned Marxism from books but failed to integrate it with reality and 
merge with the masses. They thought that if only they could obtain some 
knowledge of Marxism from books, they could become the proletariat. 
Actually, without integrating with the masses, it was impossible. Being 
divorced from the masses, dogmatism wust be sectarian by nature. Dogma- 
tism and sectarianism are always connected. It was precisely because of 
this that many of us have failed to understand Lu Xun, who understood 
Chinese society, Chinese history and the minds of the Chinese people 
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better than we. Instead, for a while, Lu Xun was regarded as the major 
target of dispute. Such dispute regarding the question of "revolu- 
tionary literature" eventually attracted the attention of the party 
Central Committee. In 1929 the party Central Committee began to con- 
cern itself with literary and art work and demanded an end to the dis- 
pute, calling for correct understanding of Lu Xun and for uniting with 
him. It also started to make preparations for establishing a unified 
Organization for leftwing literature and art. Lu Xun and other com- 
rades supported this wholeheartedly. After less than 6 months' prepara- 
tion, the "Zuo Lian" was officially established. In addition to Lu Xun, 
the sponsors included Comrades Xia Yan, Yang Hansheng, Yu Dafu, Feng 
Naichao, Feng Xuefeng and Zheng Boqi. Although Guo Moruo and Mao Dun 
were not in China at that time, they agreed to be sponsors. Right from 
the date of its establishment "Zuo Lian" remained a banner of unity and 
militancy on the party's cultural front. Lu Xun's speech at the meet- 
ing for the inauguration of the Leftwing Writers League was an historic 
fighting program, which still possesses a positive and realistic signifi- 
cance today. 


The emergence of ''Zuo Lian" and the other leftwing literary bodies was 
not only a reflection of the development of international and domestic 
revolutionary struggle, it was also the continuation and development of 
the ''May 4th" cultural revolution. The cultural revolution of the 

"May 4th'' Movement unfolded the banner of the popular culture. The 
leftwing cultural movement for the first time openly and unambiguously 
raised the banner of the proletarian revolutionary literature. The 
cultural revolution during the ''May 4th'' Movement progressed to prole- 
tarian revolutionary literature. This was an essential leap in the 
development of the new literary movement and a deepening of the cultural 
revolution after the "May 4th" Movement. 


The party exerted ideological influence on literature and art during 
the ''May 4th" Movement, and then exercised leadership over them and set 
up organizations with its members as the core during the period of "Zuo 
Lian." This marked the beginning of the party's leadership over lit- 
erature and art organizationally as well as ideologically. Revolu- 
tionary literature and art from that time on were a part of the entire 
proletarian revolutionary cause. They were organized and under the 
party's leadership. They also became an indispensable and reliable 
contingent. Therefore, we can now say without exaggeration that the 
leftwing cultural movement represented by ''Zuo Lian" was a monument in 
the modern Chinese history of culture and literature. 


When he summed up the experiences of the cultural history since the 
"May 4th" Movement in 1942, Comrade Mao Zedong said: “Literature and 
art have been an important and successful part of the cultural front 
since the 'May 4th' Movement. During the 10 years of civil war, the 
revolutionary literature and art movement grew greatly.'' We must 
affirm the great historic merits of the leftwing cultural movement in 
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a realistic way and repudiate all slanders and libels of Lin Bilao and 
the "gang of four’ on the 1930's revolutionary literary and art move- 
ment. 


What were the historical merits of the leftwing cultural movement? 


In coordination with the counter encirclement and suppression campaign, 
the agrarian revolution and the establishment of revolutionary bases, 
our comrades began the first organized heroic struggle on China's 
cultural and ideological front by doing underground work during the 
White terror of KMT counterrevolutionary campaigns of encirclement and 
suppression. They unfolded the ideological propaganda of Marxism, 
created proletarian revolutionary art and literature and used their 
blood to write the first pages of proletarian literature. 





As soon as ‘Zuo Lian" was established, KMT reactionaries issued secret 
orders to ban it and to arrest its members. In the eyes of KMT reac- 
tionaries, all members of leftwing cultural bodies were communists. 
During the 10 years, the KMT issued various rules and regulations to 
close bookshops, prohibit publications and books, censor manuscripts, 
and arrest the revolutionary authors and artists, interrogate them by 
using torture and secretly kill them. All literary bodies including 
"Zuo Lian," "She Lian," "Ju Lian," "Mei Lian" and "Jiao Lian" had their 
comrades arrested and killed. The KMT reactionaries exercised fascist 
dictatorship, hoping to eliminate all leftwing cultural workerr and 
leftwing literature and art. However, contrary to their will, the 
leftwing cultural contingent was not eliminated. Although they had 

been cruelly suppressed and persecuted and severely tested and trained, 
they marched ahead along the path which was crimson with the martyrs' 
blood. They grew and developed. When the members of leftwing cultural 
bodies continued to increase, their areas of activity also extended from 
Shanghai to Beijing, Tianjin, Wuhan, Guangzhou and even as far as Tokyo, 
Japan. Their influence reached to Southeast Asia. There were scores of 
publications issued by "Zuo Lian" and other leftwing cultural bodies. 
Some earlier ones were ''Mengya Yuebao,"' "Tuchuang Zhe," "Wenhua Yuebao," 
"Shijie Wenhua,” "Baer Dishan," 'Beidou," "Wenxue Yuebao," "Wenxue," 
"Wenxue Zazhi," "Wenxue Jikan" and "Zawen.'' These bodies established 
the bases for progressive culture and creative works which were well 
received by the masses. "Zuo Lian" also compiled cultural textbooks 

for revolutionary bases and provided these bases with a number of cadres 
and revolutionary young people. Lu Xun wrote many militant essays, books 
and literary works which radiated with the communist light. Mao Dun 
completed the monumental work of "Midnight" and other distinguished short 
stories. Guo Moruo was then seeking refuge in Japan. In addition to 
maintaining a close relationship with the leftwing cultural movement in 
China, he also vigorously engaged in studying historical science and 

the ancient writing of China. His "Study of the Chinese Ancient Society" 
was the first work of this kind written with the viewpoint of historical 
dialectics. Qu Qiubai wrote an outstanding preface for the "Selections 
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From Random Thoughts by Lu Xun." His coordinated action with Lu Xun on 
"Zuo Lian" played a positive and guiding role. The militant friendship 
between them was widely known. The novels written by leftwing authors 
including Jiang Guangci, Ding Ling, Zhang Tianyi, Ye Zi, Sha Ting, Ai Wu, 
Ouyang Shan, Zhou Wen and Qiu Dongping caught the people's attention. 

Lu Xun particularly fostered and cared for young authors. He wrote 
prefaces for works including the novels of Xiao Jun, Xiao Hong and Ye 21 
and essays of Xu Maoyong. At Lu Xun's suggestion and with his encourage- 
ment, a number of revolutionary young artists made arduous efforts to 
start new wood carvings. With the attitude of self-criticism, Tian Han 
ended his art career which was started with his founding of "Nanguo She," 
and became the sponsor and leader of ''Ju Lian.'' Comrades including Tian 
Han, Xia Yan, Hong Shen, Yang Hansheng and Yu Ling were active on the 
drama and movie fronts and made remarkable achievements. Poets such as 
Ke Zhongping, Yin Fu, Ai Qing, Pu Feng and Yang Sao created new works. 
Nie Er and Xian Xinghai composed songs which inspired the immense Zeal 
of the broad masses to resist Japanese aggression and save the country. 
These authors and artists had the following allies and comrades-in-arms 
who were famous and influential in the cultural circles: Cai Yuanpei, 
Ma Xiangbo, Hu Yuzhi, Zou Taofen, Tao Xingzhi, Chen Wangdao, Wu Chengshi, 
Fan Wenlan, Wen Yiduo, Zhu Ziqing, Ba Jin, Cao Yu, Lao She, Zheng Zhenduo, 
Ye Shengtao, Wang Tongzhao, Xu Dishan, Cao Jinghua, Zhou Xinfang, Ouyang 
Yuqian, Xu Beihong, Lin Fengmian, Situ Qiao, Zhao Yuanren, Huang Zi, Sun 
Shiyi, Cai Chusheng, Shi Dongshan, Ying Yunwei, Yuan Muzi and others. 

All of them were associated with our party and the leftwing cultural 
movement and many of them were our comrades-in-arms. People like Zheng 
Zhenduo, Ye Shengtao and Wang Tongzhao were not admitted to the leftwing 
cultural bodies because the party's policy at that time was to strive 

for legality. Some people were either secret party members or admitted 
to the party later. They all made contributions to China's progressive 
cultural literary and art movement. The above list is far from complete 
but from it we can get a hint of the progressive cultural ranks at that 
time. 


We must fully evaluate the militant merits of the leftwing cultural 
movement. Due to the restrictions of historical conditions, leftwing 
literature and art at that time was unable to reflect the earth-shaking 
struggle in the revolutionary bases and the daily life of revolutionary 
people. However, the works did reflect the tangled warfare among feudal 
warlords, the bankruptcy of the rural economy, the imperialists' aggres- 
sion and the pains and demands of the working people and poor petty 
bourgeoisie. Judging from the breadth and depth to which life is 
reflected, the vividness and richness of the plots, the variety of 
images and typicalness of characters, the leftwing literary works in 

the 1930's on the whole reached a new level and pushed China's modern 
literature to a new stage. As Lu Xun said, the proletariat's revolu- 
tionary literary and art movement was actually the only literary and 

art movement at that time in China. It grew amid slanders and oppres- 
Sion. Its first chapters were written in blood by our comrades during 
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the darkest years. When we commemorate and cherish the memory of our 
revolutionary martyrs, we should not forget the brilliant names of Li 
Weishen, Rou Shi, Hu Yepin, Yin Fu, Feng Keng, Tong Changrong, Hong 
Lingfei, Pan Mohua, Ying Xiuren and Zong Hui. Nor should we forget the 
Alliance for the Protection of Civil Rights and the Society for Relief 
of Political Victims headed by Song Qingling, He Xiangning, Cai Yuanpei, 
Yang Xingfu and some others who made efforts to save the arrested authors 
and artists ir the dark years. We should always remember their acts of 
courage and justice. We should commemorate and cherish the memory of 
the heroic martyrs of the literary and art circles during the anti- 
Japanese war, the war of liberation and the time when Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four'' ran amuck. Yu Dafu was butchered by the Japanese mili- 
tarists during the Pacific war. This was a great loss to our literary 
circles. History has proven and will continue to prove that the prole- 
tarian revolutionary literature of the 1930's was not only able to 
stand the suppression and massacre by the imperialists and the KMT 
reactionaries, it was also able to stand the evil slanders and cruel 
attacks by such fierce internal enemies as Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four." 


Comrades, the above facts show that the 1930 leftwing cultural movement 
was a great revolutionary movement of great vitality. The great his- 
toric merits of this proletarian art and literature movement cannot be 
denied by anyone. 


Another achievement of the leftwing cultural movement was that it started 
the systematic introduction and publication of Marxist literary and art 
theory. 


Marxist philosophical and economic theories were first introduced during 
the ''May 4th" Movement. At that time, various ideological trends and 
doctrines were being spread and accepted by different people. The 
academic circles did not regard Marxist theories as orthodox. They 

knew isittle about Marxist literary and art theory. Before and after 

the establishment of "Zuo Lian" and "She Lian,'' Comrades Li Da, Xu 
Deheng, Du Guoyang, (Lin Boxiu), Li Yimang, Peng Kang, ‘“u: Liangping, 
Wang Xuewen, He Sijing, Ke Bonian, Zhang Hanfu and Qian Yishi were 

among the first to make arduous efforts to translate and introduce 
Marxist theoretical works. They all made contributions. Ai Siqi's 
"Popular Philosophy" was the earliest attempt to spread in simple 
language the philosophy of dialectical materialism among the masses. 
Following the development of the proletarian ideological trend of art 
and literature, Marxist literary and art theory was gradually intro- 
duced in a more systematic way. The resolution adopted by the inaugural 
meeting of "Zuo Lian" clearly stipulated that "Marxist literary and art 
theory be established.'' "Zuo Lian" also founded a research society of 
Marxist literary and art theory and officially placed in our agenda the 
tasks of formulating this theory. Some comrades braved the KMT's reac- 
tionary reign of terror and risked their lives to translate Marxist 
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classics, including some literary and art works. In this area, Com- 
rades Lu Xun and Qu Qiubai made the most precious contributions. The 
earliest translators of the "Communist Manifesto''--Chen Wangdao, Feng 
Xuefeng and some other comrades--also worked hard in this area. The 
book by Plekhanov entitled "Art--Addresses, Essays, Lectures" and other 
similar works translated by Lu Xun had a great impact on China's lit- 
erature and art. Although Liang Shiqiu criticized the fact that Lu Xun 
"translated in a mechanical way," we regard his "mechanical translation’ 
as a precious spirit for a tough fight. From then on, our proletarian 
literary and art movement found its scientific and theoretical bases. 
These bases were an essential contribution to leftwing literary and art 
ideology and proletarian literary and art creation. As Lu Xun said, 
they were a soc!al science which aimed at solving problems practically 
and at their roots and they led to a turn for the better. Because of 
this turn, authors and artists of the revolutionary literary camp began 
to have a relatively correct understanding of literature and art, their 
class nature and their relationship with politics and the masses. They 
began to use the viewpoint of historical materialism to explain the 
phenomena ci literature ani art and used the weapon of class analysis to 
win the victory of criticizing the Crescent Group and to defeat the reac- 
tionary literary ideology of nationalism. This victory proved that 
Marxist literary and art theory was a powerful scientific weapon and it 
made the workers in this field more conscious of mastering the theories. 
The viewpoint of Marxist literary and art theory was studied and applied 
throughout the leftwing literary and art movement in the 1930's. Its 
clear stipulation was a great contribution to "Zuo Lian." 


Leftwing literary and art workers attempted to use the Marxist view on 
literature and art to solve the problem of the relationship between the 
masses and art and literature. "Zuo Lian" founded a society to popu- 
larize literature and art and held discussions on the popularization of 
literature and art. On tue basis of Lenin's viewpoint that art and 
literature should serve and belong to thousands upon thousands of work- 
ing people, "Zuo Lian" put forward the slogan that art and literature 
should serve the masses, and should be written about them and by them. 
It called on all its members to "go to the factories, the rural areas, 
the battlefields and the oppressed masses." The resolution of the ''Zuo 
Lian" executive committee: "The new situation of proletarian literary 
ovement and our tasks''--this slogan marked a new beginning of the his- 
tory of modern literature. ''Zuo Lian" also tried to popularize art and 
literature within the scope provided by history. For example, it issued 
popular publications, created folk songs and folk rhymes, adapted famous 
works for popular novels, established evening schools for workers, 
organized newspaper-reading groups in factories, issued wall newspapers, 
unfolded the worker and peasant reporters’ movement, founded the Workers 
Drama Society and so on. However, due to the restrictions of objective 
historical conditions and subjective ideological understanding, we could 
not really solve the problem of integrating art and literature with the 
workers and p:asants. When we put forward the slogan of "popularization," 
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we actually tended to “educate the public." Some leftwing art and lit- 
erary workers thought they had "mastered the proletarian ideology" and 
should popularize it by imbuing, in a simple way, the masses with this 
ideology to change their backwardness and educate them. Few thought 
that they must learn from and integrate with the workers and peasants 
and reform and change their own thoughts and feelings first. They did 
not think that it would be difficult to have a genuine popularization 
of art and literature without educating and reforming themselves first 
before educating and reforming the masses. It was after the publica- 
tion of Comrade Mao Zedong's ‘Talks at the Yanan Forum on Literature and 
Art" that this problem was really solved in theory. The most outstand- 
ing feature of this essay was that it adopted a scientific outlook and 
correctly solved the problem of the integration of literature and art 
with the masses and the times. It pointed out the correct ortentation 
for revolutionary literature and art and creatively developed Marxist 
literary and art theory. 


In our debate with the "free person’ and the "people of the third cate- 
gory’ in the 1930's, we touched upon the relationship between politics 
and art and literature. In the revolutionary struggle of fire and blood 
in class society, literature and art cannot be freed from politics. 

They are subject to the domination and influence of political powers 

and trends. When people shouted that we "should not invade literature 
and art’ and that “literature and art" should not “degenerate” into a 
"political record,'’ they had ulterior motives and were opposing prole- 
tarian literature. After this debate, "Zuo Lian" not only raised the 
Marxist theoretical level of the leftwing contingent, it also made our 
authors and artists more conscious of taking our literature and art as 

an important aspect of the struggle for proletarian liberation. This 
greatly strengthened the combat effectiveness of revolutionary litera- 
ture and art. Of course, it did not mean that the leftwing literary 

and art movement had completely and correctly solved the problem of the 
relationship between politics and literature and art in theory and prac- 
tice. However, this problem was often improperly and incorrectly tackled. 
It was oversimplified and vulgarized. It was particularly when we reached 
major turning points and political changes were abrupt and situations 
were complicated that we found it difficult to get a clear picture of the 
political situation and correctly handle the relationship between politics 
and art and literature. Since there were different viewpoints and dif- 
ferent levels of understanding within the revolutionary ranks of lit- 
erature and art, it was sometimes inevitable that there were differences 
and disputes. If we say that the debate on "revolutionary literature" 
around 1928 was a prelude to “Zuo Lian,” we can then say that the debate 
over the slogan of "national defense literature’ and that of "popular 
literature of the national revolutionary war" marked its close. Both 
debates occurred during the great revolutionary turning points. They 
both reflected the great turning points and the ideological disputes 
caused by them. When the Communist International held its seventh 
congress and our party proposed to forge a national united front of 
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resistance against Japan, the debate over the above "two slogans" 
occurred in 1936. Both sides in fact supported the party's policy of the 
national united front of resistance against Japan and were willing to 
fight for it. However, as their understanding of the front and explana- 
tions of their own slogans were different, they had disputes over which 
of the two slogans better met the needs of the party's united front and 
benefited the proletariat. This was a difference within the revolu- 
tionary ranks and could have been solved through discussions and practice. 
Actually, both slogans should have been used, as Lu Xun suggested. How- 
ever, there were comrades on both sides who were unwilling to accept Lu 
Xun's view which took the whole situation into account. They did not 
show due respect for Lu Xun's correct opinions. Although this debate 
helped the »ropaganda of the national united front of resistance against 
Japan, it offset and weakened to a certain degree the strength of soli- 
darity and militancy of the literary and art contingent. We must draw a 
lesson from it. As the situation of the united front of resistance 
against Japan developed rapidly and as the "leftist" closed-door policy 
was gradually overcome, our leftwing cultural movement made new develop- 
ments and opened up a new prospect. 


In spite of the fact that, theoretically, the leftwing literary and art 
movement was not mature enough and still had many shortcomings and weak 
links, it had always placed great stress on Marxist literary and art 
theory. Such stress is in our finest traditions. While commemorating 
"Zuo Lian" and other leftwing cultural bodies, we should inherit and 
carry forward such traditions and make efforts to establish a Marxist 
literary and art theory that possesses our own national characteristics. 
We should inherit Comrade Mao Zedong's ''Talks at the Yanan Forum on 
Literature and Art" and the precious legacies left for us in his other 
expositions and advance and develop from such bases. To further develop 
Marxist literary and art theory in China, we must on the one hand pay 
attention to studying the »resent situation of literature and art in 
China, summing up the practical experiences of modern literature and 
deeply studying some tvpvical authors and artists and their works and 
raise our criticism of authors and their works to a real scientific 
level. On the other hand, we must also pay attention to discovering, 
sifting and deeply studying the rich heritage of our country's classical 
literary and art theories and we should study philosophy, history and 
other essential scientific truths. Our present conditions for studying 
literary and art theories have been much better than those in the 1930's. 
We basically have an environment characterized by stability and unity 
and a period characterized by the emancipation of thinking. The 

Fourth National Congress of Writers and Artists initially summed up both 
positive and negative experiences gained in the literary and art move- 
ments during the 30 years since the founding of the PRC. So long as we 
study hard, arduously and perseveringly, we will certainly be able to 
develop our own Marxist literary and art theorists and establish a 
Marxist literary and art science that possesses Chinese characteristics. 
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Finally I must particularly point out the tremendous contributions made 
by "Zuo Lian" and all other leftwing cultural bodies toward training 
and bringing up talented personnel. Whether in the creative field or 
in the field of theoretical works, Lu Xun, Guo Moruo and Mao Dun have 
all left for us extremely rich spiritual wealth. Moreover, they broke 
through brambles and thorns to open up an avenue for us and established 
the new proletarian culture with national characteristics. They had a 
far-reaching effect on the new cultural movement in China. Their revo- 
lutionary spirit and cultural attainment helped the younger generations 
grow and develop continuously in the struggle. The leftwing cultural 
movement centered around ''Zuo Lian" raised in the struggle of several 
decades a large number of propaganda and cultural personnel and a brand- 
new cultural force. As Mao Zedong pointed out, this new force made a 
great revolution in the social sciences, art and literature and other 
areas and also in form and ideological content. It was invincible 
wherever it went. This contingent was the mainstay and the new force 
of revolutionary literature and art in the struggle against KMT reac- 
tionaries. Many members became the mainstay in the political, ideologi- 
cal and cultural fronts during the war of resistance against Japan and 
the war of liberation. It was precisely due to the protracted severe 
tests and struggles and due to the mainstay's continuous efforts to 
bring up a large number of new talented people that we were able to 
rapidly develop socialist cultural education, art and literature after 
the liberation of the whole country. In order to discover, train and 
pay attention to the talented people, we should also learn from the 
history of "Zuo Lian" and all other leftwing cultural bodies. 


The achievements of the leftwing cultural movement were many-sided and 
the tradition of leftwing culture is precious. It adhered to the party's 
leadership, firmly followed the socialist road, unswervingly pursued the 
cause of proletarian revolution and wholeheartedly served the people. 
When we sum up the past historical experiences, we must carry forward 
our achievements and overcome our shortcomings. We must inherit the 
fighting tradition of leftwing culture and make splendid developments 

in this tradition so that socialist art and literature will make new 
achievements in the new socialist period. We must unswervingly continue 
to write the history of proletarian revolutionary literature to complete 
a great chapter worthy of the new socialist age and the people of our 
country and the world. Let us respond to the call of the party Central 
Committee and strive to scale the heights of science, literature and art.

[Text] "Nonprofessionals cannot lead experts" is a proposal which reminds 
us of the urgent need to strengthen the leadership over various professional 
undertakings during the socialist construction and to help cadres at all 
levels on ali fronts to raise their political and professional standards. 

In a sense, this is a correct proposal which can serve our objective needs 
and, therefore, should be reaffirmed. 





I 


Socialist construction is an activity which should be led by experts who 
know how to carry it out. This is a historical demand which brooks no viola- 
tion; it is a demand set down by Comrade Mao Zedong on the eve of the PRC's 
founding in 1949, In his work "On the People's Democratic Dictatorship,” 
he pointed out: "The serious task of economic construction lies before us. 
We shall be compelled to do things we don't know well. We must learn what 
we do not know. We must learn to do economic work from all who know how, 
no matter who they are."' He called on the entire party to learn not only 
how to make the revolution but also how to carry on construction, as was 
done by the Soviet Union under the leadership of Lenin and Stalin. 
("Selected Works of Mao Zedong" p 1370) Encouraged and inspired by this 
call issued by Comrade Mao Zedong, the party's cadres at all levels began 
to take an active part in the great practice of sociaiist construction on 
the very day of the PRC's birth. They studied assiduously and worked 

hard to transform themselves from nonprofessionals into experts serving the 
socialist construction. A few years later, our party won a great victory 
in socialist transformation and construction. With the triumphant conclu- 
sion of the three great transformations that came after 1956, the entire 
party began to shift the emphasis of its work to the socialist economic 
construction. It was precisely at that time that the revolutionary will 
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of some comrades inside our party began to nosedive in the wake of victory; 
their revolutionary enthusiasm ebbed; their spirit of wholehearted service 
to the people dipped to a new low, as did the death-defying spirit which 
they displayed during the days when they were combating our enemies. At 
the same time, they clamored for higher positions and for the limelight. 
lhey became more pleky than ever about clothing and food, competing for 
higher salaries, and scrambling for fame and gain. All these phenomenon 
erupted abruptly. To combat these phenomenon, our party decided to mount 

a new rectification campaign in the form of criticism and self-criticism 
with the aim of overcoming bureaucratism, sectarianism and subjectivism 

and to revive our party's tradition of plain living and hard struggle. 

This wise measure was immediately praised and approved by the people both 
inside and outside the party. They reacted to it with a resolution to help 
the party rectify the "three bad workstyles" and to help its members elimi- 
nate them. It was against this background that the proposal "nonprofessionals 
cannot lead experts" was born. 


Undoubtedly, during the 1957 rectification campaign, only a few years after 
the founding of the PRC, a handful of reactionaries still harbored the 
illusion, dreaming of changing it. A few unreformed bourgeois elements 

born in the old society also felt uneasy about our measures--measures which 
conflicted with their interests. It was precisely against this historical 
background that a few persons took the advantage of the rectification campaign 
initiated by our party and proposed "nonprofessionals cannot lead experts" 
in an attempt to abolish or overthrow the leadership of the party. This was 
not unusual. But these few counterrevolutionaries should not be cited as 
the plausible reason for cancelling this Marxist proposal. Its cancellation 
had had an adverse effect upon us, put our party in an awkward position of 
nonprofessionals not knowing how to engage in socialist construction, 
dampened the enthusiasm of vast numbers of cadres for building socialism 

and for further sharpening their professional skills in this field, and made 
those nonprofessionals who were unwilling to study hard and to learn profes- 
sional skills feel more proud of being nonprofessionals than professionals. 
This cancellation turned history upside down and caused untold damage to our 
party's cause. Many subsequent bad workstyles, such as blindly dictating 
orders to others without clear purposes in mind and acting according to the 
will of the superiors rather than the objective economic laws, could be 
traced back to the cancellation of this proposal. 


Lin Biao and the "gang of four," an extremely sinister bunch of counter- 
revolutionaries hostile to socialism, reacted to the cancellation of the 
proposal and the damage it did to the party with great interest. In endorsing 
the theory that nonprofessionals can lead experts, they alleged that "belief 
in the ability of nonprofessionals to lead experts is a universal law;" 

as long as one can grasp this law well, one can lead all professions, On 

the other hand, they vilified our party's correct leadership over various 
constructive undertakings as the "rule of the sinister line" and the "exer- 
cise of the dictatorship of the bourgeoisie over the proletariat." Later, 
they took “punitive actions" against our party's leading cadres at all levels 
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in the name of "resisting and combating revisionism" and the "exercise of 
the dictatorship in an all-round way." Putting political Labels on the 
people and wielding big sticks everywhere, they accused our party's leading 
cadres of being “reactionary authorities," "Counterrevolutionary revisionists," 
"sinister gangs," "sinister seventh category" and "stinking ninth category,” 
before driving them out of their homes, parading and criticizing them in 
public places, sentencing them to forced labor in the name of reform, ban- 
ishing them to the remote areas, overthrowing those who could be overthrown 
and frightening away those who could not be overthrown. After completing 
this, the "gang of four" then put in leadership positions those so-called 
“bristly rebels," who were really nonprofessionals but specialized in 
conspiracy and emashing, beating and looting so that they could play a roie 
in usurping the laadership at all levels. Lin Biao and the “gang of four’ 
began their 10-year large-scale destructive counterrevolutionary activities 
with the usurpation of the supreme leadership. This painful historical 
lesson reminds the people that the proposal "nonprofessionals cannot lead 
experts’ should be kept intact permanently. 


II 
Could the proposal "nonprofessionals cannot lead experts," if reaffirmed, 
lead the people to misunderstand that they could ignore or reject the party's 
political leadership over various constructive undertakings, a leadership 
that needs to be strengthened? Certainly, this won't happen, because the 
proposal "nonprofessionals cannot lead experts" only refers to the profes- 
sional and technical "fields." 





As far back as the 1957 rectification campaign, Comrade Mao Zedong told the 
Enlarged Third Plenary Session of the Eighth Party Central Committee: ‘''The 
rightists say that we don't have the ability to lead, that ‘laymen cannot 
lead experts." We rebut them by asserting that we can. When we assert we 
can, we mean that politicaily we can. As for technical knowledge, we will 
have a lot to learn, and we will certainly be able to learn it." The central 
theme of this statement is very clear. When Comrade Mao Zedong made this 
Statement, he mainly meant rebuting the attacks mounted by the rightists 
who were attempting to take over the proletarian leadership. Despite this 
fact, Comrade Mao Zedong still agreed that in leading the technical and 
professional aspects of the socialist construction, "we still have a lot to 
learn." In that speech, he also sharply pointed out: "Many cadres are 
only red but not expert and lack professional or technical knowledge." 

For this reason, he urged the proletariat to train its own vast contingent 
of cadres to be proficient in professional and technical work. He advised 
the party that "the proletariat cannot build socialism without its vast 
contingent of technicians and theoretical workers." In 1957, the criticism 
of the proposal "nonprofessionals cannot lead experts" touched off a bad 
workstyle in which orders were blindly issued without clear purposes in 
mind. Beginning in 1966, Lin Biao and the "gang of four" promoted the 
slogan "nonprofessionals can lead experts" as a universal law in support of 
their conspiracy to usurp power in the party and state. These two serious 
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setbacks proved by negative example that Comrade Mao Zedong's earlier thesis 
remains valid. 


Some persons have insisted that politics is the commander and therefore 
should be in a position to control and direct everything. For this reason, 
they refused to associate politics with professional knowledge and political 
work with technical work. In this way, they thought that they could become 
"armchair politicians" without having to acquire either technical or profes- 
sional knowledge. Other comrades even suggested: Did you think that a man 
who could lead the battles in the past will now fail in directing civilian 
construction? This is really a typical metaphysical viewpoint of estranging 
politics from professional work and pitting the former against the latter. 


In the history of our party, there were a number of "rustic men," or "country 
bumpkins,'’ who led the revolutionary wars with distinction and made immortal 
contributions to the victory of the Chinese revolution. What did they rely 
on to make such commendable contributions? Did they rely on “armchair 
politics?" Absolutely not. Comrade Mao Zedong said long ago: "It is well 
known that when you do anything, unless you understand its actual circum- 
stances, its nature and its relations to other things you will not know 

the laws governing it, or know how to do it, or be able to do it well." 
("Selected Works of Mao Zedong" vol 1, pp 163-164) It is clear that the 
reason the "rustic men" could win campaigns in the battlefield lies in the 
fact that under the leadership of the party and the guidance of Marxism- 
Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought, they could "learn warfare through warfare" 

and could constantly increase their knowledge on the objective laws of the 
Chinese revolutionary wars and apply it wel] in action. Numerous historical 
facts show that Wang Ming and other "self-styled 100 percent bolsheviks” 

who studied neither the theory of the Chinese revolution nor the Chinese 
revolutionary practice could only lead the Chinese revolution away from the 
correct course toward disastrous defeat. Wasn't this true? Could anyone 
who was not thoroughly knowledgeable about the revolutionary war well lead 
it to victory? 


Politics is not just empty talk. Proletarian politics cannot estrange itself 
from the proletariat's basic interests and specific tasks for various periods 
of history. After seizing political power and having their political 
position firmly established, the proletariat and the working people should 
face up to the changing economic and political situation and give first 
priority to the task of economic construction. After realizing this, the 
Chinese people now consider it necessary to shift the battlefield or the 
emphasis of their work from the vast countryside to the cities. Gone are 

the days when they have to wage face-to-face struggles against the armed 
reactionary forces. Now they have to shift the emphasis of their work to 
economic construction and the technical revolution. After the downfall of 
the "gang of four," the party has shifted the emphasis of its work and has 
begun a well planned and well organized modern socialist construction. For 
this reason, a supreme political task at present and for a considerable 

time to come is to enhance the modernization in an atmosphere of stability 
and unity. This is a new development that commands the attention of all our 
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party members and cadres, including vast numbers of intellectuals. We will 
have to put aside some of the things we know well and be compelled to do 
things we don't know well. We face a great contradiction. But a fine 
leader is neither satisfied with what his country has achieved nor afraid 
of the difficulties he may face on the road ahead. 


A good leader is also pragmatic, realistic, able to observe objective laws 
and to absorb what is new, and study new problems. He is also determined 
to carry forward the spirit he displayed during the revolutionary wars and 
to perform new meritorious services in scaling new peaks. 


II! 


Leading cadres should try to transform themselves into experts--a glorious 
mission entrusted to them by history. To enable our country to catch up 

with the world's advanced countries in science and technology in the not 

too distant future is an undertaking that can be fulfilled only by a large 
number of experts experienced in technical and professional work and economic 
management. Without them, the four modernizations cannot be accomplished. 
Just as Lenin stated: "Without guidance provided by experienced experts 
armed with technical knowledge, we cannot advance to socialism." ("Collec- 
tion of Lenin's Works" vol 27, p 226) 


Yet, mot everyone is aware of the significance of this point of view. At 
present, the will of superiors is a main factor in preventing professionals 
from bringing their role into full play. Today, some responsible persons do 
not know their own departmental work well and are not familiar with the laws 
governing it. But they wield power, can do whatever they wish, dictate orders 
without bearing the purposes in mind, and have irresponsibly issued instruc- 
tions to their subordinates. They have committed mistakes, inflicting 

losses or untold losses on the party and state. But they were neither 
reprimanded nor punished for what they have done nor have they ever felt 
sorry about their actions. Their jobs are "iron-clad" and "lifetime privi- 
leges,'' and therefore they are very secure. This is why they can make 
mistakes without fear of dismissal. The best medicine for this chronic 
malady is to take away their iron-clad and secure lifetime jobs and to put 
into effect an election system so that the broad masses can elect and appoint 
to leadership positions persons willing to work hard for the four moderni- 
zations, able to conduct research and able to do the job well; persons who 
are qualified, proficient in professional technical work, devoted to the 
public interest and above-board. Pay must correspond to positions they will 
hold. 


There is another category of persons who are not interested in the four 
modernizations but are concerned only with feathering their own small cosy 
nests. They are also not interested in building socialism but are pre- 
occupied with seeking private gains. They are good at establishing personal 
contacts and back-door dealings. Generally, they do not want to study or 

to conduct research. But they can rest on their laurels. Although they 
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have to their credit 30 to 40 years of public service, they still know very 
little about professional work. Dependence on them for leadership will 

spell trouble for them, the country and their associates. In dealing with 
people with such petrified ideas, Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out long ago: 
"What if a comrade simply can't dig in? He should be given a different job," 
("Selected Works of Mao Zedong’ vol 5, pp 205-206) 


To adapt our thinking to the new conditions, we must study. What should 
we study? Politics as well as skills needed to accomplish the four 


modernizations. Just as Premier Zhou said before his death: "I agree to 
study politics. But it should not take away the time for studying profes- 
sional work and for mastering professional skills."" ("Speech at the Forum 


on Literature and Art and Meeting on Scenario Writing,'' 19 June 1961) In 
an address to the 1922 llth Congress of the Russian Communist Party 
(Bolsheviks), Lenin called on the entire party to strive to learn the 
professional skills needed in shifting the emphasis of its work to the 
socialist modernization. In that address, he stressed: ‘The economic power 
controlled by the Russian proletariat is strong enough to guarantee our 
transition to communism. But what are we lacking now? It is clear what we 
are lacking. Those Communist Party members doing administrative work now 
lack culture. In Moscow, there are 4,700 responsible party members and a 
huge bureaucracy. Now who leads whom? I doubt that the Communist Party 
members are in control. To be honest, they are not leading but are being 
led." ("Selected Works of Lenin" vol 4, p 636) This quotation from Lenin 
deserves the thoughtful attention of all our Communist Party members who are 
now in a position to lead the four modernizations. 


The Party Central Committee, headed by Comrade Hua Guofeng, has issued a 
call: "study, study and study again,'’ asking all comrades of the party and 
cadres at all levels to raise their level of Marxism, to learn professional 
and technical skills and to become both red and expert. We must greet 

this Party Central Committee's call with the determination to achieve great 
success in learning and in transforming ourselves from nonprofessionals 
into experts.

If he implements 
a policy in line with the people's interests and leads the people to 
embark on a peaceful and broad road, the people will naturally place con- 
fidence in him and favor the policy and road chosen by him. On the con- 
trary, if he enforces a policy that will only bring calamity to the 
country and people and chooses an antipeople road of dictatorship, the 
people will doubtlessly oppose him." 


When he just came to power, a certain leader voiced his strong opposition 
to dictatorship and time and again expressed his respect for the people's 
rights.

"BA YI RADIO’ COMMENTS ON PRC'S SUCCESSOR PROBLEM

[Summary] "At present, it is not without reason for the whole party, the 
whole army and the people of the whole country to be so concerned about 
the question of successors. Regarding the question of the high propor- 
tion of old people among the central authorities, Chairman Mao was aware 
of it as early as the beginning of the 1960's. Since the “gang of four' 
was smashed, this question has become more serious. By around 1985, our 
party anc our army will be confronted by a crisis of successors. 





"In the leading organizations at all levels in our party, in the Polit- 
ical Bureau, and in the various leading military organizations and the 
Military Commission, most of the members have reached 70 years of age. 
Marshal Ye is 82; Vice Premier Deng, 76; Comrade Li Xiannian, 75; Comrade 
Chen Yun, 75; Comrade Deng Yingchao, 77; Comrade Liu Bocheng, 88; Comrade 
Xu Shiyou, 74; Comrade Wang Zhen, 72; Comrades Peng Zhen and Xu Xiangqian, 
78; and Comrades Nie Rongzhen and Huang Kecheng, both over 80. The three 
Yang's whom Vice Premier Neng thinks most highly of are Yang Dezhi, 70; 
Yang Chengwu, 68; and Yang Yong, 74; and the middle-aged people whom 
Vice Premier Deng recommended--Comrades Zhao Ziyang, Hu Yaobang, Wan Li, 
Yao Yilin, An Pingshenyg, Qiao Xiaoguang and Tie Ying--are all over the 
age of 60. The situation in the various military regions and provincial 
and municipal party committees is also similar." 


The ages of all these comrades are quite close to one another. Generally 
speaking, the majority of these people will die about the same time, 
leaving the party, the government or the army. By that time, there will 
certainly be some losses in contact among the leading bodies. In fact, 
such a phenomenon took place as recently as just over 10 years ago. Dur- 
ing the Cultural Revolution the majortty of veteran cadres in the party, 
government and army were overthrown or left out. Because the successors 
to these cadres were unable to take up the leading posts, Chairman Mao 
put forward the call for liberating some veteran cadres and building up 
leading bodies consisting of old, middle-aged and young cadres. As a 
result of the unstable policy for cadres in the past decade or so, all 
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departments in the party, government and army are faced with a successor 
problem. Therefore, the work of selecting the right cadres is a pressing 
task at present. 


"What worries people is the fact that although the chief leaders of the 
central authorities mentioned at the meetings at the end of last year and 
the beginning of this year that party committees at all levels should 
fully understand the work regarding successors, should adjust and build 
well the leading bodies at all levels within 3 to 5 years and create a 
high proportion of young people among them, they have not earnestly imple- 
mented this policy. They are still replacing the old people with the old. 
For example, Vice Premier Deng ordered that Xiao Jingguang, the over-70- 
year-old navy commander, be replaced by the over-70-year-old Ye Fei, and 
gave his concurrent post of chief of general staff to Yang Dezhi, who is 
over 70 years old. And in the past year or so, the members of the 
Secretariat of the Central Committee and leaders of the various depart- 
ments of the central authorities--all arms and services and all provinces 
and commissions--who were appointed by Vice Premier Deng were almost all 
those who have had a relatively good relationship with him in the past, 
who listen to him and who are around 60 or 70 years of age." 


When Chairman Mao was alive, there were over 1,000 young cadres in the 
various leading posts; but in the last 3 years, nearly all of these 
cadres have been removed. And the work of bringing up young cadres of 
40 to 50 years of age has been done in words only. This is something 
that people are naturally worried about.

"RENMIN RIBAO' COMMENTATOR ON CORRECTLY HANDLING CASES

[Text] It happened that an old party member was expelled from the party 
because in 1966 he was branded as "a rich peasant who by mistake had not 
been so labeled tefore."' At the beginning of 1976, a high-ranking cadre 
wrote a letter to a local leader, disclosing that the old party member 
had twice divulged secrets to the enemy, leading to a local Red Army 
group being attacked by the enemy and three underground liaison men 
being killed by Japanese bandits. After the smashing of the "gang of 
four," the investigation revealed that this old party member came from 
a middle peasant's family and did not divulge secrets to the enemy. He 
had nothing to do with the Red Army group being attacked or with the 
underground liaison men being killed. Normally, verdicts on him should 
have been reversed according to the results of the investigation. How- 
ever, since the accusation was made by a high-ranking cadre, the unit 
which handled this case wa. embarrassed and found it inconvenient to 
announce where it stood. As a result, the problem of reversing the 
verdict on this old party member was left unsolved. 


This instance reflects that in handling cases in accordance with the 
principle of seeking truth from facts, some of our comrades still have 
incorrect ideas and some grievances, trumped-up cases and miscarriages 
of justice have not been corrected in a timely manner and the party's 
policies have not been implemented. This involves not only the problem 
of handling a specific case but also a matter of principle concerning 
the implementation of policies. Party organizations at all levels and 
personnel handling cases must pay attention to this. 


On what basis should we handle cases and tackle questions of political 
nature in the history of party members and cadres? We have had a clear 
answer to this question since the smashing of the "gang of four," par- 
ticularly since we reversed verdicts on a large number of grievances, 
trumped-up cases and miscarriages of justice and conducted discussions 
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on practice being the sole criterion for testing truth after the third 
plenum of the llth party Central Committee. The answer is that we can 
only use the objective facts as the basis and the party's policies as 
the criteria. We must correct and reverse incorrect verdicts, adhere 
to what is correct. We cannot use individual subjective opinions and 
material which does not tally with the facts. 


Over the past 2 years and more, the whole party and country have imple- 
mented the policy toward the people. We have been able to score great 
achievements, win the support of the party and people and promote the 
political situation of stability and unity chiefly because we have 
handled cases in accordance with our party's consistent principles of 
seeking truth from facts and correcting mistakes whenever they are 
discovered. So long as the cases are grievances, trumped-up cases 

and miscarriages of justice, we must practically and realistically 
reverse the verdicts on them no matter when they are decided and whitch 
organization decides them. Particularly since the third plenum of the 
llth party Central Committee examined and corrected the previous incor- 
rect judgments on comrades such as Peng Dehuai, Tao Zhu, Bo Yibo and 
Yang Shangkun, we have greatly pushed forward the work of implementing 
the policy on cadres. In conformity with the will of the party and the 
people and in accordance with the authentic facts, the fifth plenum of 
the llth party Central Committee recently adopted a historical resolu- 
tion on thoroughly reversing the verdict on Comrade Liu Shaoqi and 
rehabilitated his reputation as a great Marxist, a proletarian revolu- 
tionary and one of the principal leaders of the party and state. This 
further shows that our party is a serious, frank and forthright party 
and shows the determination of the whole party to adhere to the principle 
of seeking truth from facts and to thoroughly reverse verdicts on all 
grievances, trumped-up cases and miscarriages of justice. 


There are now very few people who fundamentally oppose the principles of 
seeking truth from facts and correcting mistakes whenever they are 
discovered and refuse to reverse verdicts on grievances, trumped-up 
cases and miscarriages of justice. However, we cannot say that no one 
opposes these principles. Such people had something to do with the 
grievances, trumped-up cases and miscarriages of justice which occurred 
in previous years. They made mistakes in the past. If they still per- 
sist in not correcting their mistakes and continue to resist and hinder 
the implementation of the party's policy on cadres, it is completely 
necesgary to take proper organizational measures against them. There 

is another kind of situation in practical life. That is, although some 
comrades admit the truth of these principles, they cannot adhere to 

them in practice. They know that there are grievances, trumped-up cases 
and miscarriages of justice but, because some leading cadres, particu- 
larly high-ranking cadres, expressed thelr opinions or made notes and 
wrote material, they feel ‘embarrassed" and find it inconvenient to 
clearly express their opinions on reversing verdicts and correcting 
them. They either shelve them or shift responsibility to their upper 
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levels for "disposal." Although thie 1s a matter of ideological under- 
standing, as Communist Party members, we must today deepen our under- 
standing when we cannot adhere to the correct principle in handling 

the apparent grievances, trumped-up cases and miscarriages of justice, 


Who do these comrades worry about "inconveniencing"? Are they afraid 

of "inconveniencing" the leading comrades who provided inaccurate mate- 
fal and expressed improper opiniones? We believe that our leading com- 
rades will respect the facts, take a serious view of the party's poli- 
cles and hope to do things well as quickly as possible in the light of 
reality with the personnel handling the cases. They actively provided 
material and expressed their views with this aim in mind. Whether they 
are leading comrades holding important posts or veteran cadres of noble 
character and high prestige, their understanding of matters might be 
limited. It is unavoidable that some of the material and opinions which 
they provided might not tally with the facts or might not be completely 
accurate. How can there be any "inconvenience" if, after investigation, 
the personnel handling the cases give the true facts and put forward the 
correct opinions to help leading comrades understand the actual situa- 
tion and provide convenient conditions for them to correctly implement 
the policies? To put it bluntly, what those comrades are really worried 
about is that if they tell the truth and persist in the correct principle, 
they will "offend" the senior leaders who do not respect the facts and 
will make things “inconvenient” for them. This is not the correct 
attitude. 


We must see that 3 years and more have elapsed since the period when 

Lin Biao and the "gang of four" vigorously exercised fascist dictator- 
ship, did not allow people to tell the truth and struck blows at those 
who ran counter to them. Now, we cannot rule out the possibility that, 
with impure motives, some -eople will strike blows at those who tell the 
truth. Other people are self-willed and will suppress the correct opin- 
ions and hinder people from implementing the policies. This is not 
allowed by party discipline and state laws. Where this situation exists 
a number of personnel who are upright, do not stoop to flattery and are 
bold to persist in the principle of seeking truth from facts are required 
to handle the cases and struggle against this phenomenon. A real Communist 
Party member must attach importance to party spirit. If, because we have 
fears, we conceal the facts and truth, are not bold to uphold justice, 
disregard grievances, trumped-up cases and miscarriages and allow the 
long aggrieved comrades to continuously suffer from suppression and hard- 
ships politically, ideologically and economically so that we can enjoy 
"convenience,'’ we build our "security" on the suffering of other people. 
This way of doing runs counter to the excellent character of the Com- 
munist Party members. The right and wrong of these cases can only be 
judged by the facts themselves. The merits and demerits and good and 

bad of a person can only be explained by history and cannot be decided 

by material and opinions provided by another person. It is not only 
unscientific but also harmful to handle the cases by weighing everything 
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according to whether a person's position is high or low and whether his 
power ig great or small. The party's personnel who handle cases must 
thoroughly and ideologically eliminate thie outworn concept. If a 
cadre is too selfish and cannot persist in the principle of seeking 
truth from facts, party organiaations cannot allow him to carry out the 
work of implementing policies. 


It ie known that a fairly large amount of material on cases decided in 
the lO~year period of turmoil were written under the abnormal situation 
of obtaining confessions by force and giving credence to them. Some 

of them were misstatements made from hearsay, inaccurate memory or 
improper analysis. Since the smashing of the "gang of four," in the 
wake of a large-scale reversal of verdicts on grievances, trumped-up 
cases and miscarriages of justice and carrying out the work of imple- 
menting the policy on cadres with the spirit of being responsible to the 
party and comrades, many comrades have practically and realistically 
given explanations to the organisations and made corrections. However, 
a small number of comrades have not been aware of this, have even for- 
gotten this and have not given the true facts. This makes it necessary 
for the personnel handling the cases to conduct serious investigation and 
study, clearly distinguish between what is true and false and examine 
and clarify the two. It is particularly necessary to check with the 
comrades, including some leading cadres, who provided material! to unify 
understanding, give correct judgments and guarantee that the party's 
policies are implemented down to every comrade whose problem should be 
solved.

four modernizations. We must not arbitrarily stick the label of 
"intentionally framing cases'' on all people who wrote accusations. 

When Lin Biao and the "gang of four’ ran wild and unscrupulously 

created grievances, trumped-up cases and miscarriages of justice, 

only a tiny minority of people deliberately did mischief and purposely 
framed cases against others. The great majority of people had problems 
of understanding and did not understand the historical conditions at that 
time. The aggrieved comrades must also adopt a practical and realistic 
attitude toward these comrades. So long as they are responsible enough 
to make corrections after understanding the situation, we must forgive 
them, must not be swayed by our emotions and must not "seek revenge 
against one another." The old saying goes: "If we seek revenge, no 

one can get rid of the chaos."’ We must be on our guard against this! 
The wounds and disturbances caused by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
among the cadres inside and outside the party and among the masses have 
not been completely eliminated.

[Text] The question of rule by man and rule by law has long been a 
controversial one. As a means of governing a state, the practice of 
rule by man or rule by law involves the problem of whether democratic 
politics and legalized or systematized democracy can be really achieved. 
Therefore, a study of this problem is of significance, as far as theory 
and practice are concerned. 


Find Out the Basic Meaning of Rule by Man and Rule by Law 


At present, there are two main schools of thought on the question of 
rule by man and rule by law. One holds that there must be both rule 
by man and rule by law. Another says that where there is rule by law, 
there cannot be rule by man. Such a controversy has taken place among 
some comrades because of a lack of unified knowledge about rule by men 
and rule by law. 


In our opinion, so-called rule by man means relying on a power-holder's 
individual will to determine the state's general lines and specific 
policies in running the state. Rule by man does not mean doing away 
with law. But such law is subordinated to the power-holder's individual 
will. His “every word is as good as law." One remark from him can mean 
a new law made or an established law annulled. The state's safety or 
lack of it, whether it is bkessed with peace or cursed with disorder, 
the people's happiness or unhappiness, their honor or humiliation all 
hinge on the power-holder. Therefore, fundamentally speaking, rule by 
man excludes rule by law. Especially when carried away at the height 
of his power, a power-holder would never let himself be bound by law. 
Meanwhile, rule by man is bound to be accompanied by privileged treat- 
ment. This is because giving an individual authority that is greater 
than the law and immunity to the laws which apply to others is a very 
common manifestation of privileged treatment. The theory of rule by man 
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le Dased on the iaeau t co ptic & conception of heroes 
making history. The man involv al in be “an enlightened 
ruler’ or “a holy ruler,” “a rant’ or ‘an oligarch.” In a word, all 
major issues of the state are dictated one man who ts above the law 
or above any system. juch a means government which place an indi- 
vidual (or a minorit ) ADO a 4 a s4e DY Mean aha we Oppose it. 
Then what does rule by law mean i. kK that cule by law means rely- 
ing on the law a8 an embodiment bine sLiective will and fundamental 
interesta of the ruling class to run tne state. The law is made in 
accordance with strict procedures mce promuigated and put into prac- 


tice, the law maintains its continuity, stabiiity and authority. Rule 

by law does not negate the role ol! ine peop.e, dul all persons, includ- 
ing legislators, judges, the common people and even those holding supreme 
power, must strictiy obdserve the iaw. f some laws have become incompati- 
ble with objective needs, they may be revised and supplemented, or 
abolished and replaced according to the due process of law. But laws 

must not be changed because of a change in the position of the one with 
supreme power. Nor must they be abolished for his sake. Real rule by 


law cannot be reconciled with “total rule by one's own family," since 
it is baged on democracy--the very opposite | rule by man. 

Man's Role Does Not Mear lie Mat 

Those comrades advocating both rule by law and rule by man base them- 
selves on a very Strong argument Chat an means of running a state 
cannot be separated from man. Chi ompaeteiy equate rule by man with 
man's role. 

In our opinion, as a means of running a state, rule by man is opposed 
to rule by law. As we take up this problem now, our aim is to study 
and find out whether 1 e by man or rule by iaw is better as a means 

of running the state. t is not ir aim to discuss man’s role in run- 
ning the state. but when | es in ole, then man is the main- 
stay of political, ‘onomic, cultural, artistic and other activities. 
The phenomena in ai areas oO socia i] ive to do with people's role. 
If their role un uated wi wan, then it can likewise be 
equated with rule by ia yr the very reason that law is made by man 
and must rely on mai its execution, me comrades hold that rule by 
law cannot be separated rom rule yY ma and that the two must be com- 
bined. This is basical] lifferent matter. It cannot be lumped with 
our current discussion o e advantages and disadvantages of rule by 
man or rule by 

Any concept has its giv: eaning and framework. Ne cannot freely 
stretch its meaning or eniarge its or instance, mechaniza- 
tion and electronic autor rab ] rom man, because 
machines and computer ire in-made tha is, operated, manipulated 


and maintained by men. Then can we say that mechanization or electronic 











automation cannot hold its own or that manpower must be combined with 
machines? Obviously, we cannot say so. Of course, still less can we 
equate man's role or human factors with machines and computers. 


To prove the point that man's role means rule by man, some comrades 
aleo lump rule by man with class rule, claiming that rule by man is 
class rule. We think that this ie rather irrelevant. Those people 

in the past who discussed the idea of rule by man put things very 
clearly. Rule by man generally means rule by a single man or a few 
men. For instance, Confucius said: ‘Let there be the men and the 
government will flourish; but without the men, their government decays 
and ceases."" "iherefore, the administration of government lies in 
getting proper men." ("The Doctrine of the Mean," "The Book of Rites") 
The men he meant were legendary rulers Shun, Yu, Wen, Wu, and Ji Dan. 
Mencius said: "Let the prince be righteous, and all his acts will be 
righteous." ("Li Lou," Part 1, "The Works of Mencius") Philosopher 
Xun said: "Disorder has been known where good laws are introduced. 
But through all ages, disorder has never been heard of where a good 
sovereign rules." (''The Imperial System," "The Works of Philosopher 
Xun") Dong Zhongshu said: "The prince acts according to the will of 
heaven." ("The Story of Dong Zhongshu," "The History of the Han 
Dynasty") All that was said and written in the past concerned 
sovereigns and princes. Such was the case with China. The same was 
true of foreign countries. Hitler exemplified the extreme of rule by 
man. He boasted that a country must be ruled according to "a leader's 
principles." He openly declared that there should be no such game as 
democratic politics. His adherents believed that law and their 
leader's will were one and the same thing. 


From this, we can see that rule by man does not refer to rule by a 
class. Of course, accord’ g to the Marxist viewpoint, various coun- 
tries are under class rule, Their laws are the embodiment of the will 
of the ruling class. Any power-holder belongs to a given class which 
he represents. But this is speaking in terms of the nature of a state 
and its laws. It has nothing to do with our current discussion of the 
question of rule by man and rule by law. If the two are lumped together 
and rule by man is equated with class rule, then rule by law would mean 
class rule. Thus, there would be no distinction between rule by man and 
rule by law. The problem under discussion itself would never have 
existed. 


Having Laws Does Not Mean Rule by Law 


On the grounds that various dynasties in the history of China had laws, 
some comrades held that these dynasties combined rule by man with rule 
by law. We think that it is not correct to equate the existence of law 
with rule by law. This is because their existence does not mean the 
practice of rule by law. Only when laws are really taken as the basis 
of governing a state and safeguarded with appropriate systems tr 
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Or a minority on the same footing with laws and systems and invests 
the former with the same authority. This basically cannot be reconciled 
with the nature of our state and the demands of democratic politics. 


Rule by law basically excludes personal autocracy and dictatorship. 
Touching on the Kingdom of Prussia, Marx pointed out: "In Prussia, the 
king represents the whole system. There, the king is the only political 
figure. In aword, all systems are determined by him alone." "Then, 
ruling the whole body of his subjects is not rigid law but the senti- 
mental live soul of the king." ("Collected Works of Marx and Engels," 
Vol 1, pp 412-413) Such a method of government has of course long becowe 
history. If we should not still combine this method of government with 
rule by law, would it not mean a retrogressive step in government? 

Since the smashing of the "gang of four," especially since the third 
plenum of the llth party Central Committee, we have all along followed 
a firm and unswerving policy in strengthening socialist democracy and 
the socialist legal system and have achieved substantial results. But 
it should also be admitted that we have now just started on the road to 
rule by law. Failure to firmly follow this road in regard to both 
theory and practice is very dangerous. 


By favoring rule by law, are we advocating law as the answer to every- 
thing? No. In the eyes of idealists blinded by religious faith, God 
is omnipotent. In fact, nothing in the world by itself is a cure-all. 
From a large host of facts, we have noted that rule by law is better 
than rule by man. We have also found that if rule by man is combined 
with rule by law, the result will be not rule by law but only rule by 
man. Therefore, we oppose combining rule by man with rule by law. 


Some comrades ask, if by opposing the combination of rule by man with 
rule by law, does it not mean that we want only rule by law and not 
party leadership? This is also lumping together two problems of a 
different nature. In wvur country, the party is the core of leadership. 
Rule by law is also practiced under the leadership of the party. Laws 
and systems are formulated by the leadership of the party and aimed at 
the thorough implementation of the party's general lines and specific 
policies. How can it be claimed that rule by law means doing away with 
party leadership? Moreover, if we interpret opposition to combining 
rule by man with rule by law as a case of doing away with party leader- 
ship, is this not treating party leadership and rule by man as one and 
the same thing? The party's exercise of collective leadership is based 
on democratic centralism; rule by man results only from the practice of 
“patriarchy” and "what I say counts."' Treating party leadership and 
rule by man as one and the same thing is a distortion of the party's 
nature and its organizational principles. 


In his "Report on the Work of the Government" delivered at the second 
session of the Fifth NPC, Comrade Hua Guofeng pointed out: "It should

Comrade Peng Dehuai, while waging a struggle against an erroneous line, 
had the courage to speak bluntly to somebody and to bear responsibility. 
"He who is not afraid of death by a thousand cuts dares to unhorse the 
emperor." He (?solemnly) stated: "I can no longer remain silent. I 
want to be today's Hai Rui.” 


Precisely because Commander in Chief Peng undauntedly defended the inter- 
ests of the state and the people, he was persecuted to death by the 

"gang of four" and their behind-the-scene supporter. In those years, 
there were indeed a number of persons of integrity, such as Comrade 

Gao Kang and Rao Shushi, State Chairman Liu, Commander in Chief Chen, 

He Long and other revolut.onaries of the older generation who had 

fought for the revolution all their lives, and communists of the younger 
generation like Comrade Zhang Xhixin. All of them fell victim to a 

line that brought calamity to the country and the people. 


After Chairman Mao passed away and the "gang of four" collapsed, people 
thought that the rule of feudal and fascist dictatorship would have gone, 
that they would be able to speak frankly and sincerely about matters 
concerning the interests of the state and the people and that no one 
would dare to persecute them again. 


However, facts show that the pernicious influence of the erroneous line 
is far from being eliminated and that some leaders of the central organs 
and in localities still act according to the old evil line. As some 
comrades put it, our Chinese nation has many fine (?sons), and Commander 
in Chief Peng was one of them. However, (?in some places many honest 
persons) were dismissed from office, deprived of their freedom and 
minimum living conditions or even beheaded. More than 3 years have 
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elapsed since the death of Chairman Mao and the downfall of the "gang 

of four.". However, if you speak frankly and honestly or put up big- 
character posters expressing differing views, you still run the risk of 
taking a beating, being labeled as something bad or even being imprisoned. 


It is said that no one is allowed to establish his personal authority 
and to practice "what I say goes" in the party, the army and the govern- 
ment. (?However, someone is still forcing others to carry out his 
principles and policies even though these are harmful to the state and 
the people.) Whoever dares to present his objections and to defend the 
cause of the state and the people will be persecuted and imprisoned. 

For instance, take former Minister of Finance Zhang Jingfu. It is well 
known that the second session of the NPC approved the state budget last 
year. Later Vice Premier Deng asked to reallocate some of the funds 
budgeted for agricultural use to make up for the military expenditure 
which had been spent for the war against Vietnam. At that time, Comrade 
Zhang Jingfu objected to this by pointing out that no one had the 
authority to illegally change the state budget approved by the NPC 
session.

Reprimanding some leaders for their despotic style, State Chairman Liu 
pointed out: "They only like those so-called honest persons who blindly 
obey their superiors but are afraid of and reproach those who have ideas 
and are competent but do not blindly obey their superiors." These 
remarks of great Marxist and proletarian revolutionary Comrade Liu Shaoqi 
are still of great practical significance. 


People say that the whole party should abide by and implement the

'GUANGMING RIBAD' CARRIES ARTICLE ON QU QIUBAI

Words'"] 


[Text] I became acquainted with Comrade Qiubai in 1923 when he had 
just returned from the Soviet Union and was going to the Shanghai 
University. His girl friend Wang Jianhong was then my schoolmate. 
Therefore, he often came to our hostel to have a chat with us. After 
their marriage in the first half of 1924, the couple and I lived at 
Muer Ming Road, Shanghai. As we were close to each other in our daily 
life, I was influenced by Comrade Qiubai in ideology and literature. 

I had a very good impression of him. Because I was young and had had 
limited education and social experiences, I could not have had a pro- 
found or completely correct understanding of him. In the second half 
of 1924, when he fell in love with Comrade Yang Zhihua after the death 
of Wang Jianhong, he wrote more than 10 letters to me. He thought of 
me only as an innocent little friend to whom he could speak freely. 
Although I could not understand all his thoughts, I sensed that he 
felt lonely because hds revolutionary comrades did not quite under- 
stand him. In the winter of 1930 when he visited me after I gave birth 
to my baby, he exclained: "The fields and gardens are going to lie 
waste, why not return!" He regretted the fact that he had neglected 
his favorite literature because of his participation in political 
activities. I had long known that he ardently loved literature. I 
once wrote a medium-length love and revolutionary novel using him as 
the model for the hero. I was not satisfied with the novel because I 
did not fully portray the revolutionary side of the hero. However, it 
was not easy for me to have done so. Perhaps it was because of this 
that he did not make any comment on the novel. Instead, he wrote me a 
letter in the name of the here: .: ~:e novel. When I joined the party 
along with some comrades in 1 . attended the ceremony as a repre- 
sentative of the Propaganda Depart: ac of the party Central Committee. 
To express his understanding of my »ursuit of the revolution he said 
that I was "a moth that was darting into a flame and would not stop 
until death.” I can never forget this. However, we departed for good 
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in the summer of 1933. Unable to forget this personality, I have 
always been concerned about his destiny. I have always admired his 
talent and respected his contributions to the revolution. I was sorry 
that he was criticized, distorted and insulted before and after he died 
a martyr. He was loyal and honest, brave in shouldering the party's 
responsibilities and very modest toward his comrades’ criticism. He 
was an extremely honest person who did not seek personal fame and 
position. I have always cherished a feeling of great reverence for 
him. To show that I dearly cherish the memory of Comrade Qiubai, I 
wrote a memoir and sent it to the supplementary issue of the Shanghai 
WEN HUI BAO. In this article, I talked about Comrade Qiubai's 
"Redundant Words." For many years, "Redundant Words" had had a mixed 
reception and had been a subject of controversy. Here, I republish 
this chapter on ''Redundant Words" at the dditor's request to gather 
more suggestions and advice from the readers. 


I was at Yanan when I first read "Redundant Words." Comrade Luo Fu told 
me that some comrades thought this article might have been fabricated. 

I borrowed a magazine from the library of the Propaganda Department of 
the party Central Committee, and found this article and an account of 
Qiubai's execution. When I was reading Qiubai's article, it seemed as 
though I was looking at him. I fully believed this article had been 
written by him. (Of course, it might have been tampered with.) What 
familiar words and feelings. Immediately I thought of the letters he 
had written to me. In these letters he had expressed his conflicting 
feelings, although far more lightly and tactfully than in this article. 
When he wrote those letters, he still did not have much work experience, 
and his feelings then only reflected the beginning of his conflicts. 
Finding no outlet for his feelings, he considered me to be a harmless 
and naive young friend with, in his own words, a heart as pure as an 
infant's. He regarded me as a person to listen to his feelings, 
thoughts and self-appraisal. His words went too far sometimes although 
he was always trying to be tactful. However, his letters were still not 
comparable to "Redundant Words," in which he mercilessly cut open him- 
self, and bravely and impatiently blamed himself before the people and 
the later generations. When I was reading this article, I sympathized 
with him very much. I understood him and respected his honesty and 
frankness. I wondered why he wrote ‘Redundant Words."' Obviously some 
words in this article were beyond the understanding of ordinary people. 
They would be misunderstood or misinterpreted, and become the subject 

of rebuke by certain simple-minded and shallow people. However, it was 
beyond my understanding why the "gang of four" would use this article 

to smear him and call him a traitor. They even went so far as to dig 
his grave and expose his remains. His tragic fate before and after his 
death fills one with grief and indignation. 


Recently, I read "Redundant Words" again. I also read Comrade Chen 
Tiejian's article in LISHI YANJIU, No 3, 1979 giving a new review of 
"Redundant Words.'’ This article gave a careful analysis and an apt 
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appraisal of Qiubai's deeds and conflicts. It was relatively well- 
rounded and impartial. Here, I would like to add my own feelings. I 
think that the contemporary society is far from perfect. When a revo- 
lutionary wants to do some good deeds, he will face obstacles and 
difficulties. To overcome these difficulties is no easy matter, and 

the fate and attitude of different people are of course different. Let 
us take Qiubai as an example. The conflict between literature and 
politics should be easily understood. However, with such conflicting 
feelings it is always difficult to gain understanding, sympathy and 
support. In fact, Qiubai was extremely zealous about politics. He 

had an unswerving belief in Marxism. Right from the beginning of his 
study of Marxisu, he was "relatively interested in socialism and the 
ultimate ideals of communism." ''Marxism tells me that to achieve such 
ultimate ideals, there must inevitably be the harshest class struggle 
until the day of the proletarian dictatorship when the proletariat con- 
trols the state. In order to eliminate the state, there must be a new- 
style state for a certain period. To realize the principles of civil 
rights in the most thoroughgoing way (that is, a society which has 
settled the issue of civil rights), there must first be proletarian 
civil rights. This logic which is superficially contradictory but 
practically sensible--the so-called Marxist dialectics--interests me 
very much." Just before his death, Qiubai still firmly stated: "To 

say that I have forsaken Marxism is untrue." "My thoughts began to 
become Marxist when I was young. It cannot change now."' Because of 

his belief in Marxism he engaged in political struggles all his life. 

To attend the important Guangzhou meeting of the Kuomintang and the 
Communist Party in 1924, he parted with his wife Wang Jianhong in her 
dying days. At the "7 August" meeting, he bravely shouldered the 

burden of leading the whole revolution. He criticized himself for his 
thought of seeking compromises, yet he still unswervingly waged line 
struggles against Peng Sh"7hi and Chen Dixiu. He knew himself. He did 
not wish to become the leader. He did not even wish to be an elderly 
statesman. Yet at the most difficult and worst moment of the revolu- 
tion, he determinedly took up the highest leading post of the party. He 
did this entirely out of his readiness to take up the cudgel for a just 
cause. This, as he said, symbolized "Wei Tuo, protector of the Buddhist 
truth."’ All this was totally unlike what he said about himself: ‘Having 
a half-baked knowledge of Marxism as well as many typical virtues of the 
meek--tolerance, escape, amiacability, desire that all people are peace- 
ful and kind, and so forth." This was also unlike what he said about 
himself: "Not only incapable of being tempered into a Bolshevik fighter, 
but even incapable of being the least like a revolutionary." Qiubai 
sprinted forward at such a difficult moment, without thinking of his 
personal benefit. I think he was a person of great courage. 





At the end of "Redundant Words," he said that since he had been suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis for many years (1919-1935), he was willing to 
give his "body" to a medical school for an autopsy, which "might help 
in the diagnosis of tuberculosis." When he said this before he died in 
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prison, he used the sharp knife of Marxism to calmly, rationally, care- 
fully and thoroughly dissect his own soul as if he were dissecting his 
own body which was suffering from tuberculosis. He dug out his own 
conflicts, analyzed the roots of the conflicts and drew a correct 
conclusion. This has greatly enlightened the intellectual and ordinary 
revolutionaries up to the present. He said: "One must temper oneself 
by overcoming all sorts of ‘alien’ consciousness, even the slightest 
‘alien' feelings, with tremendous willpower before one can get out of 
the ‘alien class’ and stand firm in the proletarian revolutionary ranks. 
Otherwise, one will be ‘performing a farce like catching an old crow 
building a nest in a tree.'" He put his own weaknesses, shortcomings 
and lessons under a microscope and frankly and wholeheartedly submitted 
them to the party, the people and the later generations. Was he not a 
man of great courage? We have seen some people doing their best to 
build up their own public images, cover up their own faults, attack 
other people and distort history. Very few people were so honest, 
selfless and frank in demanding perfection of themselves. After the 

"7 August" meeting, Comrade Qiubai made the mistake of leftist putschism 
in appraising the revolutionary situation. However, in such a compli- 
cated and rapidly changing situation, I think it was inevitable for 
Qiubai, with his limited revolutionary experiences, to make mistakes. 

If it had been any other person, he would also have made the same mis- 
takes. Moreover, the wrong decisions have been discussed and made final 
by the Politburo of the Central Committee. Since he was general secre- 
tary, he had to take the main responsibility. 


However, 2 years later, when he was tens of thousands of miles away, 
under the persecution of Wang Ming's line, Qiubai was held responsible 
for the Li Lisan line. He was even criticized for wrongly following 
the line of reconciliation in the third plenum of the Sixth Central 
Committee which corrected the mistakes of Lisan's line. He was then 
cruelly persecuted, mercilessly attacked and expelled from the central 
Politburo. Qiubai wrote "Redundant Words" when Wang Ming's line was 
reigning. In front of the enemies, he could not expose the matters 
within the party or criticize inner-party life. Therefore, he could 
only obey the central authorities and blame himself. It was thus 
understandable that he went too far with his words when he criticized 
himself. 


It is precisely due to the imperfection in our life that some comrades 
often have their mistakes seized upon and their other aspects ignored. 
Such ultraleftist practice would have been frightening to anyone, let 
alone Qiubai, a sentimental man of letters. Particularly when a person 
is attacked with sticks by those in power, in high positions and 
belonging to gangs and factions, what can he do but look back and sigh 
with emotion: "The fields and gardens are going to lie waste, why not 
return!" When he was leaving this world, how could he not lament "being 
misunderstood by history'’? 
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As the old saying goes: "It is easy to sacrifice fervently, but diffi- 
cult to meet one's death unflinchingly." This statement is not com- 
pletely correct. To die fervently requires courage; it is not easy. 
But to meet one's death unflinchingly without fear is even more diffi- 
cult. When Comrade Qiubao wrote "Redundant Words," he was in a low 
mood, but later he died a hero's death. When Qiubai knew that his death 
was neither years nor months away, he was honest and frank in his self- 
appraisal. He himself was the complainant, the defendant and also the 
judge who harshly tried himself. What was the purpose of this? He was 
only setting high demands on himself and appraising his own life 
according to the criterion of a complete Bolshevik. This was precisely 
a genuine Bolshevik quality. How could he have been smeared as a 
"traitor? sevolutionaries are not gods. It is impossible to be with- 
out shortcomings and make no mistakes. If someone can squarely look at 
and analyze himself, is his personality not much nobler than those who 
pretend, lie and cover up their own mistakes? 


In the brief span of Qiubai's life, he wrote many important works, but 
he said he only had a half-Laked knowledge of literature. This was 
also an exaggeration and was not true. however, Qiubai was then quite 
pessimistic. Every revolutionary will come across problems, but must 
always warn himself, reform himself and overcome all negative factors. 
He must keep his vigor toward life and revolution, particularly in 
extreme difficulties. 


Qiubai was fighting hard all his life. In our imperfect society, he 
was tainted with a feeling of apathy, loneliness and hopelessness which 
he had no time to eliminate. We should sympathize with this. He said 
what his contemporaries who shared his thoughts would have said, only 
he was more outstanding and more typical. His "Redundant Words" are 
worth thinking over. However, it is unfortunate that this article is 
not inspiring enough. Pernaps it is because I have followed the party 
and lived among the basic levels for a longer time and have had more 
experiences. What is :.ore important is that the situation and environ- 
ment I lived in during a later period were different from those he 
lived in. Because of this, I always like articles which encourage 
people and push them forward to make progress. Even when there is 
suffering, I still want to make people feel the zeal and the loveliness 
of the human world, urge them to be involved in the beautiful and 
lovely world and absolutely not to leave it in despair. I do not think 
Qiubai's life was a misunderstanding of history, but he was unable to 
come out of the tragedy of the times. 


These views perhaps do not have sufficient depth and are still erroneous. 


But I would not be happy if I did not express my views. Advice from 
anyone is welcome.

(Text) This speech is alleged to have been delivered 
by CCP Vice Chairman Chen Yun at the conference on 

the work of the CCP Central Committee held last April. 
It frankly addressed and offered suggestions concern- 
ing the political, ideological and economic chaos and 
predicaments brought about by the implementation of the 
spirit of the third plenum. We cannot prove the 
authenticity of this transcript. However, judging by 
its content, the editor believes that it is highly 
credible. Furthermore, it is very helpful in under- 
standing the political and economic situation in main- 
land China. The subheads are added by the editor. 


At each conference, numerous people gave speeches but few of the 
speeches can really solve problems. What should not be said was said 
while what should be said was mentioned by no one. Can we not just cut 
out some of the superfluous verbiage? What is wrong with saving some 
of our energy? 


Ever since the third plenum, we have had quite a number of conferences. 
What good will it do if such discussion brings no solutions? I patiently 
attended the proceedings of the conference for 2 days and somehow felt 
that something was wrong. Some comrades hesitated in saying what they 
had in mind. This certainly deserves in-depth examination. Are there 
difficulties that one cannot mention but make one feel indisposed if they 
are left unsaid? The class contradictions in society are intricate 
enough, but those within the party are even more so. For the interest 

of the whole party, I will say what I want to say even though it might 
offend some people. 
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Maybe Someone Will Regret Rehabilitating Me 


Maybe some comrades will regret rehabilitating me. It is not too late 
yet. If they do not like it, they can simply let me retain a position, 
such as a Politburo member, which has no actual power. Anyway, there 
were many examples. The Central Committee is used to laying aside 
someone without accounting for it to the party members or even the 
party representatives. Have not Liu Shaoqi, He Long, Peng Dehuai and 
Tao Zhu also died for no obvious reasons at all? If it was not for the 
pressure from the upper and lower ranks would it not pass unnoticed 
that the traitors would remain traitors and antiparty elements remain 
antiparty elements? If something as important as human life could be 
treated so iightly, why should I worry about what people expect of me? 
To put it frankly, for someone of my age, it will be something of the 
life to come for me to muster once again the Yenan spirit. 


Last month, I had a discussion with Comrade Wu De. Originally, since 
the topic under discussion invoived him, I thought it might be difficult 
to talk about it and it might take some effort. However, my impression 
was wrong. At the end, Comrade Wu De said: "For someone like me, 
whether it is promotion or demotion, it can only be once and for all. 
Even if I have another chance, they will not reveal much more to me." 

I am just like Wu De. The four modernizations are realized in the 

year 2000, will we be living to see it? When I come to this, I become 
more relaxed. How many people are in the same position? They have 
waited 30 years and still have to wait for another 20 or 30? It is 

like the poem "Do Not Idle Away Your Youth Fruitlessly and Regret It 
Later." The Babaoshan Cemetery cannot accommodate so many people. 

Since we cannot wait until the realization of the four modernizations 
nor get a place at Babaoshan, we can only live as circumstances dictate. 
When one has come to such a state, what is the use of talking about 
Marxism-Leninism anymore. If there is no use making any effort, the 
only smart way to face it is to wait passively. 


At present, what should be resolved first is not just economic readjust- 
ment but also the thoughts of the people. To put it frankly, we must 
restore the morale of the party, the people and the army. Without the 
confidence of the whole nation, there can be no determination to do 
anything. Was it true that no one discerned this point in the several 
days of the conference? Actually, everyone was aware of it but no one 
was willing to bring it up. To pursue it further would result in many 
problems which involve class, historical and ideological issues. No 
one has the courage to look back and face his own past. That is the 
crux of the question. This can be regarded as the hard nut to crack 
during the past 2 years. Why were people so fearless during the revo- 
lution even to the point of giving up their lives but are now afraid of 
everything? Is it because of our present-day comforts? We have cars 
and luxurious villas. In the past we were afraid to have too many 
luxury items in our homes; even if we have them, put them in some 
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inconspicuous spots. When the Red Guards searched the houses of leading 
officials, the value of articles underneath the bed were much higher than 
those in the open. Now there is no need to be afraid of this. Which 
comrade present here does not have an air conditioner, washing machine 
and refrigerator in his home? Take the television for example, whose 
home does not have foreign goods? Raise your hands. The one in my home 
is made by "Siemens." And this is the way we travel, live, eat and wear. 
It is certainly good to travel by plane and be served wherever we go, 

Who prefers a hard life to a comfortable one? If I had known ahead of 
time about the difficulties of the past decade, I would have been the 
first to follow Zhang Guotao's example by sneaking out of Yenan to meet 
Chiang Kai-shek in Chongxing. The more comfortable you are, the more 
afraid you are. What is one afraid of? One is afraid of falling from 
power. Chairman Mao was human and not a god. He, too, was afraid. 

That was why he said: "Do not lose your life without knowang why you 
are losing it." To save one's own life, one has to hold fast to one's 
power. It is like the magistrate Bao Gong who was not afraid of the 
royal dignitaries when he was redressing the wrong cases of the people 
but was unable to sleep when he lost his official seal. But if a man 
cannot guard his power by himself, [he] must collude with a few others 

to form a faction. In this case, it is only natural that there are 
parties outside the party and factions inside it. Every faction is 
suspicious of the others. If this is so among factions, is it not so 
among comrades within the same faction? Everyone feels threatened and 

is on his guard. What will this lead to? I will let you think about it. 


The Biggest Mistake of Liu Shaoqi Was To Assume the Post of Chairman of 
the State 


You said Liu Shaoqi made a lot of mistakes. It looks as though ever 
since the day he joined the revolution, he was either on the left or the 
right. Sometimes he was revolutionary and sometimes not and he even 
sold out the revolution and in the end became a counterrevolutionary. 

I think Liu Shaoqi did not make too many fatal mistakes. There was only 
one. Which one? In the first place, he should not have taken up the 
position of state chairman in 1959. Furthermore, he should not have 
moved from the second echelon to the first echelon. Deng Xiaoping and I 
also made the same mistake. That is, we tried our best to urge Liu to 
take up the position which brought calamity to anyone who assumed it. 
How about Comrade Deng Xiaoping? He made exactly one and a half mis- 
takes. That is to say, he made one-half more than Liu Shaoqi. This 
one-half of a mistake was made around the time of the Cultural Revolu- 
tion. What was it? In the first place, he should not have been so 
anxious to give his eighth party congress speech against the personal 
cult right after Stalin's death. This caused trouble for him and 
accounted for his record of three promotions and three demotions. Is 
this not true? 
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In the past we used to say "class struggle in society will inevitably 
be reflected inside the party." This certainly is correct. But have 
not the factional struggles, or to call it power struggles, within the 
party also been reflected in society? Marxism-Leninism talks about 
dialectics. How can this be an exception? What has been reflected in 
society? It is not a mass movement but mass struggle. In the past 10 
years or so, why did we fail to see that mass struggle is also part of 
class struggle? It is fortunate that at long last there are quite a 
number of people who discern this. We have already discerned it, yet 
we fail to close the lid on it. The people want to remove this lid. 
Once this lid is removed, it is possible that our power will be over- 
thrown. Who wants to lose his power? If one is unwilling to lose 
power, one «111 become apprehensive. What are we afraid of? Are we 
afraid of those who wanted to publicize our old secrets. We are afraid 
of these secrets. 


Now there are these two types of people we fear even more than we do 
the Soviet revisionists. I have already mentioned them above. The 
first type are the passive ones. We cannot do anything about them 
since they are in an invincible position of overcoming activity with 
inactivity. If we have too many of these people, production will be 
backward and society will become stagnant. A stagnant society means 
the end of the party's life. Is this not serious enough? This has 
resulted in today's situation of a cold and indifferent society under- 
neath the facade of immense activity. The second type are the 
enthusiastic ones. What are they so enthusiastic about? They are not 
enthusiastic about production. They are enthusiastic about disclosing 
old secrets. It is not that we cannot deal with them, but this takes 

a lot of effort. If we do not deal with them, they will look every- 
where for secrets and even shake the whole foundation. Everybody can 
stand a little bit of pain and shed a little bit of blood. But when it 
comes to toppling the fou. dation, it will be a matter of life and death 
for this means losing power. In that case, it must be suppressed no 
matter how difficult it is. Beside this, there is no other solution. 


Wei Jingsheng Should Neither Be Arrested Nor Released 


Why do these two types of people exist? I will mention four reasons 
for your consideration: 


l. Because they have new information. For instance, the life of work- 
ers abroad is better than ours, just to mention one example. 


2. They are no longer willing to listen to empty talk which they have 
heard before. For example, we used to say that a particular situation 
was at its best, but the fact was that everyone still had to use a rice 
coupon and line up for everything they wanted to buy. Such examples 
simply show that shouting slogans cannot fill up people's stomachs. 
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3. They prefer to actually reap the harvest than to be sacrificial 
objects of ideals. For instance, they want a better deal now; even if 
communism means heaven, they would rather leave it for their future 
generations. 


4. They are becoming impatient. They have already waited for 30 years 
and still have to wait for another 30. We ourselves also find it hard 
to wait that long, and are unhappy about it. They also want more 
equality. What kind of equality? The question they would ask is: 

You cadres can enjoy good life after living through hardships, why 
should we common people remain in the boundless sea of misery? 


It is useless using administrative decrees or ordinary political appeals 
to deal with these people. It is even more difficult to rely on criti- 
cism and struggle. It looks as though we are now in a very difficult 
position. We should neither arrest them, nor should we let them go. 
Sometimes, it is more difficult to release than it is to arrest them. 

It ig just like the saying "It is easy to arrest someone but difficult 
to release him." Take for example the case of Wei Jingsheng. We should 
neither arrest him nor felease him. Comrade Lin Fujia asked me what 
should be done. I said: "Since you have arrested him, it is up to you 
whether to convict or release him; whoever started the trouble should 
end it."' What is the use of referring tt to a committee member of the 
Central Commission for Discipline Inspection? We are not gods so how 
do we have a way to jeal with such a situation. I think it would be 
better to do a bit of persuasion work by interviewing Wei and bringing 
him around the country to visit factories and let him see how the 
advanced workers make sacrifices. Some people were afraid that since 
the foreign press was hard on this case, President Carter, who advocates 
human rights, would change his policy toward China. This is not what I 
am worried about. There are tens and thousands of reasons for Carter to 
normalize Sino-American relations. Human rights is not even one of 
these. You should not worry about this. What we should worry about are 
domestic issues. 


Many comrades ask: "With the thousands of strands and loose ends, where 
should we start?" With reference to this point, it is more realistic 
for us to discuss some of the ways to overcome our present difficulties 
before we talk about where to start our work. 


The Best, the Mediocre and the Worst Strategies in Solving Problems 


Several days ago, I paid a special visit to Jiuxianqiao and several 
other places and interviewed several commune members and cadres. After 
that I also talked with several workers from factories at Feng Tai in 
Beijing Municipality and also several secondary and university students. 
These interviews further confirmed my views. There are three strategies 
to solve problems: 
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l. The best strategy is to unite the fight knot even at the risk of 
losing power. Even that sacred and inviolable signboard should be open 
to question. We should no longer bother with retaining the party lead- 
ership. But I do not think that anyone will agree with such a thorough 
strategy so, we may as well put it aside. 


2. The strategy which comes next is less thorough; but some reforms 
will be possible. We can have a minor operation by adjusting economic 
relations to a great extent without touching the existing political 
structure. At present, this seems to be more acceptable to the majority 
of people and will bring quick results. 


3. The worst strategy is to keep the status quo. Although it will not 
be as bad as desperately trying any drug that comes up, it can only 
remove the symptoms without curing the disease. One cannot guarantee 
what will happen in 8 to 10 years' time, but hopefully there will not 
be any great turmoil within the next 3 to 5 years. As to what will 
happen in the future, I am afraid there will not be much that we can do 
about it. By that time, we will already be dead. 


Let us look at the operation required by the second best strategy. Let 
me give a very simple example to illustrate this. Why was everyone not 
motivated when the factories suggested that "the four modernizations 
will be fulfilled by the end of the 20th century and talked about the 
level of the principal production index by the year 1980." Why did 
everyone get so excited when it was announced one afternoon that there 
would be extra pork supply? Why did everyone hurry up with their work 
when it was announced that those who finish their work early may go home 
first? Dancing is not relaxing and will produce as much sweat than 
working at the lathe. But why do those who dance really enjoy it? 

Why do so many people aspire to live abroad and want to leave the 
country? I think we should find out the causes behind these phenomena 
before we decide on the procedures for the operation. Similar to this, 
starving during an emergency is one thing, but starving during peace- 
time is quite another. During the anti-Japanese war, it was not 

unusual for people to die of starvation during the turmoil and chaos 

of war and the concurrence of natural and human calamities. But how 

do we face up to the fact that there were still people who died of 
starvation after we have passed through the revolutionary tempest and 
entered the stage of peace? From the time of the Great Leap Forward, 
there have been people who died of starvation. What kind of favorable 
situation is this? Furthermore, the Great Leap was supposed to be an 
extremely good situation and one that was improving for the better. 

Not long ago there were still reports of deaths on the streets of 
Beijing due to disease or starvation. Is the Beijing Municipal Security 
Bureau responsible for the collection of corpses? Why not simply leave 
the corpses to the wolves? If we can solve the problems of food, clothes 
and the supply of daily necessities, everyone's life will be improved. 
Everyone will not be so tense if there is no more starvation, less 
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ideological control, more cultural and athletic activities and greater 
attention to the integration of work and rest. There will be a balance 
of unity, tension, solemnity and liveliness. At present, we are more 
solemn and tense than unified and lively. Everything will be all right 
if we can grasp these basic elements. Of course, if we want to improve 
our livelihood, carry out construction and production and really want 
to get some results, it is mot enough just to shout a few empty slogans 
and formulate a few lofty schemes or stipulate a few indices behind 
closed doors. Instead, we should proceed step by step to project the 
future from our present situation and look at the current situation in 
the perspective of the past. In this conference I would like to express 
some of my personal views on the readjustment of the national economy. 


Today, we are facing quite a number of problems. Some of them are due 
to objective fa s and some are manmade. The objective fact is that 
our economic de pment plans are constrained by many unfavorable con- 


ditions. Despite our efforts, we still get half the results with twice 
our efforts. Many comrades have talked a lot about this point already. 
How about the manmade factors? We have seldom mentioned them in our 
2-day conference. Does it mean that there are no problems? Definitely 
not, there are many. Should the manmade factors also be given adequate 
attention? Many of our present economic difficulties are not of recent 
origin. "It takes more than 1 cold day to freeze the river 3 feet deep. 
Similarly, the trouble has been brewing for quite some time. 


There Are Few Leaders Who Really Know About Economics 


The economic problems are perennial. Since liberation, the economic 
problems have never been thoroughly resolved. There have been many 
relapses. Sometimes the proportions were more appropriate, the policies 
more sound and the path was relatively correct so the situation 
improved. Usually, there were many problems and it was common for us 
to have more problems than we could tackle. I am not trying to pour 
cold water on you. In the 30 years since liberation, there were few 
leaders who really understood the law of economic development and were 
good at economic work. Not a few economists ridiculed us by saying: 
"The communist can seize power with a gun but is then unable to rule 
the country." This is not absolutely true, but it is not far from it. 
The crux of the problem does not lie with the party itself, but in the 
fact that the majority of comrades within the party are still totally 
ignorant of the relationship between the economic substructure and the 
superstructure. They often consciously neglect the peculiarity of 
economic work and still use political means to deal with economic 
problems. If they are lucky once or twice, they neglect the long-term 
considerations even more. This leads to failure time and again. 


When they met this or that problem, they were unwilling to conscien- 
tiously learn the lesson from their failures, learn some of the laws 
and find ways to improve the situation. On the contrary, they would 
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insist on their own way and try to cover up their erroneous policies by 
quoting out of context the writings of Marx and Lenin or even use 
economic theories which were only suitable for the British industrial 
revolution. This not only did not help but messed things up. It was 
true with people like Lin Biao and the "gang of four.'' However, was 
everything all right and were there no problems before the appearance 
of the "gang of four"? I do not think so. Were not the problems of 
the late 1950's and early 1960's precisely a reflection of these prob- 
lems? As early as 1961, I suggested to Chairman Mao and Comrades Liu 
Shaoqi and Deng Xiaoping that "economic and political issues are inter- 
dependent.'' Maybe these words were premature then. But, things really 
turned out this way. Incidents such as the stepping down of Mrs Gandhi, 
the overthrow of Malenkov in the Soviet Union and the retreat of the 
Kar» hean Pol Pot to guerrilla warfare in the mountainous regions in 
face of the many internal troubles and the subsequent invasion of 
Vietnam are all closely connected with economic difficulties. On the 
other hand, if people like Lin Biao and the "gang of four" had success- 
fully resolved the problem of feeding the whole nation and everyone had 
enough food to eat and enough clothes to wear, it might not have been 
so easy for us to smash their plot to usurp power in one blow in 
October 1976 despite their political failure. If everyone is hungry 
and cold, even if we put forward a thousand reasons, no one will listen 
to us no matter how numerous and sound the reasons are. 


The most fundamental demarcation line between socialism and capitalism 
is the problem of ownership of the means of production. One is prac- 
ticing state capitalism while the other is practicing private capitalism. 
But there are also similarities between the two. Even though they are 
different in production and distribution, both need accumulation. We 
cannot say that since socialism has to practice state capitalism, there 
is no need for accumulati»n. Without accumulation, there can be no 
development or a further development of production. Without accumula- 
tion, there can be no distribution and redistribution on the basis of 
developing the productive forces. What is referred to here is social 
distribution. In the "Xiangxiang Experiences" the proposal to reduce 
the burden of the commune members was aimed at achieving rational 
distribution. Between production and distribution, we should not 
emphasize one at the expense of the other. This is also true with the 
relationship between production and accumulation. Once there is pro- 
duction there will be accumulation. Only when there is accumulation is 
reproduction possible. If we only emphasize production at the expense 
of capital accumulation, this will not win popular support. I do not 
know whether this analogy is appropriate or not. 


After such a lengthy explanation, let us return to our current subject. 
Before the Cultural Revolution, although there had been difficult times 
in our country, there were considerable developments in production after 
more than a decade of hard work after liberation. Since the economy had 
made greater progress and growth than before liberation, there was a 
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constant accumulation of capital and experience for modernization. 
However, production was disrupted for more than 10 years during the 
Cultural Revolution. The rate of economic growth slowed down and 
finally came to a standstill. There was not only no accumulation, but 
what had been accumulated in the past was gradually used up. The nation 
as a whole is similar to the structure of the human body. If one is 
tormented by a lingering disease, the body will become exhausted due to 
excessive consumption without replenishment. One's vitality will be 
totally sapped. Anyhow, even if the disease is finally cured after 
taking injections and drugs, it does not mean that one is strong again. 
If we suddenly ask a man who has just recovered to run not only 100 
meters but also run 3,000 meters, he will certainly be out of his 
breath within 10 steps. If we do not ask him to stop immediately but 
force him to continue the race, I do not think he will live to see the 
finish line. Is this not true? 


We Cannot Let Someone Who Has Just Recovered Make a Long Run 


In addition to capital, accumulation also includes technology, resources 
‘and experience. If all the objectives of the four modernizations are 
realized, we can imagine that it will be a new and very beautiful pic- 
ture. I really hope that I can live another 20 years. Even if I only 
hear about it but am unable to actually see it before I die I would be 
most gratified. I do not think many people would reject such a beauti- 
ful vision. However, have we accumulated the human and material 
resources, capital, experience and technology needed for the realization 
of the four modernizations? Have we? A little bit louder. No, I am 
not talking about the future. I am talking about now. Today. Have we 


got them? What? You are afraid to answer? I say: "If we have enough 
preparations for the secondary projects and not enough for the primary 
ones, we might as well say we do not have what we need.'' That is to say, 


we have insufficient preparations. This is not pessimism. This is work- 
ing on the basis of facts. There is an indispensable process between 
having and not having. 


We can accumulate experience through practice. Furthermore, we can 
accumulate experience through drawing on the experience of the advanced. 
It is important for us to introduce advanced scientific technology and 
knowledge from abroad. We should continuously learn from advanced coun- 
tries by inviting their scholars to China or sending our students. This 
has already been put into practice. However, we cannot learn everything 
all at once. There should still be a process. 


There are pienty of resources in our country. However, regardless of 
how plentiful they are, they are not immediately usable. They are 
mostly buried underground and await our survey and excavation. This is 
also true for agriculture. The potential is great but there is still 

a great deal of uncultivated land that requires cultivation, removing 
mountains and clearing forests. The land is not readymade. In addition 
to capital, it also takes time. 
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Our populous country is plentiful in human resources. We have a popula- 
tion of more than 950 million. It is more than the total of several 
continents. There was a saying: ''The more the people, the easier to do 
the job.'' However, more mouths mean more opinions, more to feed and 
more quarrels. We should see both sides of things. However, the great- 
est problem at present is not one of these. Rather, the problem is that 
we have too few people who possess modern knowledge. There are many who 
can write wall posters with eloquence and behave impressively in debates. 
But there are far too few who can handle automatic machinery, design 
factory buildings, manufacture airplanes and ocean-going ships, and use 
a computer. What should be done? We should train these people. But 
will it not take time and money to train them? 


The Vital Problem Is a Deficiency in Capital and Technology 


To be precise, let me point out the crux of the problem by saying that 
the most vital problem is a deficiency in capital and technology. It 

has slowed down the four modernizations. Once we have discovered the 
contradictions we should solve them. In solving contradictions we should 
start with the principal ones. This is “he fundamental reason for us to 
propose the adjustment of the national economy. 


One aspect of it is to solve the problem of food in order to arouse 
enthusiasm for socialist construction. The other is to solve the prob- 
lem of accumulation in order to build a sound basis for realizing the 
four modernizations. We have to solve the problems of food, clothing 
and daily necessities for the more than 900 million people as soon as 
possible. If we cannot make any breakthrough in agriculture, and our 
food production and production of light industrial products to satisfy 
the needs of the people always remain at the same level, we will never 
be able to make it. Since we have never been able to shake off the 
Soviet economic developme.. model of giving priority to heavy industry 
over light industry, industry over agriculture, large-scale projects 
over small projects and central authority over local authority, light 
industry has never received sufficient attention and agriculture remains 
backward. Our agriculture not only cannot be regarded as mechanized, 
even the unit area output remains more or less the same. Since agri- 
culture cannot provide the technology and labor force for the industries, 
the backward situation can only be changed through the reorientation of 
priorities of the four modernizations and readjustment of the propor- 
tional relationships in the various types of construction: 


l. Production and distribution: It is not that we do not want to talk 
about production, but that the peasants throughout the country care more 
about distribution than production. The most important thing for us 
now is to have a rational distribution system. ''The work point system 
fashioned after the Dazhai model" violates the socialist principle of 
distribution according to work. The "five distinctions" should be 
allowed in rural areas. There are differences between rich and poor 
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brigades, able-bodied laborers and less able laborers, technical work 
and nontechnical work, households with more manpower and households 
with less manpower, males and females, big and small, and the lazy and 
the diligent. Only rational distribution can increase the income of the 
peasants and mobilize their enthusiasm for production. Only thus can 
the state, the collective and the individual receive overall considera- 
tion. In the first place, the state should reduce the burden of the 
peasants and increase the purchasing prices of agricultural products 

by 20 percent to 100 percent. Agricultural loans should be increased 
and common accumulation should be reduced to insure more distribution 
for the collectives and individuals. 


Long-term schemes and short-term plans: It is not that we do not 
y at long-term schemes, but they should provide concrete plans instead 
'; just being instructive. In our country, most of the rural areas do 
ot have the conditions to formulate 10-year or 20-year development 
schemes. If we start from the more short-term plans which everybody 
can see and feel, they will have confidence. For places without the 
necessary conditions, l-year or 2-year plans should be formulated. 
Two-year, 3-year or 5-year plans can be formulated when the conditions 
are ripe. We can talk about plans beyond the 5th year in the future. 
Any plan should be objective, scientific, within our means, suitable to 
local conditions and flexible. The performance of each unit should be 
determined by achievement instead of just looking at the plans. 


3. The problem of commune organization: Opinions differ as to whether 
the people's communes are good or not. However, if the communes are to 
be abolished now, we should anticipate many colossal and intricate prob- 
lems that will not be resolved readily. We can only gradually reform or 
abolish those organizational structures and systems that are unsuitable 
for or obstruct the development of the productive forces. It is better 
to let things take their natural course. But the production, distribu- 
tion and allocation of the labor forces of the rural areas should be at 
the level of the production brigades. The commune should not have all 
the power and intervene arbitrarily. The commune should only give 
guidance and instruction instead of taking over and giving instructions 
on everything. Anything directly affecting the arrangement of the 
agricultural production of the brigade should only be done after 
acquiring permission from the higher authority. The practice of 
"equalitarianism and indiscriminate transfer of resources" should be 
prohibited. 


4. The principles for the development of agriculture, forestry, animal 
husbandry, sidelines and fishery: Agriculture should, of course, focus 
on food production. This refers to the country as a whole and not just 
individual production units. Some areas are not suited to growing food. 
Why should we insist on growing food and only reap a meager harvest? 

It is preposterous to turn a grassland into a food growing area and let 
animal husbandry fall into disuse and the herds of cattle and flocks of 
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sheep die out. Such mismanagement is the greatest innovation of China 
in the world today. Our principle is that agricultural units should 

be developed in line with local conditions. They should be developed 
according to the different conditions of climate, irrigation and soil. 
Some units can focus on one line of production while others can develop 
several lines simultaneously. But as far as possible we should be self- 
sufficient in food production. 


5. Agricultural mechanization: Agricultural mechanization is the key 
to changing the outlook of agricultural production. The state has to 
raise the level of agricultural mechanization through direct and 
indirect investment. The increase in the purchasing prices of agri- 
cultural products and a relaxation om credit are aimed at allowing the 
rural areas more capital to purchase agricultural machinery. Now there 
is one more item. That is, to increase foreign exchange by 10 to 20 
percent. This will help finance the purchase of agricultural instru- 
ments, equipment and machines. Furthermore, we must train a large 
number of qualified people in this field. In this connection, we 
should extensively mobilize the educated youths in the rural areas and 
mountainous areas and regard them as one of the key points. Meanwhile, 
we should carry out scientific and technological reform. 


With 200 Million Good People Watching Over 200 Million Bad Ones, Who 
Will Carry Out Production? 


6. Class relations: Enthusiasm is not one-sided, but has many aspects. 
The enthusiasm of the five bad elements, even if mobilized, will still 
do some good. Therefore, we must not make class relations in the rural 
areas so tense, the contradictions so sharp and the struggle so intense. 
A landlord may have four sons, four daughters-in-law and 10 grandchildren, 
thus it will be quite a number of people for us to deal with if we are 
to struggle against just one of them who resists and 10 of them who are 
unenthusiastic. There were five bad elements, eight targets of struggle 
and 22 categories of p2ople. Besides these, there were countless num- 
bers of suspects and problematic persons. Among the 950 million people, 
if 200 million good people were asked to watch over the 200 million bad 
ones who is going to carry out production? We should look at per- 
formance instead of class status. That was why Chairman Mao said: "I 
also have rightist friends, one of them is Zhang Zhizhong." Why should 
our socialism not have friends like the five bad elements? We should 
try our best to remove the political label of those who deserve it. We 
would rather remove labéls than retain them. Once class relations are 
mitigated, immediate interest will be guaranteed. If the policy is 
appropriate, the five bad elements will be immediately mobilized 
because they will then have less complaints, a more relaxed mood and 

a freed mind. Only thus can we resolve the problem of manpower. 


7. Rural economic policy: The starting point for the formulation of 
a rural economic policy is to recognize the fact that the rural area is 
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backward. Such backwardness includes retarded popularization of 
science and education. We should recognize the three major distinc- 
tions. We should also recognize that the concept of private ownership 
and the influence of traditional habits have extensively existed for 
quite a long period of time without being challenged. The formulation 
of a rural economic policy requires quite a wumber of conditions. The 
foremost and most debatable one which often canoes a constant change of 
policies, in addition to the system of distrinution and production, is 
the problem of the system of fixed targets tor output, workdays and 
costs. It primarily concerns private plots and rural trade fairs, 

in other words, the problem of the free market. In actual fact, these 
two are different aspects of the same problem. It is a problem of 
retaining private ownership and allowing freedom of property distribu- 
tion. Private plots and the free market should be permitted and pro- 
tected. The market should be prosperous, the cities must be adequately 
supplied and the pressure for state supplies should be relaxed to 
increase the income of the peasants. The enthusiasm for production 
primarily hinges on this. Many comrades have made miscalculations. 
They did not realize that the state was the greatest beneficiary of the 
increase of peasant income. We should take note of the statistical 
chart on the rural consumer indices recently published by the State 
Council. As long as the consumption power of our millions of peasants 
is on the increase, the state has no need to werry about money. Should 
we not advocate this kind of benefit without having to suffer any 
losses? But why did so many comrades fail to see this point? 


8. Rational distribution: Distribution not only refers to the readjust- 
ment of the distribution of cultivated crops in the regionalization of 
cultivation, but it should be extended to population distribution, con- 
struction distribution, water resources and so forth. This should also 
include rational arrangements for the distribution of industries serving 
agriculture, such as basic construction, meteorology, rural power con- 
struction, broadcasting and communication systems, transportation and 
communications engineering systems, the popularization of rural scien- 
tific technology and so forth. Some of this work is long term and some 
is short term. We should carry it out step by step. For instance, the 
current distribution of the agricultural population is highly irrational. 
More than 90 percent of our population lives on less than 40 percent of 
our land while only 10 percent of our population lives on the remaining 
60 percent of our land. In some areas there is a shortage of labor 
while in others there is an excess supply. A good deal of originally 
fertile land suffered from extensive natural disasters, the disruption 
of the soil structure, insufficient water, unfavorable climate and 
shrinkage of the cultivated area due to an increase in industrial land 
use. It would be very good to have 1 mu of land per person. In 

coastal regions such as Chaozhou and Shantou in Guangdong, everyone 

only has an average of 0.3 mu of land. In order to improve upon this 
irrational distribution, in areas having excess labor force due to 

dense population, the foremost question is not one of replacing manual 
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labor by mechanization, but one of increasing the unit area output, 

The area under cultivation should be expanded as far as possible. More 
attention should be paid to fast yielding crops to increase land 
utility. Conversely, in sparsely populated areas, the heavy burden 

of labor should be reduced through mechanization. The area under cul- 
tivation should be expanded and the output should be increased. Such 
rational distribution relies on arrangements by the central authorities 
as well as the coordination of local authorities. 





9, Strengthen the work of agricultural scientific research, meteorology 
and the prevention of natural disasters. There should be overall plan- 
ning to improve the conservation of agriculture, resources and the 
environment. The production of chemical fertilizers and the supply of 
insecticide and agricutural drugs should be increased. 


With Regard to the Relations Between Industry and Agriculture, Practice 
the Principle of One High and One Low 


10. The problem of support: There should be exchange of equal value 

in agriculture's support for industry and the countryside's support for 
the city. However, it should not be purely conditional in industry's 
support for agriculture and the city's support for the countryside. 

For instance, there should not be any cost for the urban labor force to 
help in the three autumn jobs of agricultural production. It is true 
for the factories’ supply of mechanical products to the rural production 
brigades and the state's long-term low interest, or even interest-free, 
loans to the countryside. However, the selling of agricultural products 
from the countryside to the city should not be on credit for too long a 
time. However, this is a fact and there is no need to explain it. At 
present, this is not the case with the factory's support for the produc- 
tion brigade and a close connection between the two. The factories are 
seizing the opportunity for gains. There has been a great deal of barter- 
ing among production brigades. But it does not exist between the produc- 
tion brigade and facto.:y. In industry's support for agriculture, the 
practices of high costs and secret deals should be prohibited to lower 
the price of agricultural machinery and implements needed for agricul- 
tural production. The expenses for maintaining agricultural machinery 
and implements and the cost of spare parts should also be lowered. This 
should also include wages. As for the supply of commercial goods to 

the countryside which are not connected with agricultural production, 
they should be categorized according to the situation of supply and 
marketing. This should be especially so with goods which are currently 
in short supply and require special consideration. Their prices should 
be increased to increase the power of consumption as well as to withdraw 
a large amount of currency from the countryside. We should adopt the 
policy of one high and one low to accumulate more capital for industrial 
and urban construction. That is, we should sell at low prices to make 
allowances for production; whereas selling at high prices is for the 
sake of retrieving money for accumulation.

KANG SHENG'S ROLE IN CULTURAL REVOLUTION OUTLINED

[Text] Ambition Meets a Fearful Death 


Of all the major CCP political figures who died during the 
Cultural Revolution, Kang Sheng is considered to have had the 
most lavish funeral. On 21 December 1975 Beijing held a solemn 
memorial service for Kang Sheng (he died on the 16th) and 
eulogized him as a "great proletarian revolutionary" anda 
"slorious anti-revisionist warrior." His cinerary casket was 
made of tortise-shell colored marble, with a stern upper-body 
relief sculpted in bronze on the cover. It is worthy of being 
called the most elegant and most imposing cinerary casket of 
all those in the Babaoshan Public Cemetary. 


Nonetheless, are you aware that Kang Sheng, who at the time of 
his death held the important position of deputy chairman of 

the Central Committee of the CCP, died a horrible death? Accord- 
ing to revelations by Kang's fellow workers, during the last 
few years of his life, the harm that he had caused to so many 
people not only robbed him of his sleep but also constantly 
caused him severe headaches and appalling hallucinations. He 
frequently had illusions that innumerable ghosts were taking 
turns at grasping, clutching, rending and beating him while 
crying that they died unjust deaths. Among these ghosts there 
were those from the latter 20s and the 30s who died because he 
has informed against them, betrayed them or made false cases 
against them; there were those from the 40s who died because 

of his schemes or because he obtained confessions by compulsion 
and gave them credence; and on a larger scale in the late 50s 
there were those everywhere throughout the whole nation who 
were harmed. From the 60s to the mid-70s there were those from 
white headed old revolutionaries to energetic young men and 
women and even babes yet in diapers, all beyond count. With 
eyes open Kang saw masses of ghosts wihh hair in disarray and 
bodies all covered with blood, and with eyes closed he stili 
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saw the same ghosts. He was only aware of his terrible head- 
aches and fears; he felt as if his body were about to explode 
into fragments; he was unable to eat and could not sleep sound- 
ly as all injections had lost their efficacy. Finally, the 
doctor had resort to a very special treatment, which was to 
show him movies, from morning to night, one after the other. 
The images in the movies could more or less disperse the il- 
lusions before his eyes and in his mind, enabling his nerves to 
gain a brief respite from tension and fatigue and get two or 
three hours of sleep each day. Upon waking he again entered his 
unending struggle. He struggled, screamed and cried, sometimes 
calling for help, sometimes begging forgiveness, sometimes 
screaming like a wild beast. After a period of mental anguish, 
he died in 2 state of extreme psychological disorder. 


Although Kang Sheng died while plagued with imaginary fears, 
nonetheless his "bag of tricks" was superior to that of other 
people, superior even to the likes of Lin Biao. His death, 
therefore, was a just end to his vain “ambitions.” Although his 
qualifications go back quite some time, during the 10 years of 
the Cultural Revolution ne was not considered an "upstart;" 
nonetheless, when the older cadres suffered through the recti- 
fication movements, he was always the rare exception, adding 
positions and gaining promotions, an arrogant person of great 
power. During the August 1966 enlarged session of the Tenth 
Plenum, he gained the favor of Mao Zedong and the support of 
Lin Biao and in one jump was promoted from an alternate to a 
standing membership in the Politboro. The very next month he 
became advisor to the Central Cultural Revolution Small Group 
(Group Leader, Chen Boda; First Deputy Group Leader, Jiang 
ding). During the August 1973 CCP Tenth Plenum purge of Lin 
Biao, he was further promoted to deputy chairman of the CCP 
Central Committee. He had great powers and controlled the im- 
portant departments in charge of organization, cadre, propagan- 
da, and Lillegible] liaison work. 


The Instigator of the Nie Yuanzi Big-character Poster 


How did Kang Sheng have the great ability to maintain himself 
in the position of a great hero on the treachous and deceitful 
political stage of the Cultural Revolution? The main reason is 
that he was able to fathom the intentions of Mao Zedong and 
protect himself on all sides. 


Long before the general outbreak of the Cultural Revolution, 
Kang Sheng availed himself of the merit he had gained during 
the Yenan period by helping out in the marriage between Mao and 
Jiang Qing to advance a special relationship with her and 
strengthen the ties between them. Thus, he heard from her of 
Mao's intent to launch a future political movement. He there- 
upon secretely instituted a number of activities to stir 
things up for Mao and thus provide a stepping stone for his 
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own promotion. During this period, Kang Sheng had already 
sought out three of the important strongholds in Beijing: 1. 
The Philosophy Research Institute of the Chinese Academy of 
Sciences. He penetrated the barriers here to gain control of 
Lin Yushi [2651 5124 2514] the editor-in-chief of "Philosophi- 
cal Research” as well as Wu Chuangi [0702 0278 0796 ) and Zhou 
Jingfang [0719 2529 2455] (later, Qi Benyu [2058 2609 4416] 
was also caught). 2. The philosophy department of Beijing Uni- 
versity. It was here that he discovered Nie Yuanzi [5119 0337 
2737 | and others who had been criticized by Peng Zhen and Lu 
Ping as “leftists.” 3. The CCP Central Party Schoole Here he 
was able to cultivate the influence of Li Guangping [2621 1684 
1627 |,Zhao Jilin [6329 4764 32187 and others in order to over- 
throw Lin Feng [2651 2800] (president of the party school). 
These three units were all “theoretical bases." Kang's plan 
was that when Mao Zedong sent down the order to launch the 
great struggle in the realm of culture, he would be able to 
manipulate the loyalty of these "scholars" in favor of Mao and 
thus obtain some political capital for himself. 


In late 1965, Yao Wenyuan's criticism of "Hai Rui Dismissed 

from Office" incited a wide-ranging scholarly debate. The CCP 
party central established Peng Zhen as the group leader of the 
"Cultural Revolutionary Five Man Small Group,” with Kang Sheng 
as one of the members. In February of 1966, Peng Zhen led the 
drafting of "An Outline Report Concerning Work on the Present 
Scholarly Debate,” known as the "February Outline Report," which 
presented ina very reasonable fashion opposition to the current 
phenomenon of assigning labels to people. Kang Sheng had joined 
in drafting the outline report, but he was aware of Mao's plans 
and so secretely informed on Peng Zhen and the others, telling 
Mao that the outline report had been drafted without his know- 
ledge. Mao thereupon issued the "May 16 Notification" abolish- 
ing the "Five Man Small Group” and criticizing the “February 
Outline Report.” Kang adopted a "leftist" posture to set him- 
self apart from the "Five Man Small Group" and safely made the 
transition to becoming advisor to the "Central Cultural Revo- 
lution Small Group.” 


On 2 June 1966, the RENMIN RIBAO, under the banner headline 
"Big-character Poster Unmasks Huge Plot,"“published the big- 
character poster titled "What Are Song Shi [1345 4311], Lu Ping 
(7120 1627] and Peng Peiyun [1756 0160 7189] Really Doing in 
the Cultural Revolution?” and other critical articles and edi- 
torials. This brought the "red terror” of the Cultural Revolu- 
tion upon the whole country. Mao Zedong praised this big-chara- 
cter poster as "The nation's first Marx-Leninist big-character 
poster." It has now been revealed that this big-character poster 
was entirely the work of Kang Sheng and his wife Cao Yiou [2580 
6522 2962 |. Just before the "May 16 Notification" was is- 
sued by the CCP Party Central Committee that is on May 14, without the 
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Knowledge of the party Central Committee, Kang Sheng sent his wife, in 
the name of the "Central Theoretical Study Group," to beijing 
University to make a "study," thus involving the Beijing Uni- 
versity Department of Philosophy, which long ago had been 

chosen as a stronghold. The “Study Group" was composed of seven 
people with Cao Yi'ou as group leader. Before she left for the 
university, Kang Sheng personally instructed her, "The flames 
must be ignited from Beijing University." A series of secret 
activities lead directly to the big-character poster written by 
Nie Yuanzi and the others. During the ensuing period of fermen- 
tation, Kang Sheng decided to begin action at the Beijing Muni- 
cipal Committee and use Beijing University as a breach. Cao 
Yi'ou ruthlessly said, "We must overthrow Song Shi, Lu Ping anu 
Peng Peiyun.” The big-character poster was then put into action 
along these lines, attacking the Beijing University party cou.- 
mittee as a “rightist stronghold," with the spearhead attacking 
the Beijing Municipal Committee. There was a severe reaction 
after this big-character poster was put up on the afternoon of 
May 25. That evening Zhou Enlai sent responsible people from 

the North China Regional Bureau, the State Council Staff Foreign 
Affairs Office and the Department o* Higher Education to Beijing 
to attempt to understand the situation and he moreover strongly 
criticized Nie and the others for stirring up trouble in the 
central government offices. After Kang Sheng became aware of 
Zhou Enlai's attitude he sent people to copy down the main ideas 
of the big-character poster in order to formulate his strategy. 
Kang finally decided to operate strategically from a commanding 
height, turned his back on Liu Shaoqi, Deng Xiaoping and Zhou 
Enlai who were in charge of matters in Beijing, to directly 

send the contents of the big-character poster to Mao Zedong, 

who was watching from the sidelines. On June ist, Kang "receiv- 
ed notice" that the big-character poster could be transmitted 

to the whole nation. 1..e same day Chen Boda took command of 
the RENMIN RIBAO, which united him with Kang Sheng. Chen, 
together with Guan Feng [7070 6912] and Wang Li [3769 0500], 
spent the whole night putting toghther critical articles and 
editorials, which were published together with the big-character 
poster of Nie Yuanzi in the June 2nd issue of the RENMIN RIBAO. 


Under the pincer attack of Yao Wenyuan's "Critique of the New 
Historical Drama ‘Hai Rui Dismissed from Office’" and Nie Yuan 
Yuanzi's big-character poster, and with the overt and covert 
attacks by Kang, Jiang and Chen, the "Old Beijing Revolutionary 
Committee," the "Old Ministry of Propaganda” and the "Old 
Ministry of Culture" toppled one by one. In August of 1966 a 
meeting attended by 10,000 people was held at the Beijing 
Teachers est with speechs by Kang Sheng, suan Feng and Lin 
Jie [2651 2638! along with Tan Houlan [6223 0624 5695], the 
creat rebel leader of Beijing Teachers College. During his 
speech Lin Jie pointed to Tan saying that someone wanted to 
seize his backer, and then pounded his chest and said, "I happen 
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to be Tan Houlan's backer." Following this, Guan Feng took a 
step forward and said, "And I happen to be Lin Jie's backer.” 
Finally, Kang Sheng proudly said, “And I happen to be Guan 
Feng's backer." What a proud performance! Nonetheless, it did 
reveal the special relationship of Kang Sheng with those in- 
significant insects Wang, Guan and Qi (Benyu , 


Later, while Wang, Guan and Feng one after the other betrayed 
themselves and Lin Biao and Chen Boda also were overthrown, 

the wily old fox Kang Sheng managed to succeed to the post of 
Mao Zedong's “expert on theory" in the CCP, and became group 
leader of the Central Theory Small Group as well as the assis- 
tant editor of the committee in charge of "The Selected Works 
of Mao Zedong." Although he was ill beyond recovery after the 
"Tenth Plenum” he still maintained strong relationships with 
Jiang Qing and the rest. He also participated in the Anti-Lin 
Anti-Confucius campaign and turned his spearpoint against Zhou 
Enlai. He gave approval to Cao Yi'ou's directive to the central 
party school's literary study group (though it was written 
under the name Tang Xiaowen 0981 2556 2429]) "Enthusiastically 
Participate in the Anti-Lin Anti-Confucius Campaign." Later, 
Jiang Qing became involved with this. According to instruc- 
tions from Kang and Jiang, the Anti-Lin Anti-Confucius cam- 
paign d"Tan Xiaowen"” was closely matched by the "anti-Duke of 
Zhou" campaign, which consisted of articles attacking Zhou 
Enlai. 


However, because Kang Sheng was so skilled at reading people's 
expressions, detecting trends, following other's leads, and 
operating smoothly, he generally operated behind the scenes, 
secretly providing Lin and Jiang with plans and strategies 
while openly maintaining a certain distance from them, pre- 
tending to be a unity unto himself. Consequently, his true anti- 
revolutionary nature was never revealed until after his death. 
Near death, Kang heard that Mao Zedong had criticized the "gang 
of four," and also learned that during the first half of 1975 
the Politboro held several meetings criticizing the "gang of 
four," so he made a number of opportunistic moves, hurriedly 
expressing support for the criticism of the “gang of four." 
Moreover, he sent someone to Zhou Enlai expressing his willing- 
ness to “unmask” Jiang Qing. Obviously, his motivation for 
making these moves when so near death was worry that one day 
the “gang of four" would be overthrown, and he wished to avoid 
having his name joined to theirs. 


This is the way he was, a double-faced trickster who so embel- 
lished himself that even so perceptive a person as Zhou Enlai 
always thought well of him. It is said, that to avoid disturbing 
Zhou Enlai,Kang's death on 16 December 1975, was never reported 
to him. Early in 1976, when Zhou himself was near death because 
of illness, he said to the doctor in attendance that he was 
fine and that the doctor should take care of Comrade Kang Sheng. 
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The Perpetrator of the Liu Shaoqi Frameup 


Kane Sheng was an old hand at oppressing cadres and framing 
cases. He was for a long time in charge of intra-party intelli- 
fence and investigation of cadres' personal histories. During 
the Cultural Revolution he also was advisor to the Cultural 
Revolutionary Small Groups as well as group leader of the Cen- 
tral Organization and Propaganda Group, and he used his power 
to harm anumberof loyal, upright people. According to statis- 
tics, the now known total number of veteran cadres named by 
Kang Sheng for attack reaches 200. The examples given here will 
demonstrate the larger picture. 


The Perpetrator of the Liu Shaoqi Frameup. Around 1967, the 
Chinese Communist propaganda and public opinion circles began 
a storm of criticism over Liu Shaoqi's “How to be a Good Com- 
munist," especially attacking the 1962 re-published edition of 
the book. One problem they found was that there still was no 
mention of the “dictatorship of the proletariat," which proved 
that this book was damaging to and secretly opposed to the 
dictatorship of the proletariat. Another problem was tha’ 
Stalin's name had been removed from the book, which was recog- 
nized as agreement with Khrushchev's opposition to Stalin. Al- 
though, for the 196 edition, Kang Sheng positively advocated, 
and had made, "a number of revisions and emendations," nonethe- 
less, at this time (in 1967) he enthusiastically joined in the 
attack on it. 


During the process of eliminating Liu Shaoqi, Kang Sheng active- 
ly joined the ranks of Lin Biao and Jiang Qing, providing the 
leads for "The Investigative Report of Liu Shaoqi's Crimes," 

and fabricating evidence. Kang even advocated "capital punish- 
ment" for Liu Shaoqi, later he suggested prosecuting and 
"convicting" him according to law. 


The Death of Liu Ren [0491 0088]. At the outbreak of the Cultur- 
al Revolution, Kang Sheng, in collusion with Lin Biao, Chen 
Boda and Jiang Qing,initiated their attack on the Beijing Muni- 
cipal Committee under the leadership of Peng Zhen. They charged 
the Beijing Revolutionary Committee with “Ten Major Crimes," 
Slandering Peng Zhen, Liu Ren and other leading cadres of the 
Committee as m “anti-revolutionary, revisionist clique," an 
"anti-revolutionary gang” and as leaders of an "independent 
kingdom." Liu Ren, along with a few leading cadres, was put in 
prison. Taking advantage of their difficulties, Kang Sheng 
Slandered Liu Ren as an "anti-revolutionary agent, a betrayer 
of party, national and military secrets, and a traitor to 
party and state.” Having ulterior motives, he claimed that they 
"could not be treated as ordinary criminals” and clamored that 
they be ‘put in chains and subjected to severe, violent question- 
ing. Because of these "fabricated" charges, Liu Ren was jailed 

in chains and died in prison in 1973. 
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Yang Zhihua [2799 0037 5478], the Widow of Qiu Qiubai, is 
Hounded to Death. Yang Zhi was a veteran party member, going 
back to 1924. Early in 193, in Shanghai, Yang became the 
secretary of the Central Bureau and Organization Department. At 
that time the Shanghai party organization was constantly being 
broken up and suffered severe losses. Yang suggested that Kang 
Sheng, who at that time was in charge of the Organization 
Department, find out the reasons and make a summation of the 
experiences. Kang Sheng not only refused but also was very dis- 
satisfied with her. Later, he labeled her as a right opportunist 
and abolished her position. At the outbreak of the Cultural 
Revolution, Kang feared that Yang would reveal his unsavory 
background and could only be satisfied with her death. He per- 
sonally directed the attack against her, first tricking the 
students of the Political and Legal Academy to hold a struggle 
meeting and beat Yang. Right after that, he accused her of 
being a renegade and having illicit relations with foreign 
countries. He told the group in charge of the special case, 
"While in prison in Xinjiang in 1934, these people betrayed the 
party and made voluntary confessions, later destroying the 
evidence and concealing themselves in the party, intending to 
be traitors." He specially underlined Yang Zhihua's name, and 
wanted the group for the special case to carry out a "class 
struggle" against her. In this fashion, Yang was arrested, 
jailed and hounded to death. 


The Use of Fascist Techniques Against Yang Xianzhen [2799 3759 
3791 |. Kang Sheng was the first person in the party to use the 
fascist agent technique. This was the technique he used to 
oppress Yang Xianzhen, who had been the president of the Central 
High-echelon Party School. Once, Kang Sheng's wife Yang Yi'ou 
(along with Fan Ruoyu (4636 5387 194é ]) accompanied some experts 
from the Soviet Union on a visit to see Yang Xianzhen, and 

after the meeting the Soviet experts had dinner with Yang. Dur- 
ing the Cultrual Revolution, Kang ordered some people to force 
Yang to admit that these were Soviet Spies and that he had 
illicit relations with a foreign country. Yang had no way out 
and could only admit that it was so, however, he insisted on 
writing in the confession that the Soviet spies were introduced 
to him by Yang Yi'ou. Kang Sheng was helpless and could not 
press the matter, but he found other ways to oppress Yang Xian- 
zhen. 


Examples such as these are too numerous to mention. Because of 
Kang Sheng's power and qualifications and because of his skills 
in imposture, he truly was a "writer of indictments" who killed 
people without ever becoming bloodstained. During the latter 
part of the Cultural Revolution, Kang Sheng secretly ordered 
Guo Yufeng [6753 3768 1496}, who was in charge of work in the 
Central Organizational Department, to gently resist the order 
from Mao Zedong and Zhou Enlai to release cadres, and this 





caused the problems for a number of veteran cadres to remain 
unresolved for quite some time. A number of historical problems 
which had already been concluded were for a long time treated 
as pending cases. Consequently, the reason why before the over- 
throw of the "gang of four” many veteran cadres could not be 
released was because of Kang's underhanded obstruction. 


The ten years of the Cultural Revolution were ten years of 
catastrophe! And it seems that Kang Sheng had his hand in on 
each and every calamity. His crimes truly are: "The inexhaust- 
ible bamboo of the Southern Mountains, An endless list of 
crimes; The ceaseless waves of the Eastern Ocean, An endless 
flow of evil." 


Although Kang Sheng was sc skillful in imposture, nonetheless, 
following the downfall of the "gang of four," and following the 
deeply penetrating criticism campaigns, it was revealed that 
some of the major crimes of the "gang of four" and even those 
of the Lin Biao anti-party clique were in part attributable to 
Kang Sheng. Kang is worthy of the name of villainous advisor 

to Lin Biao and the “gang of four." This is especially shown by 
the visit of the Yugoslave President Tito to China in 1977, 
wherein he informed Hua Guofeng that there is irrefutable evi- 
dence that 30 years ago in Moscow Kang Sheng joined the 
Trotskyites. This old fox has shown even more of his tail. 


Following the exoneration of the most serious of false cases in 
the Cultural Revolution, that against Liu Shaoqi, the name of 
Kang Sheng, this most deeply covert of ambitious strivers, 
plotters and double-dealers, will be exposed in broad daylight 
and forever nailed to a post of ignominy in history.

[Text] The party committee of a certain unit of the navy that was stationed 
in Shanghai studied Comrade Deng Xiaoping's report on the present situation 
and task in order to be attuned to reality. In their study they discussed 
with emphasis the five relationships. 


(1) The relationship between the main current and the tributary. 


Based on facts they had heard and seen the perty committee openly discussed 
the great changes in our country's condicions since the smashing of the 
"gang of four." All recognized that in the past 3 years, especially since 
the Third Plenary Session, our country had obtained great achievement on 
the political, economic, military, cultural, and diplomatic fronts, and had 
laid a solid foundation in all aspects for our going into the 1980's. This 
was the main current of the situation. We must correctly recognize the 
situation and distinguish between the main current and the tributary. We 
must fully affirm the achievements, and we must also correctly take care of 
the difficulties. 


(2) The relationship between peace and unity on the one hand and lively 
exuberance on the other. 


All recognized that a peaceful and unified political situation was a guarantee 
for the lively and exuberant development of the activeness and creativeness 

of the masses; lively exuberance not only could develop the activeness and 
creativeness, but could also promote the consolidation and development of 
peace and unity. If there was conflict between lively exuberance and 

peaceful unity, we must obey peaceful unity; we would never allow anybody, 
holding the flag of "democracy" and “human rights," to destroy the peace 

and unity of our political situation. However, in order to strengthen and 
develop the political situation of peace and unity, we must develop democracy 
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a step further, fully bring forward the activeness and creativeness of the 
vast numbers of cadres and fighters, to achieve not only peace and unity, 
but also liveliness and exuberance, to guarantee that the party's lines, 
principles, and policies were carried out continuously. 


(3) The relationship between developing production and improving livelihood, 


Everybody recognized that developing production preceded the improvement of 
livelihood. The improvement of livelihood could not be separated from the 
development of production, Our ceuntry had a large population, a poor 
foundation to start with; our science and technology were backward. Our 
national income could not be significantly increased in a short period. 

The improvement of livelihood required a passage of time. It would depend 
on the creative spirit of our difficult struggles to change; we would have 
to talk a lot about difficult struggles, a lot about serving the people and 
that individual interests should be subordinate to revolutionary interests. 
We should hold up the thoughts which glorified difficult struggles but 
would regard enjoyment-seeking as a disgrace. Everybody further recognized 
that while emphasizing difficult struggles, the leaders should be concerned 
with the life of the masses; within the realu of their capability, they 
should realistically solve the concrete problems of the cadres and the 
fighting men. 


(4) The relationship between Red and expert. 


Lin Biao and the "gang of four" had been utterly confused in their treatment 
of the relationships between Red and expert. The remnant poison of this 
confusion had not yet been eliminated. Through study everybody should 
recognize that being Red meant having a high degree of revolutionary con- 
sciousness, and being expert meant being skilled in one's task and profession. 
Being expert was not being Red, but being Red required being expert. Only 
after a contingent of Red and expert cadres was formed could the heavy 
responsibility of leading the four modernizations be taken up, could the 
heavy responsibility of lea“*ing the two modernizations in the military be 
taken up. ' 


(5S) The relationship between insistence on the four basic principles and 
the libera’‘ion of thought. 


The party committee guided everybody in looking back at the party history 
Since the founding of the party, especially since the Third Plenary Session, 
to make everybody realize that only by persistence in the four basic princi- 
ples could the liberation of thought be held in the correct direction. Only 
through the liberation of thought could the four basic principles, which 

had been destroyed by Lin Biao and the "gang of four," be recovered. The 
nucleus of persisting in the four basic principles was the insistence that 
the party should lead. It had to be under the leadership of the party to 
continue liberating the thought, to use practice as the criterion, to 
improve education and training, to improve rules and systems step by step, 
and to promote the building of the military.

In 1963 Wang Ruzhi, harboring a strong ambition to surpass advanced world 
levels, became involved on the first line of nuclear and chemical explosion 
tests. The nuclear test site was located in the vast Gobi Desert. There at 
her first job she worked hard for more than a half year. When our country 
successiully exploded its first atomic bomb, she led her comrades-in-arms in 
a rush to the observation point and worked against time to bring back the 
equipment. As a result, the key parameters [of the explosion] were quickly 
ascertained. The command post immediately reported the good heartwarming 
news to Premier Zhou. Later on, she and leading comrades and scientific and 
technical personnel who |.ad taken part in the test were kindly received by 
Premier Zhou. 


In the summer and autumn of 1975, the institute organized its personnel to 
take part in a nuclear effect test. At the time, Wang had a tumor the size 
of an egg in her stomach, and although she did not feel very well, she still 
insisted on working on the test. Later on, the doctor removed a tumor 
weighing six jin from her stomach. As soon as the stitches were out, she 
left the hospital and rushed back to the institute to start work again.

Woman technician Wang Xiangrong [3769 0686 2837], who was the youngest repre- 
sentative to take part in the National Science Conference, is a pathfinding 
vanguard on the march towards the modernization of national defense. 


A silicon controlled rectifier (SCR) inverter developed by a communications 
technical innovation team of an armored unit of the Beijing Units constituted 
a desirable first step in serving as an added new electric power source for 
medium- and low-powered communications equipment in vehicles. However, such 
shortcomings as being unsuitable for low-voltage input and unusable in keying 
still existed. The upper-level leadership assigned the task of improving tue 
SCR inverter to Wang Xiangrong. She studied more than ten books on technical 
theories, consulted numerous related domestic and foreign technical data and 
went with her comrades-in-arms to a number of plants to study and acquire 
experience. After repeated comparisons, analyses and studies, she boldly 
abandoned the idea of a SCR inverter and an existing transistorized inverter 
circuit and started anew on designing and developing a keying transistorized 
inverter that had new types of circuits, greater power output, higher effi- 
ciency and that was compact. In order to shorten the amount of time needed 
to finalize the design and to collect firsvchand data, she overcame car sick- 
ness and rode for over 6,000 miles to take part in a field test. During the 
test, she promptly resolved various kinds of problems encountered and was 
able to finally come up with accurate requirements in the design, thereby 
filling a gap in the electric power source for our military communications 
vehicles.

AUDIOVISUAL EDUCATION IN THE MILITARY

[Text] Full utilization of such things as movies, television and slide 
projectors to complement education in training is an effective means to 
raise the quality of training. With the assistance and guidance of the 
upper-level organs, our antichemical warfare regiment, basing itself on 
existing conditions, relied on the wisdom of the masses which made possible 
a gradual realization of audiovisual education for specialized training in 
major courses. Since May of last year, we have shown 20 films on military 
and scientific education. We ourselves made projectors, reflecting epidia- 
scopes and electric demonstrators. We also made additional purchases of 
such things as recorders and closed-circuit television cameras, monitors 

and control equipment. During practice we came to understand that audio- 
visual education has very many good points. First, images are concrete 

and they're easy to understand and remember. In the past when there were 
talks on atomic structure, nuclear fission and fusion and chain reactions, 
it was not easy for the instructors to make these things clear and it was 
difficult for the students to understand them. Now we use electric demon- 
strators when we explain principles, and the images are immediately visible 
and the presentation is vivid and dramatic, which enables the fighters to 
develop more interest the more they study. Second, there are savings in 
time and effort and we get twice the results with half the effort. In the 
past there were "three copies" in education. The instructor would first 
copy the lesson plans and then again copy them on the blackboard, after 
which the fighters would copy them in their notebooks. Now the blackboard 
has become the motion picture screen or the fluorescent screen. At the 
showing of a film or slides, very many companies can see the material, which 
has changed the situation from what it had been in the past when many instruc- 
tors prepared lessons simultaneously. Things can also be shown repeatedly, 
and supplementary classes can be provided. Thirdly, study can be thorough 
and detailed, close to actual combat. By the use of movies and television, 
the thinking of cadres and fighters can be brought to the edge of actual com- 
bat. For example, when an atomic bomb explodes, everyone can see the flash, 
fireball, shock waves and the radiation of rays as if they were there. We 
have also taped material from enemy forces and shown it, which enabled every- 
one to know himself and the enemy and strengthened the purposefulness of 
training. 
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Audiovisual education has improved the quality of training. In assessments 
at the end of last year, all the companies made good showings and the entire 
regiment had an overall evaluation of excellent.

"BA YI RADIO’ ON PROPAGANDA ON HEROIC DEEDS IN WAR AGAINST VIETNAM

(Text) It was repeatedly emphasized both at the CPPCC Military Com- 
mission's January meeting and at the PLA General Political Department's 
propaganda work conference that no extensive propaganda activities 
should be carried out in the army and throughout the country on the 
occasion of the anniversary of the self-defensive war against Vietnam. 


However, acting against the opinions of the majority of the people, a 
certain person who holds the highest position and possesses the greatest 
power chose to act in his own way. At the end of January and in early 
February, he three times instructed his trusted followers in the PLA 
General Political Department and the Culture Ministry to launch propa- 
ganda campaigns in various localities throughout the country and in all 
the military regions. Based on his instructions, the PLA General Polit- 
ical Department organized a special mobile group and dispatched it to 
the military regions to rerort on the deeds of Lu Shicai. Moreover, the 
Chinese PLA Revolutionary Military Museum sponsored an exhibit of Lu 
Shicai's deeds, and the “August 1" Film Studio in Shanghai was already 
busily engaged in shooting a documentary film about Lu Shicai. The PLA 
REPORT in its fourth issue even lavished 10 pages in reporting the deeds 
of Lu Shicai, and the publishing units under the PLA are preparing to 
publish books for the same purpose. Furthermore, Vice Premier Deng per- 
sonally instructed Comrades Wei Guoqing and Hong Xuezhi to participate 
in the ceremony for conferring the posthumous title of "model surgeon’ 
on Comrade Lu Shicai. In a word, another high tide of propagating the 
war against Vietnam has been whipped up in the whole army, in an attempt 
to obtain a result that last year's reporting group failed to obtain, 

by means of propagating Lu Shicai's deeds. 


However, dialectics tells us that everything has a dual character and 
development is not determined by man's wishful thinking. 
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First of all, the attack on Vietnam was a very unwise move. After the 
attack was started, to unilaterally withdraw the troops oefore reach- 
ing a proper cease-fire agreement--thereby causing serious casualties 

to our army--was an even more serious mistake both in strategy and tac- 
tice. For this reason, at last year's CCPCC Political Bureau conference 
and Military Commission meeting, Chen Yun, Xu Xianqian and other comrades 
made serious criticism. It is therefore naive to try to reverse the 
people's attitude toward the war against Vietnam today merely by propa- 
gating some heroic deeds according to one's wishful thinking. As men- 
tioned above, everything has a dual character. When we are propagating 
Lu Shicai's heroic deeds of rescuing wounded fighters, we cannot refrain 
from thinking of the cruel nature of this war and the possible amazing 
number of the wounded fighters rescued by the whole PLA medical staff in 
view of the great number rescued by Lu Shicai himself alone, and from 
asking ourselves how many people were at last killed in the war against 
Vietnam. This will be the negative result that the propaganda campaign 
on the war against Vietnam will bring about. 


In his instructions issued to the Propaganda Department, Vice Premier 
Deng said: "Do not be afraid of propagating the cruel nature of war. 
We maintain an army for a thousand days to use it for an hour. An army 
should not fear fighting a war." Generally speaking, this is correct, 
for an army should always be ready to fight a war. However, before 
fighting a war, we must make sure whether or not it is a just one, 
whether or not it is necessary and whether or not it is worthwhile. 
Vice Premier Deng said: ‘We must teach Vietnam a lesson" and "the war 
against Vietnam was fought to impress others." These words cannot con- 
stitute sufficient grounds for launching offensive against Vietnam, nor 
is it worthwhile to risk the lives of some 50,000 commanders and fighters 
and spend more than 3.4 billion yuan in funds and materiel just for the 
sake of these words. 





For the reasons cited above, we are therefore afraid that to extensively 
propagate the heroic deeds of the self-defensive war against Vietnam in 
the PLA units will only create negative results among the commanders and 
fighters.

the building of a long-term stable and unified political situation, to 
subject ourselves to the general goal of working for the four modernizations 
with absolute unity. In our enterprise, the people cannot be separated 

from the army, and the army cannot be separated from the people; it was this 
way in the past during the periodof the revolutionary war, and it is this 
way in the period of peaceful construction; if some day there is an emergency, 
it will be this way even more so. Army-government and army-people unity 
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is a thing of great concern. We want to say things helpful to unity and 

we want to do things helpful to unity; all the talks and activities that are 
detrimental to the army-government and army-people unity are opposed to the 
people's interest and will. 


In the disposition of problems concerning the relations between the army and 
the people, we must be mutually understanding, look after each other, support 
each other. Local comrades should actively bear responsibilities, should 

be more inclined to find causes and explanations in local areas, and should 
conduct more self-criticisms. Whenever there are problems which the army 
requests the local [comrades] to help solve, the [local comrades] should 
help solve whatever they can. 


In sum, the party committees of the different levels must fully emphasize 
this year's activities of supporting the army and giving favored treatment 
to servicemen's families, and of supporting the government and cherishing 
the people. We must recognize that striving to protect and strengthen the 
army-government and army-people unity is very important in tne realization 
of the great unity of the people of the entire country to work for the 

four modernizations with one mind. Therefore, we must never regard the work 
of supporting the army and giving favored treatment to servicemen's families 
and of supporting the government and cherishing the people as routine 
administration; nor can we neglect it because of our present heavy work 
load. Through this activity we must make the army-government and army- 
people relations even closer, to the degree that the army-government and 
army-people are completely unified to work for the great enterprise of 

the four modernizations.

[Text] The formulation that "the national question is essentially a 
class question" has been in vogue for a long time in theoretical studies 
on the national question in our country. 


This formulation first appeared in articles published in the late 1950's 
and early 1960's. Beginning in 1962, it was widely quoted as an impor- 
tant theoretical basis for the criticism of the so-called "capitulation- 
ist and revisionist line" in the work of the United Front Department and 
the Nationalities Affairs Commission. Articles subsequently published 
in newspapers and magazines described this formulation as "a universal 
truth of Marxism-Leninism; a universal truth which has withstood numer- 
ous tests of practice.'’ They also categorically asserted that the 
errors we made in our nationalities work were "primarily due to our lack 
of understanding about the Marxist theory which says that the national 
question is essentially a class question." 





When Lin Biao and the ''gang of four’’ ran amuck, they pushed this formula- 
tion to the extreme and preached that the question of minority nationali- 
ties is one of class struggle, thus seriously undermining the unity of 
various nationalities in our country. 


After the party's third plenum scientifically analyzed the class situa- 
tion in our country, some comrades began to argue against this formula- 
tion which had been looked upon as the golden law for so many years. 
However, some comrades still hold fast to this formulation. The follow- 
ing are some of my humble opinions. 


1. Our study of the national question, like all other questions, must 
proceed from concrete historical conditions. In his special thesis on 
the national question, Lenin pointed out: "The categorical requirement 
of Marxist theory in investigating any social question is that it be 
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examined within definite historical limits and, if it refers to a par- 
ticular country (for example, the national program for a given country), 
that account be taken of the specific features distinguishing that coun- 
try from others in the same historical epoch."’ (Lenin: "Selected Works," 
Vol 2, p 512) 


The national question is a part of the general question on the develop- 
ment of revolution. Under different social systems and in different 
historical periods, the national question has different characteristics 
and tasks that are suited to the revolutionary character of each particu- 
lar historical period. Stalin himself had phased the essence of the 
national question in different ways in the light of developing and chang- 
ing historical conditions. 


In discussing the national question in Yugoslavia, he pointed out: "In 
essence, the national question is a peasant question." (Stalin: 
"Collected Works,'"' Vol 7, p 61) 


When the civil war was about to come to a triumphant end and the country 
about to switch to economic construction he said: "The essence of the 
national question in the Russian Sc: .4 ist Federated Soviet Republic lies 
in abolishing the actual backwardness (economic, political and cultural) 
that some of the nations have inher '*ed from the past, to make it possible 
for the backward peoples to catch up «itn central Russia in political, 
cultural and economic respects." (Stalin: ‘Collected Works," Vol 5, 

p 31) 


In 1923, in handling the question of the federal system--a form of union 
linking various national states within the territory of Soviet Russia, 
Stalin said: ‘Under the present conditions of Soviet development the 
class essence of the national question lies in the establishment of 

mutual relations between “he proletariat of the former dominant nation 

and the peasantry of the formerly oppressed nationalities." (Ibid., p 195) 


It is thus clear that Marxism has never summed up the "essence" of the 
entire national question in a general and rigid formulation. It is 
naturally incongruous with the requirement of Marxist theory to sum up 
the national question as essentially a class question without making a 
distinction between the national and colonial question in the inter- 
national arena and the national question within our own country, or 
between the period of the democratic revolution and the socialist period. 


2. This formulation does not tally with the objective reality of the 
national question in the socialist period of our country. 


After the founding of new China, our party led the people of various 

nationalities to steadily bring about democratic reforms and socialist 
transformation in their native areas and eliminate the feudal landlord 
system, the serf system and the slave-owning system and helped minority 
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nationalities in different stages of social development make the transi- 
tion to socialism. Thus, we basically eliminated the class origin of 
national oppression, discrimination and antagonism, merged various 
minority nationalities into one single socialist nationality and ushered 
our country into a new period of common prosperity for various minority 
nationalities. Based on these facte, | would say that in the socialist 
period, most of the iesues which constantly crop up in the national 
question are criggered by national characteristics, national differences 
and uneven economic and cultural development. These questions cannot be 
casually summed up as a clase question. 


For example, can we call the long existing national differences in written 
and spoken language, customs and habits, psychology and religious beliefs 
a class question? When the departments in charge of nationalities affairs 
have aroused the discontent of the minority nationality peoples because 
they have not done enough to help develop the economy and culture of the 
minority nationality regions and have not properly taken care of the 
interests of the local people, can we say that this is a class question? 
When problems detrimental to national sentiments and unity have arisen 
between cadres of Han nationality and other minority nationalities or 
among the minority nationality cadres due to a lack of understanding of 
each other's customs and habits, can we say that this is a class ques- 
tion? 


The formulation that "the national question is essen.ially a class ques- 
tion” singles out incidents of acute class struggle which took place in 
the minority nationality regions at one time and unrealistically exag- 
gerates the part played by class struggle in the national question. This 
did not tally with the overall situation then and does not conform to the 
objective reality of the class situation and class struggle in the new 
period now.

SCHOOLS URGED TO SHIFT EMPHASIS OF THEIK WORK TO TEACHING

[Text] "Education must serve proletarian politics and be combined with 
productive labor" is our party's basic educational policy based on the 
comprehensive experiences in our country's educational reform summed up by 
Chairman Mao under the guidance of the basic principle of Marxism. It is a 
scientific conclusion drawn from practical experiences and a reflection of 
the objective law of the development of proletarian education. The ultraleft 
line promoted by Lin Biao and the "gang of four” on the educational front 
during the past 10 years or more, and mistakes committec by "leftists" or 
rightists on this front before the Great Cultural Revolution constituted a 
travesty and direct violation of this law and the party's educational 
policy. Today, we must em, iasize the rectification of the ideological line 
and develop education and run schools according to the objective law of 
education. While doing so, our primary task is to continuously eliminate 
the pernicious influence of the ultraleft line pushed by Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four" in betrayal of our party's educational policy, to 
conscientiously study and sum up our educational work over the past three 
decades through the discussion on practice being the sole criterion for 
verifying the truth, to draw both positive and negative experiences in this 
field, and to raise our awareness of the need for running schools according 
to the law of education. 


I 


During the new long march, we must run schools according to the law of 
education, and clearly define the relationship between education and the 
general task for the new period. Education is the foundation of the four 
modernizations, and an important front for carrying out the party's general 
task for the new period. Any form of education that does not take into 
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account the requirements of the general task or any suggestion to carry out 
the general task in disregard of education is unthinkable. In the final 
analysis, education is a service which must give first priority to meeting 
the requirements of the general task. A review of our party's experiences 
in education during the revolutionary wars, the socialist revolution and 
construction, especially the painful lesson we have drawn from the 
implementation of the ultraleft line by Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” 
and their disruptive effect on education has led us to conclude that the 
party's educational undertaking is subordinate to the requirements of the 
party's political task for various periods of history and should be 
developed to meet the objective needs of the economic development. For 
example, the “evening schools for workers," and the "peasant movement 
lecture centers" during the great revolution; the Anti-Japanese Military 
and Political College during the War of Resistance Against Japan; the 
primary, secondary and higher education that developed vigorously during 
the First Five-Year Pian had been praised by the people for training many 
competent cadres who formed the backbone of the worker-peasant movement, 

@ large number of outstanding anti-Japanese militarymen, and hundreds of 
thousands of qualified personnel engaged in construction. 


At a time when education is developed to keep pace with the requirements 

of the four modernizations, a problem that needs to be urgently solved is 
that an effort has to be made to help some leading comrades to understand 
the importance of educational work. Whether they can attach enough importance 
to education reflects a question of whether they are politically farsighted 
or not, whether they are really concerned with the well-being of the masses 
and whether they are genuinely interested in the four modernizations. In 
the past, just as some comrades had actually done, the people were often 
urged to "give first priority to industry and communications, second 
priority to finance and trade and to devote the rest of their energy to 
grasping culture and education.” If this suggestion were heeded, we would 
never have had any time left to grasp education. Today, whenever education 
is discussed, it is always regarded as a nonproductive unit; although 
education cannot deliver anything like "profits" to the higher authorities, 
it is an undertaking to “develop human brain power," and “an enterprise 

of investment in the nation's future," and an important part of the labor 
power redevelopment process. No one should look at education with a 
shortsighted eye. Because the end-product of education is qualified 
personnel, it takes a longer time to produce and therefore should not be 
treated as a lucrative business but as a long-term plan for promoting the 
high-speed development of the productive forces. It is justified to regard 
competition among the technologically developed countries as virtually a 
"competition in education.” This is true. As everyone knows, without modern 
education as its firm foundation, no eountry can achieve a high level of 
modernization. This shows that an atmosphere in which the entire party 

and society at large are concerned with, attach importance to and support 
education should be created, an atmosphere that is absolutely essential to 
the realization of the four modernizations. Before his death, Chairman Mao 
once asked the first secretaries of the provincial, municipal and county 
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party committees not to overlook education, pointing out that "the habit of 
ignoring education cannot be tolerated.” Even today, this instruction given 
by Chairman Mao remains valid. Apart from attaching importance to education 
and its development in words, we must take practical actions to solve 
related problems. Our leaders should learn to grasp education according to 
the law of education. Only thus can they get work well done. 


We must pay “tuition” for training qualified personnel. Investment in 
education should be included in our national economic development plan, if 
we want to develop education effectively. The crux of the problem lies in 
how to strike an overall balance and handle properly the relationship betwee 
"bone and flesh.: Departments in charge of the administration of education 
should help soive specific problems in addition to guaranteeing the supply 
of neceseary manpower, financial and material resources for the educational 
institutions. When Lin Biao and the "gang of four"were in power, education 
suffered the greatest damage. This was especially true in our province 
where the problem caused by the perverted behavior of the sworn followers of 
the "gang of four"in Liaoning Province was more serious than elsewhere in 
our country; the acute shortage of educated personnel caused by the "suspen- 
sion of education” and "training programs lagging behind schedule" has 
hampered the progress in the four modernizations in our province and the 
training of a new generation. Although the education budget has increased 
since the downfall of the "gang of four,” it still accounts for a very 

small percentage of the state budget, falling far behind the actual needs 

for strengthening our school education in keeping with the pace of the 

four modernizations. Necessary teaching facilities such as school buildings, 
books and libraries, laboratories still fall far behind the educational needs. 
Most of secondary and primary schools now have to divide into morning and 
afternoon schools because of the lack of classrooms, forcing students to 
devote half a day to learning and the other half to herding sheep. This 
educational system is bound to have a harmful effect on the physical and 
mental growth of students. Furthermore, the underpaid educators have 
presented a social problem that needs to be solved. Unlike the departments 
of industry and communications, and finance and trade, schools have no enter- 
prise working capitals and no factory director contingency funds. Unlike 
workers and cadres on the other fronts, teachers are not entitled to material 
incentives and welfare treatment despite their enormous efforts and active 
contributions to the nation. This is a long-standing problem. 1. addition 
to asking the comrades on the educational front to view it from the point of 
view of the situation as a whole, and in the light of real difficulties that 
presently exist in our country, the state should also actively seek ways and 
work out measures to solve this problen. 


To develop education to meet the requirements for carrying out the general 
task calls for strengthening the implementation of the educational plans. 

The objectives of training in schools, the ceilings and qualifications of 
students to be enrolled into schools at all levels, the allocation of 
teachers, teaching plans, teaching equipment and laboratories, vocational 
courses, the placement of graduates and the location of schools at all levels 
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to be bulit should be considered under an overall plan and arrangement. We 
must foresee the needs of the distant future. Only thus can we avoid being 
criticized by the generations to come for any shortcomings and mistakes 

that they will have to correct and we ourselves can now prevent. For years, 
under the disruptive influence of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," education 
under the “planning economy’ was programmed without aims in mind. Most of 
their plans on paper did not take into account the practical needs of our 
country with their requirements for quality not well specified; there was no 
unified plan for achieving the objectives of training, which often fell far 
behind the actual needs of revolution and construction. Some personnel 
recruiting agencies were criticized by graduates and society at large for 
displaying parochial prejudice and for practicing departmentalism in 
recruiting the people and for misusing them. In this way, our limited number 
of specialized personnel were placed in positions where they could not put 

to good use what they had learned in schools. This situation should be 
completely changed. Any success in this respect calls for close coordination 
between the planning and educational departments, conscientious study and 
investigations of the actual needs and trends of our society, careful 
calculation of our future needs, reasonable planning and proper arrangements 
for placing p@rsonnel to be trained. Only thus can we eliminate the waste- 
ful practices in training and employment and help students coordinate their 
learning in school with the future needs of our society. 





To win the first b@attie for the four modernizations, the Party Central 
Committee has asked workers on all fronts to conscientiously implement the 
policy of the readjustment, restructuring, consolidation and improvement of 
the national economy. In pursuit of this "“eight-point” policy, the 
educational front should keep in close touch with reality, run schools 
according to the law of education and gear education to serve the needs of 
modernization in a better way under the current new situation. The develop- 
ment of education should take into account the objective needs and our country's 
limited human, material and financial resources. Our education should be 
based on scientific plans and objective needs instead of our subjective 
wishes. Only thus can we reconcile our needs to our ability to meet such 
needs. The 30 years of our practical experiences following the PRC's 
founding show that at the time of the readjustment of the economic front, 
priority should be given to the readjustment of work on the educational 
front. Because the training of qualified personnel is a long process, the 
readjustment of the educational front should take into consideration the needs 
of the distant future. We must opposed any penny-wise but pound-foolish 
plans that won't work and will frustrate the development of education. The 
readjustment of the educational front is mainly aimed at adapting education 
to the political needs of the proletariat and the needs for developing the 
national economy. On the one hand, we must properly increase investment 

in education in terms of manpower and material resources in accordance with 
the demands of the four modernizations;, om the other hand, schools are urged 
to increase their enrollment ina way that will not sacrifice quality, and 
to avoid any waste in training. In other words, if a student were useless 
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to his society upon his graduation, it would be # great waste to our country. 
For example, the present structure of the secondary schools should be 
refirned, ordinary secondary schools offer students no vocational courses, 
80 they will have to undergo new training in industrial and agricultural 
production in order to get jobs after their graduation. This structure of 
education and content of instruction cannot meet the practical needs of the 
four modernizations. 


IT 


For years, there has been confusion both in theory and practice over the 
ways the policy of "education serving proletarian politics" was interpreted 
and implemented, a confusion caused by Lin Biao and the "gang of four." 

Our understanding is that on the one hand, as part of the superstructure, 
education which is founded with the support of the economic base should serve 
the economic base; on the other hand, as an integral part of the super- 
structure, education is all along subcrdinate to politics, and therefore, 
should serve politics too. Politics is the concentrated expression of 
economics. For this reason, the basic essence of the policy of “education 
serving proletarian politics as well as the purpose of consolidating the 
dictatorship of the proletariat" should consist of the fcllowing functions: 
1) to serve the aim of consolidating and developing the socialist political 
system; 2) to serve the purpose of consolidating and developing the 
socialist economy. The social functions of these "two services" are 
identical, interrelated, and inseparable; proletarian education is bound to 
go astray if either of the aforementioned two services were exclusively 
emphasized to the neglect of the other. Theoretically whether education as 
part of the superstructure can be adapted to meet the demands of the economic 
base largely depends on whether it can produce a large number of qualified 
personnel to speed up the development of the productive forces which have 
decisive effect on the relations of production. Today, the reform of the 
relations of production, especially the growth of the productive forces, have 
increasingly placed a new demand on education, and have provided material 
conditions and technology for its development. Undoubtedly, the scope and 
content of education are eventually decided by economics rather than by man's 
subjective will. 


Lin Biao and the "gang of four" seriously disrupted education as a result 
of their implementation of the ultraleft line. In pursuit of the ultraleft 
line, they used the extreme form of metaphysics and idealism as a basis for 
distorting the essence of “education serving proletarian politics” and 

for opposing the social functions of education to serve the socialist 
economics. Under the slogan of the so-called "theory of education serving 
as a tool of the dictatorship of the proletariat,” they concocted a series 
of policies, principles and educational models to oppose the educational 
system that was in force during the 17 years before the Great Cultural 
Revolution, and tried to transform schools into tools for training 
propagandists and henchmen they needed to usurp party and state power and to 
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restore capitalism under the banner of “resisting and combating revisionism" 
and "education serving proletarian politics.” On the other hand, they 
pitted proletarian politics against socialist economics, and alienated the 
former from the latter. Their attempt was to prevent educators from serving 
the need for developing socialist economy, and the institutions of higher 
learning from training various specialized personnel] to serve the cause of 
socialist construction. They did so under the banner of "education serving 
proletarian politics.” By behaving this way, they distorted and negated the 
correct Marxist ideological line and trampled under foot the party's 
educational policy. 


Generally speaking, developing education to serve proletarian politics means 
developing education to serve the party's general task for various periods 
of history. The party's general task for a specific period of history 
represents the basic interests of the proletariat and working people; it is 
& Supreme political task for that period. To carry out this general task, 
schools are required to train all kinds of qualified and specialized personnel 
needed by the party. This is the aim and requirement of education at the 
service of proletarian politics. The fundamental and central task of our 
party at the present and for a considerable time to come is to lead the 
people of all nationalities in our country to build China into a modern 
socialist power with one heart and one mind. At present, the realization 
of the four modernizations is supreme political task in our country. 
Education is developed to serve not only the four modernizations but also 
proletarian politics as well. If education is divorced from the party's 
general task and from the political and administrative requirements for 
training qualified personnel, the talk of developing education to serve 
proletarian politics will become meaningless to our party's cause. 





Integrating education with productive labor is indispensable for training 
qualified personnel and for helping them develop morally, intellectually 

and physically. The classical Marxist writers consistently attached importance 
to the form of education that is combined with productive labor. In his 

"The Criticism of the Gotha Program," Marx pointed out; "Combining 

productive labor with education is one of the most powerful means to transform 
modern society." Lenin also pointed out: "No one can imagine what our 

future society will look like if the education now available to the young 
generation is not combined with productive labor. Neither training and 
education without productive labor nor productive labor without parallel 
training and education coulda be raised to the degree required by the present 
level of technology and the state of scientific knowledge.” It is difficult 
to understand that combining education with productive labor is a guarantee 
for the proletariat to achieve its objectives of education, and this is why 
many of the world's developed countries have taken this path of education 
which is in accord with the objective law. 


In 1958, Chairman Mao conveyed to the entire party his concept of combining 
education with productive labor as an important part of the party's 
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educational policy; he summed up and set forth some specific educationa)] 
measures on the basis of his practical experiences, asking students to work 
industriously and study diligently, to devote half a day to studying and the 
other half to work, to learn skills in industrial and agricultural 
production, and urging schools to run factories and farms. Practice shows 
that these far-reaching measures have been effective in developing our 
country's education in accordance with the principle of running schools in 
an industrious and economical way, in training successors to the proletarian 
revolutionary cause, and in spurring the development of our society as a 
whole. "Combining education with productive labor" is a statement of a 
general policy and a basic principle of education, which permeates the 
entire process of teaching and training and which paves the way for students 
to develop morally, intellectually and physically. For this reason, any 
attempt to interpret this policy as merely a solution to the problems arising 
from integrating theory with practice in the process of teaching, or merely 
a method for cultivating students’ correct attitude toward labor, or an 
Opportunity for students to learn labor skilis and to increase incame for 
schools to offset their budget deficiences, is only a presentation of one- 
Sided views. The implementation of the ultraleft line by Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four"presented a stumbling-block to the correct and thorough 
implementation of this policy. They stridently called on schools to train 
the so-called "typical workers," and to unrestrainedly extend the time for 
studying industry and agriculture. They opposed combining teaching with 
practice and associating special courses with related productive 

labor and vigorously promoted the theory that "schools should be abolished.” 
In this way, they disrupted the order in which education is organized, 
causing serious losses in terms of trained qualified personnel. Since the 
downfall of the "gang of four," many schools have concentrated on solving 
problems resulting from interference and sabotage by the "gang of four,” 
and from integrating education with productive labor, have rescheduled 
teaching programs and other school activities, and have made improvements 

in the methods of teaching and content of instruction. But specific 
operational difficulties now facing some schools and their misinterpretation 
of this policy have led them to close schools and transform them into 
factories and farms and to give up the practice of organizing students to 
take part in productive labor. Meanwhile, several other schools now face 
the danger of losing "properties" they have built up through the years of 
implementing the policy of combining teaching with productive labor 

because many departments concerned have decided not to give active support 
to their work-study programs, and to take back equipment they donated before, 
as well as school-run factories, farms and ranches. The significance of the 
policy of combining education with productive labor cannot be understood 

by anyone unless he views its necessity in the light of developing education 
and training qualified personnel needed by all sectors of the economy to 
transform modern society, increase productive forces and gradually remove 
the distinction between mental and physical labor. Furthermore, efforts 
must be made to develop and perfect methods for implementing this policy. 
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III 


The aim of our party's educational policy is to "train students so that each 
can develop morally, intellectually and physically and became a worker with 
socialist consciousness and culture.” This is a gen@éral rule for the 
proletariat to educate qualified people, to train successors to its cause, 
and to help youngsters to correctly shape their world outlook, vo increase 
their knowledge and to develop physically dur‘ng their formative years. In 
the process of teaching, schools of all kinds and at all levels should take 
into account the immediate needs of our socialist revolution and construction 
as well as our needs of the distant future. To this end, they should do 
everything possible to train @ large number of new qualified workers with 
socialist consciousness, who are both red and expert and physically healthy. 
Althoug). moral, intellectual and physical education are intended for 
different purposes, they constitute a mutually complementary and closely 
related system of training individual students. Our party has consistently 
attached importance to the school education aimed at transforming students' 
ideology, believing that the basic objective of moral education is to help 
Students increase their socialist consciousness, to foster a proletarian 
world outlook and to instill in them the communist moral qualities; in 
addition to emphasizing daily routine political and ideological work, moral 
education should be conducted in close coordination with intellectual 
education; courses in social sciences and natural science can also play a 
direct role in transforming students' ideology, remolding their world 
outlook and improving their moral qualities. Just as the revolutionary 
teacher Lenin pointed out: "Only by enriching one's mind with all human 
knowledge can one become a communist.” ("Duty of the Young Communist League" ) 
Physical education is aimed at improving students'physique, although its 
instruction also contains moral and intellectual education. In school, moral 
education should be conducted in such a way that the Marxist theory, current 
events and politics and routine political and ideological work are 
emphasized in coordination with intellectual and physical education. In 
view of this, strengthening political and ideological work among the students 
is not only the responsibility of cadres in charge of political work but 
also that of teachers. Equal attention must be paid to helping students 
develop morally, intellectually and physically. This is an educational 
regulation which brooks no violation; its violators should be punished. Any 
exclusive emphasis of any single aspect of the three to the neglect of the 
two others is bound to create a situation in which education will be 
prevented from serving proletarian politics and the objective of the prole- 
tarian education to train qualified personnel cannot be attained. Some 
people have alleged that the emphasis of education as a service for proleta- 
rian politics means grasping moral education aimed at increasing students' 
political consciousness; the emphasis of education to serve the four 
modernizations means grasping intellectual education aired at training 
specialized personnel. But they have forgot that serving proletarian 
politics and the four modernizations is the common aim of moral, intellectual 
and physical education: these two functions of education are identical and 
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therefore cannot be separated. Other muddle-headed people insisted that 

Lin Biao and the "gang of four" wanted only moral education in disregard 

of intellectual and physical education. As a matter of fact, the ultraleft 
line pushed by them was aimed at destroying education. In pursuit of that 
ultraleft line,they wanted to train a number of Zhang Tiesheng-type people, 
who gained fame by turning in black college entrance examination papers, 

to meet their counterrevolutionary political aim of usurping party and 
state power. They wanted to achieve this end under the banner of "trans for- 
ming students' world outlook," "changing their thoughts," and "giving 
prominence to politics.” In this manner, they destroyed the proletarian 
moral education and abolished intellectual and physical education. Running 
schools accoruing to the law of education means incorporating moral, 
intellectual and physical education into a single system for training 
qualified personnel, a system which should be viewed as the means and end 
of school education and a yardstick for evaluating the quality of education. 


Presently, amid the call for eliminating the influence of the ultraleft line 
of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," the following abnormal phenomenon has 
surfaced: while concentrating on teaching culture and specialties, on 
training top-notch professionales, and college-bound students, many schools 
have neglected political and ideological work, have failed to grasp political 
and ideological education in the course of teaching and have ignored physical 
education, causing students'health to deteriorate. Some students selected 
to classes of top-notch students have lost confidence in catching up after 
finding themselves lagging behind others and after school teachers became 
dissapointed in their performance. These students are now fooling around in 
schools without doing anything. The neglect or abolition of school political 
education has also caused ideological confusions among the students, who 
believed that the purpose of learning is to pave the way for them to find 
jobs in the future, to go to college, and to escape being selected to go to 
the countryside where the i.fe is harsher than in cities. This belief has 
led them to lose interest in the communist ideals, the future of their 
motherland and the grand objective of the four modernizations. There are 
still other less bright students whose health has clearly deteriorated 
because they were overloaded with school assignments and have had to work 
hard and because their schools have paid little attention to their well- 
being and physical education. This situation deserves the serious attention 
of the leading educational authorities, schools, teachers, parents and 
society at large. We must rectify the political and ideological line, 
persevere in implementing the party's educational policy, concern ourselves 
with the healthy growth of our younger generation, run schools according 

to the law of education, and take effective measures to solve related 
problems. 


Does the previous fact show that intellectual education is overemphasized’? 
Absolutely not. Now the truth is that intellectual education has not been 
carefully prepared and well-organized rather than overemphasized. First, 
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the question of how to prepare the content of instruction on intellectual 
education to meet the needs of the four modernizations needs to be further 
Studied; second, the ways knowledge has been passed on to students by most 
teachers or the methods of teaching should be reformed and improved; third, 
better methods have yet to be developed for integrating theory with practice 
in the process of teaching. In correctly handling the dialectical relation- 
Ship between moral and intellectual and physical education, it is necessary 
to strengthen intellectual education and to further study the law governing 
its development. 


IV 


Perseverance in making teaching the center of education means determination 
to run schools according to the law of education and to shift the emphasis 
of the schools'work to teaching. To make teaching the center of education 
is an essential function of schools. Since the ancient times (beginning 
from the XIA, Shang and Zhou Dynasties), schools have always been a center 
of learning where teachers "convey their ideas, instruct on trades and 
clarify some ideological confusions," and under their guidance, students 

can acquire skills and knowledge on class struggle, struggle for production 
and scientific experimentation according to the specific objectives of 
training and under specific educational plans. This is where schools differ 
in nature from other institutions. Although schools may operate under 
different systems, their main and basic theme of education is teaching and 
learning, which constitute an important method for training qualified 
personnel. For this reason, schools should arrange their activities around 
this center. There is no reason for schools to exist if teaching and 
learning are abolished. 


To make teaching the center of education mainly refers to the matter that 
commands the focal attention of the leadership. Leading members of schools 
at all levels should mainly devote their energy and most of their time to 
understanding and studying the tasks of teaching and learnirg. They should 
help both teachers and students to promptly solve the practical problems 
that exist in teaching and learning; regularly survey various schools 
programs with the aim of improving their qualities; sum up and exchange 
their experiences in teaching; concentrate forces from the departments of 
political affairs and logistic support and from the administrative offices 
on actively serving the needs of the teaching staff. Most of the leading 
comrades must give lectures and engage in farming at experimental plots. 
Those not yet ready to do so must be so prepared in the future. Whether 
schools can make teaching the center of education depends on whether the 
party can strengthen its leadership over teaching and learning and rectify 
its workstyle. In dealing with the tasks of teaching and learning, the 
leadership should keep in close touch with, rather than exercise "remote 
control” over, the teaching staff. Like rural cadres at all levels 
participating in collective productive labor, cadres in all school depart- 
ments are required to directly contact the teachers and conscientiously 
oversee and evaluate their performances. It is wrong for some comrades 
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to think that to make teaching the center of education concerns only teachers 
and students or professional leading comrades at all levels; they themselves 
are not heavily involved in this central task. This means that they have yet 
to achieve a correct understanding of the importance of the schools' political 
and administrative work and logistic support in relation to the tasks of 
teaching and learning, and they are not yet ready to regard the tasks of 
teaching and learning as a political responsibility essential to the objective 
of training. All school presidents should conscientiously put into practice 
a system of personal responsibility for the division of labor under the 
leadership of the party committees and fully play a leading role in the 
administration of schools and in shifting the emphasis of their work to 
teaching. The wo.kstyle in which the party controls and monopolizes every- 
thing in schools should be rectified. 


In making teaching the center of education, it is necessary to correctly 
hancle the relationship between the central task and other school activities. 
First priority must be given to the central task, and other activities should 
be carried out in support of this central task and can in no way supersede 
it. Politics holds a commanding position in schools, and can guarantee 

the implementation of various tasks. However, if it is divorced from the 
tasks of teaching and learning, its positive role in education could be 
weakneded. It is necessary to combine the political work with the tasks 

of teaching and iearning. Making teaching the center of education does not 
mean making intellectual education the center of education. Undeniably, 
intellectual education is given in the form of lectures which may involve 
Moral and physical education. Administrative measures should be taken to 
insure that all lectures will be delivered as scheduled, and should not be 
affected by any other school activities. The ratio of the teaching program to 
other school activities should be properly maintained according to the school 
calendar and the specific educational plans. Without making teaching the 
center of education, no normal order of education can be organized and 
maintained. At the height of their power, Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
often suspended teaching as they wished under the slogan "politics must be 
given first consideration." Under their influence, most of the time was 
devoted to the political movement with the rest of it allocated to the 
teaching activities, which could be whimsically suspended. We are fed up 
with such practices, and should never allow this historical lesson to 

repeat itself.

We must correctly understand and handle the relationship between theory and 
practice in the process of teaching. 


Correct theories of natural science or social sciences were drawn from the 
scientific conclusions on the objective laws and observations of the objective 
world and were based on the results of human practice. They play an important 
role in guiding practice and can be further expanded and developed after 
being constantly subjected to tests. Marxism consistently emphasizes 
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theoretical studies, urging the people to learn conscientiously and absorb 
the past experiences in practice and the fruits of theoretical research 
reaped by scholars of the past. At the same time, Marxism also stresses 
the need for integrating theory with practice, criticizing those who claim 
to " know everything" and pigenhole theories and never put them into 
practice. The length of time each student spends in sclool is short. The 
main functions of courses in culture and specialties should be devoted to 
collecting and teaching "indirect experiences" accumulated by making over 
the years. Students of such courses should learm to integrate theory with 
practice, to acquire basic knowledge, basic theories (including basic 
theories of specialties) and basic skills which are essential to their 
future careers. It is absolutely necessary for students to broaden their 
knowledge and to have a firm grasp of some basic theories. They are 
encouraged to systematize and synthesize their experiences in learning and 
to raise them to the level of theory. Each school should conscientiously 
work out a syllabus on various subjects of study which can be used by both 
teachers and students as a guide to learning various basic knowledge and 
theories including general concepts, important principles and basic laws. 
Such a syllabus should outline a strategy for students to achieve their 
intended objectives of learning. 





When Lin Biao and the "gang of four" were in power, metaphysics was rampant. 
They accused others of "divorcing from the masses, reality and production," 
criticizing those who called on students to learn basic knowledge, basic 
theories and basic skills, and Systematize and synthesize their experiences 
in learning. They distorted the principle of integrating theory with 
practice, urging students to "break through windows and to tear down doors 
and walls" so that they quit the toweringbuildings and move in the direction 
of "practice, practice and practice and substitute doing for learning." This 
advocation was in essence a form of vulgar, anti-Marxist and narrow-minded 
empiricism and capitalist pragmatism used to serve their counterrevolutionary 
political end. The Marxist viewpoint of practice refers to the practical 
human activities in which millions of people participate. Although man can 
systematize and synthesize his direct experience and raise it to the level 
of theory from time to time, the process of acquiring accurate knowledge 

on his undertakings such as a certain branch of science and specialty can be 
divided into two stages—-one emphasizing theory and the other dealing with 
practice. At the same time, because no one can directly experience every- 
thing that occurs in the world, he has to acquire most of his knowledge with 
the help of other followmen. Lin Biao and the "gang of four" denied that 
social practice had any decisive effect on humanity, and theory could play 
any role in guiding practice. Under the influence of the ultraleft line, 
many schools asked their students to participate in practice, production and 
scientific experimentation before they were adequately armed with knowledge 
and theories. Consequently, they just felt puzzled, not knowing what to do. 
They could neither write or engage in scientific experiments. Frequently, 
teachers had to pitch in to fulfill language and laboratory assignments for 
students and credit teachers' achievements to students'records. Just as 
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Comrade Ye Jianying pointed out, "Without theory, it is only a black piece 
of paper. This  veing the case, what could students rely on to link with 
practice?" When Lin Biao and the "gang of four" were in power, cases in 
which students were driven to participate in practice before they were ready 
vo do so were too numerous to mention here. Chairman Mao really attached 
importance to the "learning of warfare through warfare," emphasizing that 
"doing itself is learning." But it must be pointed out that "a person who 
has had no opportunity to go to school can also lear warfare." This process 
of learning is one of leading from practice to theory and then making theory 
serve as a guide to practice, a process that does not take place in school. 
It is clear that this educational thought and epistemological line 
originating from Chairman Mao: "doing itself is learning and therefore can 
substitute for iearning" were not intended for school students. 


The reason that the principle of integrating theory with practice is 
emphasized in schools is that it can help students proficiently master basic 
knowledge, basic theories and basic theories of specialties (including many 
basic concepts, formulas, principles that students must be encouraged to 
memorize) and apply them to solve practica) problems. First, the principle 
of integrating theory with practice must be tested out in classroom 
teaching. Attention must be paid to the education of low-grade students: 
efforts must be made to guide them to move up step by step in accordance 
with the law of gradual progression in teaching. Schools should be discouraged 
from shifting the emphasis of their work to helping their graduating classes 
pass their final examination and then prepare for ‘heir college entrance 
examinations. Any course should be taught in a way that can stimulate 
students'interest in learning; the teaching process should be one of leading 
from simplicity to complexity, from shallow to depth, from specifics to 
abstracts, and from direct experiences to indirect ones. As soon as a student 
can master a principle, he should be taught to apply it to analyze and 

solve practical problems. Second, classroom lectures should emphasize 
basic knowledge, and basic theories; students should be encouraged to 
participate in practical work, laboratory tests, study tours, and other 
activities so that they can deepen their understanding of theories they have 
learned in classrooms and verify their correctness. Third, the content of 
instruction should reflect the latest development of sciences at home and 
abroad so that students can learn to apply knowledge and skills essential to 
the four modernizations. 


Since the downfall of the "gang of four," efforts have been made to 
strengthen the system of learning theories and the courses in basic theories. 
This step is entirely correct. But everything must be done to overcome 
prejudice and prevent the emergence of another erroneous tendency. The 
methods and art of teaching need to be reviewed and improved. In the 
process of teaching theoretical courses, abstract and boring terms should be 
avoided. The teaching process of leading from concept to concept and 
principle to principle should be revised. In most cases, information should 
be provided to explain how concepts and principles were developed and 
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extracted from practices and how they could be applied in practical work. 
Lectures on theories and principles should be coupled with classrooom aids 
such as graphs, models, teaching aids, experimentation, study tours, 
students'participation in production, scientific research, social investiga- 
tions, and should be delivered in layman's terms easily understandable to 
students. Ingineers and technicians and other workers experiences in 
practical work and armed with specific theories can be invited to give 
lectures at schools. To keep pace with the four modernizations, it is 
necessary to modermize the process of teaching, an important problem that 
needs to be solved step by step. The modernization of the process of teaching 
is bound to have direct impact on the education of a large number of 
qualified personnel with greater, faster, better and more economical results. 





VI 


In the process of teaching, the teachers have a leading role to play in 
stimulating students'interest in learning. In the relationship between 
teachers and students, the former who are in a position to "know everything 
ahead of students” and who “are responsible for conveying their special 
knowledge to the latter’ are considered to be the principal aspect of a 
contradiction. The political orientation and content of instruction and 

the purpose and method of teaching are matters decided by teachers. It can 
be said whether the quality of education is high or low depends on the 
ideological and professional levels of teachers. Therefore, it is not 
difficult to understand that teachers have a leading role to play in teaching. 


To bring into full play their leading role, it is necessary to help teachers 
to strengthen their sense of revolutionary responsibility, and to realize 

that theirs is an important and glorious task to train the qualified personnel 
in the service of the motherland and the four modernizations and to educate 
anew generation of successors to the communist cause. As educators, they 
should first educate themselves well before educating others. Although 
teachers should rely on themselves to improve their knowledge and performances, 
leading organs in charge of education should actively help create conditions 
for teachers to learn more so that they can really deserve to be called 

model teachers in political and professional fields. With teaching as their 
main responsibility, teachers are required to study hard, prepare every 
lecture well, play an active role in educational research and to be fair to 
all students. Only thus can they bring every lecture to a successful 
conclusion. Before planning teaching programs, teachers should first clearly 
understand the ideological and professional levels of their students. They 
should assume full responsibility for students, concern themselves with their 
physical and mental health and set good examples for them to follow. Only 
thus can teachers become intimate friends of students. 


Education is a bilateral activity between teachers and students. For this 
reason, teachers should play a leading role in stimulating students 'interest 

in learning. The roles of teaching and learning are closely related. Whether 
teachers have played their leading role well depends on whether they have been 
successful in mobilizing the overwhelming majority of students to study 
enthusiastically and spontaneously. The relationship between teachers and 
students is not ‘ust one between speakers ad listeners and between transmitters 
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of knowledge and its receivers. As receivers of knowledge, students should be 
induced to display enthusiasm and initiative in learning. Without achieving 
this, no teacher, however competent, can display his prowess. In addition 

to inspiring, guiding, and training students to develop a habit of active 
reasoning and an ability to think independently, teachers should play a leading 
role in directing the entire process of learning, including introductory and 
refreshner courses, and advising them of the reference books they should read. 
Professors at the institutions of higher learning should offer students 
{nstructions on scientific research. The more varied, lively and specific are 
such inetructions, the more enthusiasm the students will display for learning. 
Any subjective efforts to be made by teachers to reach a goal of education 
should first take into account the students'ability to absorb and digest it. 
Otherwise, such efforts would prove fruitless. If many listeners in the 
audience were lulled into sleep by a boring lecture in a classroom, the 
problem obdviovsily was not caused by students alone. 


When Lin Biao and the "gang of four" were in power, the educational front 
bore the brunt of serious damage resulting from the implementation of their 
ultraleft line. Since the downfall of the "gang of four,” the Party Central 
Sommittee headed by Comrade Hua Guofeng has led us in eliminating chaos from 
and restoring order to the educational front; in settling accounts with the 
counterrevolutionary crimes of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" from the 
political, organizational and ideological angle; in smashing the mental 
shackels imposed by them; in overthrowing the "two appraisals” of education; 
in clearly defining the class nature of intellectuals and implementing a 
related policy; in reforming the student enrollment system; in stabilizing 
the order in which work can be organized in schools'‘and in enforcing the 
party's educational policy in an all-round way. In less than 3 years, the 
educational front, a victim of disastrous damage by Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four" has regained strength and is thriving again. 





What we have already achieved on the educational front should be regarded 
as only a point of departure on the road toward continuing success. All 
our existing educational institutions at all levels need to be constantly 
reformed, and our proletarian educational system needs to be continuously 
perfected so that a large number of outstanding qualified personnel can be 
trained to serve the neeas of the four modernizations. The development of 
education calls for efforts by the entire party and all educators to further 
emancipate their minds, to explore new methods of teaching, to boldly put 
them into practice, to constantly sum up experiences to actively develop 
scientific research work on education, and to run schools according to the 
law of education. We must continue to rectify the ideological line, 
eliminate the pernicious influence of the unltraleft ideological line of 
Lin Biao and the "gang of four,"heal the wounds caused by them, beat back 
the interference of the right and left trends of thought, and raise our 
country's education to a new level under the guidance of the basic principle 
of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought. Only thus can our educators make a 
contribution to the great new long march that the people of our time will 
feel proud of.

CORRESPONDENCE, EVENING UNIVERSITY COURSES PROMOTED

[Summary] Beijing, 15 Apr--A XINHUA correspondent has learned from the 
current discussion meeting sponsored by the Ministry of Education on 
running correspondence and evening university courses by ordinary insti- 
tutions of higher education that “ordinary institutions of higher educa- 
tion in our country are actively restoring and developing correspondence 
education and evening universities. Now the total number of students 
enrolled in these schools is larger than in any year in the past. 


"According to initial statistics, at present 72 ordinary institutions of 
higher education in our country are running correspondence courses, and 

30 are running evening university courses. They enroll more than 240,000 
students, with more than 207,000 taking 3 or more years of specialized 
schooling or 4 or more years of regular college education and more than 
34,000 taking a single course, equivalent to 24 percent of the total 
number of students enrolled in ordinary institutions of higher education." 


The correspondence courses and evening universities enroll on the job 
cadres, staff members and workers with a senior middle school educa- 
tional level. Admission is based on examination with the consent of 
their units. 


During the Cultural Revolution, all correspondence courses and evening 
universities were forced to close. In the past few years, attention has 
again been paid to them by concerned departments and a number of institu- 
tions of higher learning. 


"At present higher correspondence education under the postal and tele- 
communications system has already started four specialized courses, 
including microwave communication, carrier communication, telephone 
exchange and postal automation, enrolling nearly 1,100 students. More 
than 600 students who took correspondence courses before the Cultural 
Revolution have been readmitted, thus making the total enrollment over 
1,700. This year they plan to enroll 3,000 more." 


Since 1978 the evening university run by Harbin Industrial University 

has enrolled two classes, totaling more than 200 students. In 1979 the 
Shanghai Institute of Electrical Engineering, a 3-year technical school, 
had enrolled more than 600 correspondence students from the power systems 
in Jiangsu, Zhejiang, Anhui and Shanghai.

CULTURE MINISTRY COMMENDS THEATRICAL WORKS

(Text) Beijing, 8 Apr (XINHUA)--The Ministry of Culture today commended 
231 plays, dance dramas and other forms of art created in the last sev- 
eral years. 


Sixty-one works won first-class prizes for scripts. Others received 
prizes of second or third class. In addition, 41 works were awarded 
first-class performance prizes. There were also second and third class 
performance prizes. 


The prizes were awarded to theatrical and other works presented during 
the year-long festival sponsored by the Ministry of Culture between 
January, 1979 and February, 1980, to mark the 30th anniversary of the 
founding of the People's Republic of China. 





Huang Zhen, minister of culture, gave the citations and awards to the 
winners at a meeting attended by Wang Renzhong, head of the Propaganda 
Department of the Central Committee of the Chinese Communist Party; and 
Zhou Yang, chairman of the China Federation of Literary and Art Circles. 


Ding Yisan, an army playwright, won a first-class prize for the play 
"Chen Yi Comes Out From the Mountains," which is set in the guerrilla 
war of the 30's. The air force drama troupe won a first-class per- 
formance prize for premiering the play. 

Other first-prize winning plays, for both script and performance, are: 
"Dawn'"’ about General He Long's life in the first half of the 30's; 
"Newsboys" about an episode of Zhou Enlai's life in wartime Zhongqing; 


"Loyal Hearts" describing the struggle of a group of doctors against the 
gang of four; and 
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"Winter Jasmine" which deals with different attitudes in appraising a 
person's performance in the socialist construction. 


Also in this category are two historical plays by veteran playwrights, 
“Hurricane Song" by Chen Baichen and ‘Wang Zhaojun" by Cao Yu. 


In dance dramas, the "Silk Road Episode" won a first-class prize for 
script. The Gansu provincial song and dance ensemble also won a first- 
class prize for performing it. The dance drama, drawing freely on the 
murals of the Dunhuang Caves along the Silk Road in the creation of ite 
idioms, was a hit when it was presented at the festival last year. It 
was hailed at that time as "a landmark in the development of China's 
dance dramas." 


Fifteen modern operas were commended. 


In local traditional operas, many works were commended for their success 
in presenting contemporary themes as well as historical themes. 


Also commended were six plays and many more musical pieces and dances 
with settings in the self-defence battles along the Sino-Vietnamese 
border in February of last year. 


A number of ballads, acrobatic items and puppet productions were also on 
the commendation list. 


Honorary citations went to three veteran playwrights who died under the 
persecution of Lin Biao and the gang of four: Lao She for the play 
"Teahouse," and Tian Han and Wu Han for the Beijing operas they had 
created. 


The translators and performers of the play "Life of Galileo" and the 
opera "La Dame aux Gamelias" were commended. 


One hundred and twenty-seven performing troupes from all parts of the 
country took part in the festival and presented a total of 137 programmes. 
Many programmes were full-length plays and operas, while others consisted 
of a number of short items. Ninety percent of the programmes were 
created in the three years following the downfall of the gang of four, 
particularly in 1979. 


During the festival, more than 400 critics, both professional and 
amateur, gathered in Beijing to follow the works as they were staged. 
The Ministry of Culture used the recommendations by the critics to draw 
up the list of commendations.

COMMERCIAL EDUCATION INSTITUTE--Beijing, 2 Apr--An institute for the voca- 
tional training of teachers of commercial subjects is soon to be estab- 
lished in China, according to a decision taken at a national meeting of 
commerce bureau directors which has just closed here. This year two new 
commercial colleges will be built, along with a number of professional 
schools and special middle schools, and a centre for commercial data. 
Commercial colleges and schvols in China have increased from 131 in mid- 
1979 to 194 at present, and students frow 31,000 to more than 40,000. 

In addition, spare-time schools have been functioning and training 

courses given in 10 major cities, including Beijing, Shanghai and 

Tianjin. Sixty thousand leading administrative personnel in commercial 
positions have received on-the-job training. This year new establish- 
ments such as restaurants and radio repair shops will be set up for new 
personnel in the service trades to gain some practical experience. More 
teaching materials will be compiled and published this year. New text- 
books on commercial economy, administration, accounting, finance, statis- 
tice, pricing and commercial computing techniques for colleges, commercial 
schools and cadre training classes will soon be off press.
